HIGHWAYMEN ATTACK A WOMAN 


Mrs. Cronin Knocked Down and 


Robbed in Fifty-sixth Street. 


Mrs. Annie Cronin of 173 Amsterdam 
Avenue was knocked down and robbed last 
night in West Fifty-sixth Street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh Avenues. She was 
taken to the Roosevelt Hospital suffering 
from a badly bruised face and a possible 
fracture of the skull. Her assailants were 
not arrested. 

According to the story she told the police 
she was returning from the home of her 
sister, Mrs. David Hagan, at 426 West 
Forty-ninth Street, by way of Tenth Ave- 
nue.

COURTS MAY BE RECREATED 


Platt and Croker Reported to Have 
Reached an Agreement to 
Pass the Bill. 


JUSTICES DECIDE TO FIGHT IT 


Protest, Backed by the Influence of the 
Bar Association and Other Or- 
ganizations, to be Sent to 
Gov. Black. 


While politicians would not last night 
permit themselves to be quoted with re- 
gard to the report that an attempt will 
be made at the present session of the 
Legislature to turn the City Magistrates 
out of office, it is the general understanding 
among them that such a thing will be 
done if possible. It was also asserted yes- 
terday that the scheme is not only to 
legislate out of office the City Magistrates, 
but the Justices of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions as well. 

It is asserted that an agreement to this 
end has been reached between Senator 
Platt and Richard Croker, and that enough 
votes in the Legislature will be forthcom- 
ing to send the bill to the Governor. if 
the bill becomes a law the courts will be 
recreated under other designations, and 
in the appointments under the new law the 
officers will, it ts said, be equally divided 
between the Democratic and Republican or 
ganizations, 

The City Magistrates and the Sessions 
Justices have already taken alarm at the 
reports that they were going to be removed 
from office, and it is said that at an in- 
formal discussion of the matter it was de- 
cided to fight to the bitter end any Dill 
that may be introduced. Joseph H. Choate, 
it is said, will be engaged as counsel, and a 
protest against the passage of such a meas- 
ure will be sent to Gov. Black, backed by, 
the influence of the Bar Association, the 
City Club, and other organizations. 

With regard to the matter Justice Elizur 


B. Hinsdale of the Special Sessions Bench 
said yesterday: 

“IT am-well aware that we, being a statu- 
tory court, can be legislated out of office. 
I am here, though, to act as Judge, and not 
to bother about what may be coming.’’ 

City Magistrate Charles A. Flammer said: 

“Of course they can legislate us out of 
office, but they must also re-create the office 
under a different designation, as Police 
Justice, the old designation, for instance. 
But I do not believe that any such thing is 
going to happen. In my opinion such a 
bill could not be passed.”’ . 

The Court of Special Sessions sits in the 
Criminal Court Building. The Justices are 
Elizur B. Hinsdale, whose term of office 
will expire in 1905; William Travers Jerome, 
1903; Ephraim A. Jacob, 1901; John Hayes, 
1899, and William C. Holbrook, 1907. The 
salary is $9,000. 

The City Magistrates were appointed by 
ex-Mayor William L, Strong, and only two 
of them, Clarence W. Meade, the father-in- 
law of Frederick S. Gibbs and an ex-Police 
Justice, and Willard H. Olmsted, appointed 
vice Job Hedges, resigned, are organization 
Republicans. Were 1 be deposed from 
office six places would at the disposal of 
the Republicans and a.like number of the 
Democrats. 

Among organization Republicans the 

oposition to pass a bill is very favorably 
regarded. It is argued that such an act 
would be justifiable, inasmuch as, so it is 
asserted, the Magistrates are, with two ex- 
ceptions, anti-organization men. None of 
the Republicans will, however, discuss the 
matter for publication. 

There is some doubt in the minds of the 
organization men as to what attitude Gov. 
Black would assume toward such a meas- 
ure. The bill creating the City Magis- 
trates was forced through the Legislature 
by Gov. Morton, who, against Senator 
Platt’s protest, demanded its passage. It 
is pointed out that Gov. Black is a candi- 
date for renomination, and that he might 
oppose the measure because of the strenu- 
ous objections which the anti-Platt Repub- 
licans would make to its passage. 

The Governor is known strongly to favor 
a compromise of the difficulties which have 
split the Republican Party in New York 
City and led to the formation of a new 
anti-Platt organization. It is regard as 
certain that the passage of an Anti-City- 
Magistrates-Special-Sessions bill would still 
further widen the breach and make Gov. 
Black’s re-election, in the event of his nomi- 
nation, impossible. 

Senator Platt is expected to come over 
from Washington to-day and it was said 
last night that he would take up the ques- 
tion of the proposed bill with the local 
and legislative leaders.

VICTIMS OF WEYLER’S POLICY. 


Thousands of Persons Enrolled in 
Havana Who Have Received 
Aid from Charity. 


HAVANA, Jan. 6.—Consul General Lee’s 
representative in Havana Province, Sefior 
Amado Suares, says that according to his 
investigations there were enrolled in this 
city up to last night 521 women and 13,804 
children, who have been attended by the 
various charitable associations, in addi- 
tion to 170 families, including 675 persons, 
who have had relief through other channels. 
He asserts that these are “‘only a portion 


of the victims of the policy of concentra- 
tion.’’ 

Sefior Bruzon, Governor of Havana, and 
Consul General Lee have appointed a com- 
mittee of well-known men—Sefiores Guz- 
man, Portilla, and Vildesola—to distribute 
the provisions and other relief received from 
the United States Consulate. The Marquis 
Esteban has been appointed Mayor of Ha- 
vana. 


WEYLER’S TROUBLES NOT OVER, 


Minister of War Oorrea May Resign 
on Account of the Action Taken. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of The Times Says: 

“ Aitnough the Supreme Council has de- 
cided not to prosecute Gen. Weyler, it is 
not expected that the Government will allow 
the matter to end there.”

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 6.—Mrs, Bar- 
bara Loy, widow of Richard Loy, was found 
dead in her home in Sleepy Hollow this 
morning. The discovery was made by a 
Mrs. Snyder, a friend, who went to call on 
Mrs. Loy, who lived alone. The Coroner 
found that the woman died from eu- 
monia. She was ninety-three years old and 
was born in Germany, and had lived here 
for fifty years. Since the death of her hus- 
band some years ago she had lived alone. 


MAN STRIPPED IN COURT. 


Novel Proceeding in the Trial of a 
Suit for Damages in 
Brooklyn. 


During the trial of a case before Justice 
Jesse Johnson of the Supreme Court, in 
Brooklyn yesterday, Frederick Hetteshejm- 
er, the plaintiff, was stripped and laid on 
the counsel table before the jury, while sev- 
eral doctors delivered improvised lectures 


on anatomy to the jury, attempting to 
demonstrate injuries the man clai to 
have received.

TRAIN ROBBER FROM NEW YORK. 


Charles Dayton Found Dead Under a 
Trestle in East St, Louis—Once 
a Theatrical Man. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 6.—Charles Dayton, who 
is supposed to have lived at 115 Fourth 
Avenue, in New York, was found dead un- 
der a railway trestle across Cahokia Creek, 
in East St. Louis, IIL, to-day. He is sup- 
posed to be one of two robbers who were 
thrown from an Illinois Central train last 


night after attempting to rob a passenger 
in the smoking car. 

The two men got on the train at East 
St. Louis just as it was pulling out from 
the depot, and took a seat at the back of 
the smoking car. After the train had passed 
the viaduct and was going at considerable 
speed, the men approached a prosperous 
looking man who sat about in the middle 
of the car. They asked him to change a 
bill, and when he drew a roll of money from 
his pocket for that purpose, one of the rob- 
bers grabbed it. In the fight that followed 
between the robbers and passengers, one of 
the former jumped from the train. He was 
hurled to the ground. Twelve dollars was 
secured by the robbers. 

Dayton, who was identified by memoranda 
found in his pocket, is supposed to have 
formerly been a property man for some 
theatrical company. 


The number on Fourth Avenue referred 
to in the papers found on the dead man is 
occupied as a saloon. A number of the- 
atrical men have their mail addressed there. 
The bartender could not remember Charles 
Dayton, however. George Dayton, a scenic 
—"s formerly frequented the neighbor- 

ood, and has not been seen recently. None 
of the employes at the neighboring theatres 
knew Charles Dayton, nor was he a mem- 
ber of the Property Men’s Union. 


A PASTOR REFUSES MORE PAY. 


Rev. Peter MacQueen of West Som- 
erville, Mass., Satisfied Already. 


BOSTON, Jan. 6.—The Rev. Peter Mac- 
Queen, pastor of the West Somerville Con- 
gregational Church, has declined an in- 
crease of salary. The church edifice was 
recently remodeled at an expense of several 
thousand dollars, only a portion of which 
is paid up to the present time. 

At a recent meeting of the church cor- 
poration, it was unanimously agreed that 
the pastor’s salary should be increased, 
dating from the first of the present year. 
Pastor MacQueen now refuses to receive 
the increase, on the ground that the church 
was doing very well to meet its already 
enlarged obligations, and that he could get 
along quite nicely on his present salary. 
The church decided to abide by their pa»- 
tor’s decision.

ANNAPOLIS, Jan. 6.—The dead-lock over 
the Speakership of the Maryland House of 
Delegates was unbroken to-day, and there 
are no indications that it will be settled 
for some time to come. 

Both branches of the Legislature met, the 
Senate in permanent and the House in tem- 
porary organization. In the Senate nothing 
was done save to send a message to the 
House announcing the organization of the 
Senate.

SIX MEN WILL STAND OUT 


The Speaker Will Try to Smooth Mat- 
ters Over in Appointing His Com- 
mittees, Which Are Now 
Being Made Up. 


ALBANY, Jan. 6.—The Republicans were 
able to muster enough votes to elect their 
candidate for Speaker yesterday, but the 
indications here to-day are that in that ac- 
complishment they exhausted their control 
of the Assembly. Unless all legislative signs 
fail, the Republican majority of two on 
the Speakership ballot will appear and dis- 
appear as intermittently as a will o’ the 
wisp, when the Assembly takes up miscella- 
neous legislation, and Mr. Nixon of Chau- 
tauqua will never know until the votes are 
counted whether he is the leader of the ma~- 
jority or the minority on any particular 
measure, 

This prediction is based on the declara- 
tion of Messrs. Davis and Tiffany, the two 
Kings County Citizens’ Union Assembly- 
men who voted for O’Grady for Speaker 
after voicing their protest against Plattism, 
that they expect to act with entire inde- 
pendence on all legislative matters. 

They explain their position on the ground 
that, being by association and principle Re- 
publicans, they felt it their duty to go into 
their party caucus where the mere matter 
of organization was involved, but that they 
now purpose to act on each measure as 
their judgment may dictate, without sub- 
mitting to any caucus, Mr. Cottle, the in- 
dependent member from Onondaga, takes 
practically the same position. He said that 
he was elected by the votes of McKinley 


League Republicans and Democrats, de- 
feating the regular Republican candidate in 
his district, and that he did not feel that he 
was under any obligation to subject himself 
to the machine. Had he seen that any gqod 
could have been accomplished by remaining 
out of the Speakership caucus he would 
have done so, he said, and by entering it 
he did not consider that he had pledged 
himself to go into any caucus that may be 
held hereafter on any legislative question. 
His purpose, he said, was to vote on every 
bill according to his conscience, without re 
gard to what the Republican leaders may 


say. 

It is pointed out here to-night, that the 
three votes of Cottle, Tiffany, and Davis, 
taken from the maximum Republican 
strength of 78, leaves only 75 votes, or one 
less than a majority that can be counted on 
4 the Platt men. Added to those of 

eekes and Laimbeer, and of Mr. Seligs- 
berg, the National Democrat, they give 
an independent nucleus of six votes, n this 
uncertain sextet, it is pointed out, Mr. 
O’Grady and Mr. Nixon will have to reckon 
every time the Assembly takes a ballot. 

There leaked out here to-day some details 
of the last conference held by the five Inde- 
pendent Republicans on the Speakership mat- 
ter. At that conference, it is learned, it was 
strongly represented to the Kings County 
men that they owed their election to the 
Citizens’ Union, and that the Union would 
hold them to account next year for dis- 
loyalty to its interests. 

At one time they, wergalmost persuaded 
to remain out of the caucus. When they 
finally decided to go in it was with the 
declaration that their relation with the ma- 
chine was to apply only to the organization 
of the Assembly, and that on all other 
matters they expected to remain unfettered 
and to act in harmony generally with the 
Citizens’ Union members from New York. 
Mr. Cottle, it is said, was ready to remain 
out of the Speakership caucus, if the Brook- 
lyn men would, and he also notified Messrs, 
Weekes and Laimbeer of his intention to 
keep himself free to vote independently on 
all measures. 

On matters affecting Greater New York, 
it is urged, it will be practically impossible 
for the Platt managers to insure a major- 
ity for any machine measure, since Messrs. 
Davis and Tiffany were elected by Citizens’ 
Union votes on the platform of non-parti- 
sanship in municipal affairs. They would 
hardly dare, it is suggested, to follow Mr. 
Platt’s orders on legislation for the. en- 
larged city, in view of the fact that the 
Citizens’ Union is still in existence to visit 
punishment upon them should they appear 
for renomination. ° 

There are signs of a revolt breaking out 
among the Republican Senators, many of 
whom have _ serious scores entered up 
against Gov. Black. 

This, added to the uncertainty of the sit- 
uation in the Assembly, promises one of the 
liveliest sessions the Legislature has had 
in many a year. 

Speaker O’Grady !s now supposed to be 
engaged in doing what he can to smooth the 
way of the so-called manent? by the skillful 
construction of the Assembly committees. 
The political experts here await his list 
with curiosity, as they say it will show 
whether the Brooklyn Citizens’ Union men 
and the members from Onondaga are sincere 
in their professions of independentism or 
whether their votes for Speaker were but 
the beginnings of a bargain.

MONTREAL, Jan. 6.—United States Con- 
sul General John L. Bittinger was black- 
balled to-night by the St. James’s Club, the 
leading social organization of the city. It’ 
is said no less than fifty black balls were 
cast against Mr. Bittinger’s election as a 
member of the club. 

Col. Knapp of New York and W. A. An- 
derson of Wisconsin, Mr. Bittinger’s pre- 
decessors, were honored an, esteemed mem- 
bers of the club. 

Mr. Bittenger’s defeat undoubtedly was 
brought about by an article in a Chicago 
paper a week ago last Sunday, which was 
telegraphed here*and published in full by 


the local papers. In ‘the article mentioned 
Mr. Bittenger was made to say that the 
French-Canadian citizens of Quebec were 
forming secret societies and arranging for 
an outbreak looking to the independence of 
Canada.

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DEATH OF W. T. BUCKLEY 


The Dry Goods Man Shoots Him« 
self-in the Head at 
Wave Crest. 


STORY OF SUICIDE DENIED 


The Family and Coroner Guy and His 
Physician Say It Was an Accident- 
al Tragedy — His Recent Re- 

tirement from Business. _ 


William T. Buckley, who until a week 
ago was a member of the large dry goods 
firm of Dunham, Buckley & Co., shot him- 
self in the head at his home at Wave 
Crest, L. I., yesterday morning. The mem- 
bers of his family and the Coroner who 
has charge of the case maintain that the 
shooting was accidental. Mr, Buckley died 
within a few minutes of the shooting and 
was unconscious from the time he was 
found until he expired. 

The tragedy occurred in a small boat- 
house about 100 feet from the handsome 
residence which has been occupied by the 
Buckley family for two years or more, be- 
tween it and the ocean. Wave Crest ig a 
collection of large villas about a mile from 
Far Rockaway, lying further along the 
Rockaway Peninsula toward Rockaway 
Beach. The houses are all extremely hand<« 
Some ones. The place is not regularly laid 


Out in streets, and the houses are set down 
in a seeming haphazard fashion, and a 
wine. road runs through the place. 

The Buckley home stands on this road 
only about 100 yards from high-wate1 
mark, on the ocean side of the narrow neck 
of land, which a few miles further on 
broadens out and forms Rockaway Beach. 
Wave Crest is about a mile from the much 
better known seaside residence place of Ar« 
verne and between it and Far Rockaway. 


There for the Winter, 


The Buckleys were spending the Winter 
at Wave Crest, an unusual thing for them 
to do. Mr. Buckley was not in the habit 
of coming to the city daily, as most of the 


residents of the place were, but he had told 
his son, T. Townsend Buckley, that he 
would accompany him to the station when 
the latter went to take the train to re- 
turn to Princeton to resume his college 
work after the Christmas heldays. The 
carriage was to be ready at 8:40, and a 
few minutes before that time Mr. Buckiey, 
having had his breakfast, took a revolver 
and went out to practice shooting at a tar- 
get. This target is fastened to a post set 
in the sand just above high-water mark 
in front of the small boathouse, and just 
thirty-six paces from it. 

What occurred after Mr. Buckley left 
the house can only be surmised. In his . 
sworn deposition to the Coroner, the son ~ 
Townsend, as he is known, said that his 
father fired twice at sea gulls on his way 
to the boathouse, from which it was the 
practice to fire at the target. In a few min- 
utes it was time to go for the train, and 
the son went to the boathouse to call his 
father. He found him sitting in a big arm 
chair bleeding from two wounds in the head 
—one on each side. 

The son immediately ran back and told 
the coachman to gc at once for a doctor. 
Then he returned to the boathouse, and 
picking up some oakum, stanched the 
bleeding wounds. His father rested in the 
chair with his head thrown back, and to 
the right. His righthand »rested on the 
arm of the chair, and thé pistol lay in it, 
but not grasped. Theeson kept the dakum 
at his father’s head until Dr. Carl Schmuck, 
the family physician, arrived. The latter 
could do nothing, and the wounded man 
a almost immediatelv following his ar- 
rival. 


Coroners and Detectives Arrive. 


Dr. Schmuck telephoned for Coroner H. S. 
Guy, who was at the scene in less than an 
hour. Detectives McCarty and Donohue, of 
the New York Police Department, who have 
been stationed at Far Rockaway since the 


ne of the year, arrived about the same 
me, 

Dr. Guy, who is a dentist, had the body 
removed from the armchair to a lounge in 
the boathouse, and then impaneled a jury. 
He then went after the Coroner’s physician, 
Dr. William H. Nammack, who made an 
examination. He found that a bullet had 
entered the right side of the head just above 
the ear. It had traveled in a slightly up- 
ward direction, and emerged above and 
back of the left ear. There were no powder 
marks where the bullet had entered the 
head. he weapon used was a .44 calibre 
Colt’s revolver. It was found with two 
shells in it—one of which had been dis- 
charged. 

Coroner Guy and Dr. Nammack were both 
positive in their statements that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

‘“‘ All the circumstances point to an accl- 
dental death,’ said Dr. Nammack, but the 
only circumstance he recited was the one 
that there were no powder stains. “If a 
man intends shooting himself,’’ he said, “he 
will hold the pistol close to his head.’ 

Coroner Guy said that he took the sworn 
statement of the son, who said that he 
heard two shots after his father left for thé 
boathouse. Therefore he thinks his fathez 
shot at two seagulls. ~The Coroner adda 
that it was Mr. Buckley’s habit to sit in the 
armchair and fire at the target. 

There is a small vestibule into which the 
door on the ocean side of the boathousé 
opens, and the door leading from the vesti- 
bule into the boathouse proper is directly 
opposite. The target is right in front oj 
two doors, so that it Is qutie possible for 4 
man to sit in the armchair and fire at the 
target with the ocean as the background 
for wide shots. This was what Mr. Buck- 
ley proposed to do when he accidently shot 
himself over the ear, said Coroner Guy and 
Dr. Nammack. 


The Detectives Differ, 


The investigations of the tao detectives 
rather upset this theory, however. Detect- 
ive McCarty said that when he reached the 
scene the armchair, with Mr. Buckley in 
it, was to the right of the two doors, and 
that Mr. Buckley could hardly have taken 
aim at the target with his left hand, not to 


speak of his right. He added that he was 
informed that the body had not been nfoved 
up to the time he saw it, and the Coroner 
said this also. Detective McCarty also 
said that he had questioned the servants, 
and that they referred to the tragedy as a 
suicide, as if there was no question about 
it. He had accordingly reported to Chief 
McCullagh at headquarters that Mr. Buck- 
ley had committed suicide. 

When asked about the firing at the sea 
gulls, Mr. McCarty said that sea gulls sel- 
dom flew near enough to - pores on land 
to be within pistol shot. e added that 
he found two men who were out gunning 
for snipe near the Buckley house about 
that time, and they had fired twice near 
the boathouse. He called attention to th 
fact that the revolver had one empty shel 
in it, instead of three, and added that he 
had looked for empty shells, but had found 
none. He found, however, the place where 
the bullet had struck after going through: 
Mr. Buckley’s head. It had struck the 
wall of the boathouse, and, passing entirely 
through it, was lost somewhere outside. 

Coroner Guy retained as evidence the hat 
Mr. Buckley had on at the time of the 
shooting. It was an old and crumpled light 
Fedora. On the left side was a jagged hole 
in the brim where the bullet had passed. 
Mr. Buckley must have worn the hat on 
the left side of his head at the time he shot 
himself, and this, it is said, was his habit, 


A Brother’s Story. 


None of the family was to be seen after 
the shooting, except a brother, John, who 
said the shooting was entirely accidental, 
and he gave the same story as the Coroner. 


He said there was no motive for suicide; 
that his brother was very well satisfied to 
retire from the firm, and it caused him no 
uneasiness. The reports that he felt de- 
spondent because he was left out when the 
firm of Dunham, Buckley & Co. was re- 
organized this year without thim, he 
were entirely untrue, - 

The fact that the Buckleys had remained 
at their country home this Winter caused © 
considerable comment in Far Rone. : 
where the doings of the city folks oO 
live there part of the year are always mat- — 
ters of gossip. It is known that the Buck- 
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s lived at the Waldorf Hotel last Win- 
a and that their weekly bills ran up into 
the hundreds each week, and more often 

not it took more than half a thousand 
to tle for the w s board. It was said 
that Mr. Buckley did not own the Wave 
Crest House, but that he leased it from the 
Cheever estate. 

He was fond of bicycle riding and was 
frequently to be seen pedaling about the 
macadamized roads of that part of Long 
Island. Only the day before his death he 
rode tirogit Far Rockaway with his wife, 
both being.on wheels. 


Rumors of Disagreement. 

Mrs. Buckley is a fine-looking woman, 4 
pronounced blonde, and, as is usual in 
country places under such circumstances, 
there were stories in circulation to the 
effect that Mrs. Buckley led her hus- 


band a weary chase in trying to 
keep up with her in her desire to enjoy 
life. ‘Therefore, on the announcement of 
his suicide, these stories were construed 
in an attempt to prove ‘that the married 
life of the two was not happy. Nothing 
Was discovered, however, to substantiate 
these rumors. 

Coroner Guy gave permission to the un- 
dertaker to ramove the body, and on Mon- 
day evening next the inquest will be held. 
The brother said that no arrangements for 
the funeral had been made. 


Popular Among Business Men. 


Mr. Buckley was widely known and popu- 
lar in the dry goods trade, and the news of 
his self-inflicted death caused much sur- 
Prise and many expressions of regret. His 
retirement, at the close of last. year, from 
the firm with which he had been connected 
for more than twenty years gave rise to 


comparatively little comment for the reason 
that reports of a lack of harmony between 
James H. Dunham, the head of the firm, 
and Mr, Buckley had been in circulation for 
some time. The copartnership of Dunham, 
Buckley & Co. expired by limitation on 
Dec. 31, 1897, and the firm was reorganized 
without Mr. Buckley, under the firm name 
of James H. Dunham & Co. 

Mr. Dunham said yesterday: ‘ There 
Were business reasons why Mr. Buckley was 
not retained in the firm. here was nv ques- 
tion as to his integrity or capability. He 
Was a thoroughly upright man. So far as 
I am aware, he had no. financial troubles, 
and he was not the kind of a man to be- 
come morose or despondent, Naturally he 
may have become depressed in spirits be- 
cause we did not retain him in the firm, 
Being a very active man, idleness may have 
worried him, but I never dreamed that he 
would take his own life.’’ 

William A. Little, another member of the 
firm, said: “So far as I know Mr. Buckley 
went out of the firm without any financial 
difficulties. He had been complaining of 
feeling ill during the past few weeks, but 
I did not understand that his illness was of 
a character to prey upon his mind. He was 
a gentleman whom everybody liked, and 
his tragic death is a severe shock to us all. 
There must have been some outside reason 
for his desperate act.” 

The shutters were down and business was 
practically suspended at the store of Dun- 
ham & Co., which is at 340 Broadway, yes- 
terday. Notices on the windows of the 
storm doors announced that ‘In conse- 
quence of the death of William T. Buckley 
this store is closed.’ 


A Substantial Concern. 


The jobbing firm of Dunham, Buckley & 
Co. has for several years been one of the 
most substantial concerns in the dry goods 
trade. Prior to the first of this month it 
was composed of James H. Dunham, Will- 
jam T. Buckley, Charles H. Webb, William 
T. Webb, and William A. Little. All of the 
partners: excépt Mr. Buckley are in the re- 
organized firm. Dunham, Buckley & Co. 
succeeded to a very old and distinguished 
dry goods house. About 1840 the business 
was established by Phelps, Chittenden & 
Bliss, the members of that firm being John 
J. Phelps, father of William Walter Phelps; 
8S. B. Chittenden, and George Bliss, subse- 
quently of Morton, Bliss & Co. This firm con- 
tinued in business until 1854, when Mr. 
Chittenden retired, and from 1855 to 1861 
the firm was known as Phelps, Bliss & Co. 
About Jan. 1, 1861, Mr. Phelps withdrew, 
and James H. Dunham was admitted as a 
partner, the firm name being changed to 
George Bliss & Co.. When Mr. Bliss retired 
in 1869 the name of the concern became El- 
dridge, Dunham & Co., and no further 
change was made until Dee. 1, 1875, when 
Mr. Buckley became, associated with Mr. 
Dunham, and the firm of Dunham, Buckley 

Co. was established. 

William T. Buckley was a son of Thomas 
T. Buckley of the old. wholesale dry goods 
house of Buckley, Welling & Co. After 
leaving college, William T. Buckley entered 
his father’s store and remained there un- 
til he formed his business connection with 
Mr. Dunham. Early in his career he mar- 
ried Miss Fowler, daughter of the senior 
member of the old dry goods firm of Fow- 
ler, Crampton & Co. By his friends Mr. 
Buckley was regarded as a high-spirited 
and sensitive man, exceedingly loyal to his 
friends, and quick to feel an affront. He 
was of a genial, happy temperament, and 
was fond of good companionship. His 
tastes were in the direction of the good 
things of life, although he indulged in no 
excesses. 

Only One Criticism. 

He was regarded as an efficient business 
man,,the only criticism that ary member 
of the dry goods trade ventured to pass 
upon his methods being that he may have 
been a little too free-handed. The idea 
that financial reverses incited Mr. Buckley 
to take his own life is scouted by his oid 
friends, who say that, even if he took lit- 
tle or nothing out of the firm of Dunham, 
Buckley & Co., he could have readily com- 
manded $10,000 or $12,000 a year salary on 
his merits as a business man. 

Mr. Buckley’s city residence was at 3 
West Sixteenth Street. He was a member 
of the Union League Club, the Century, 
the Players, the Merchants’, the Down 
Town Association, the South Side Sports- 
men’s, the Rockaway Hunt, the Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Yacht Club, and the Dun- 
lap Society. Mr. Buckley was, fond of en- 
terteining his friends, and was a generous 
host. His son, T. Townsend Buckley, a stu- 
dent at Princeton, has taken an active part 
in athletics and out of door sports. The 
young man is popular with his classmates 
as well as in society. He ‘s said to be a good 
horseman, and an expert yachtsman.

OHIO’S SENATORIAL FIGHT 
Jephtha Garrard of Cincinnati May 


Be the Anti-Hanna Can- 
didate. 


HE IS A SILVER REPUBLICAN 


The Opposition to Hanna Holding Its 
Own, but Not Hopeful of Electing 
Either a Straight Republic- 
an or Democrat. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 6.—Conservative 
estimates to-night place the Senatorial vote 
in the Legislature at 74 to 71 against Han- 
na. The Hanna men, however, claim 72 
votes, with assurances of the necessary one 
additional vote, and possibly three more. 
The opposition leaders insist that Hanna 
will never have 70 votes on joint ballot, and 
that they have gained two votes since the 
Legislature adjourned over till Monday. 
Before the Chairmanships and other pat- 
ronage.are disposed of, they say that Han- 
na’s vote will be reduced considerably be- 
low 70, which is three short of enough to 
elect. 

The opposition to Hanna consists of. the 
sixty-five Democratic members and the fol- 
lowing eight Republican members: Senator 
Vernon H. Burke of Cleveland, and Repre- 
sentatives Harry C. Mason and M. F. 
Bramley of Cuyahoga, J. P. Jones of Stark, 
John E. Griffith of Union, J. C. Otis of 
Hamilton, D. O. Rutan of Carroll, and Har- 
rison and James Manuel of Montgomery. 

Henry Redky, representative from High- 
land County,~ who has been counted as a 
bolter, came out to-day for Senator Hanna. 
Representative W. A. Scott, Jr., of Fulton 
County ‘said he preferred to wait until he 


saw his constituents before committing him- 
self on the matter, and added: ‘* You can 
state, and that positively, that I will not 
vote for anybody but a straight Republican 
next Tuesday. .Further I do not care to be 
quoted.”’ 

Included in the list of those supporting 
Hanna are Representatives Droste and 
Lane, Silver-Republican fusionists from Cin- 
cinnati. It is expected, however, that they 
will vote for Jephtha Garrard. Te de- 
velopments to-day indicated that Garrard 
would not 6nly be voted for on the ballots 
for Senator, but ¢hat he might lead on the 
first- ballot, if--the present efforts to make 
him the ftree-silver Republican candidate 
are successful. Garrard is one of the 
wealthiest men in Cincinnati, and has al- 
ways been a radical silver man. 

Representative James Joyce of Guernsey, 
who is included in the seventy votes claimed 
for Hanna, is considered as doubtful. ‘The 
Hanna men claim that Jones of Stark, 
Rutan of Carroll, and Harrison and 
Manuel of Montgomery, who are on 
the list of the opposition, are doubtful. 
“The combine’’ workers were aggressive 
until a day or two ago, when they con- 
cluded that they had enough votes to de- 
feat Hanna. .The opposition is now on the 
defensive in keeping its majority in line. 
The contest has settled down to a-siege, in 
which’ the opposition holds~the fort and 
the Hanna men are charging the breast- 
works. 

The talk of Senator’ Burke being in. the 
doubtful list has about subsided. He was 
slated for President pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate by the opposition. As he was mot pres- 
ent on Monday to qualify, Senator Thad- 
deus E. Crumley, Democrat, was elected. 
It transpired that Senator Crumley wrote 
out his resignation before his election, and 
it is in the hands of Senator Fink, the 
leader of the Democratic side. Whenever 
Senator Burke is ready, Senator Fink will 
present the resignation of Crumley as Pres- 
ident pro tem., and Burke will get the place. 

So far the opposition to Hanna is not only 
holding its men. well in line, but it has exe- 
cuted all the plans made previous to the 
caucuses last Saturday. The opposition 
managers say that they are having no 
trouble in holding their, men out against 
Hanna, but admit their difficulty in finding 
any candidate for whom all the bolting Re- 
publicans and the Democratic members will 
vote. The bolting Republicans are unani- 
mous in declaring that they cannot vote for 
any Democrat for Senator. Enough Demo- 
cratic members to give the managers 
trouble and anxiety say they do not want 
to vote for a Republican. 

A report was current to-night that a tele- 
gram had been received by the Democratic 
leaders from John R. McLéan requesting 
that his name be kept out of the Senatorial 
matter, and urging the Democrats to agree 
upon a candidate for Senator to defeat Mr 
Hanna. While there was no positive con- 
firmation of this story, there were develop- 
ments which led to the belief that it con- 
tained some truth. 

The opposition has prepared a bill to re- 
apportion the Congressional districts. This 
is intended as a blow at the Republican 
Congressmen who are working for Hanna, 


MASS CONVENTION CALLED. 


Hanna Republicans of Ohio to Meet 
at Columbus, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 6.—A call was 
issued to-night by the Republican State 
Executive Committee for a mass conven- 
tion of Republicans, to be held in this city 
next Monday afternoon, to protest against 
the attempt to defeat Senator Hanna. The 
call follows: 

“To the Republicans of Ohio: The Con- 
stitution of our State provides that‘ the 
people have the right to assemble together 
in a peaceable manner, to consult for their 
common good; to instruct their representa- 
tives, and to petition the General Assem- 
bly for the redress of grievances.’ We 
call upon you, in the exercise of this right, 
to meet in mass convention at the Audi- 


torium, in Columbus, Ohio, on Monday, Jan. 
10, 1808, at 3 o’clock P. M. 

“The Republicans of Ohio, in county, dis- 
trict, and State conventions, assembled last 
Spring and Summer, promised the people 
they would return the Hon. M. A. Hanna 
to the Senate of the United States, A 
pledge more sacred was never given. Upon 
this issue one 9f the fiercest political cam- 
paigus in the history of our State was 
fought until you achieved a splendid vic- 
tory.

A BOOM FOR MR. NORTHWAY. 


Anti-Hanna Men Said to Favor Him

CLEVELAND, Jan. 6—From an anti- 
Hanna Republican close to those who are 
conducting the fight against Senator Hanna, 
and who has just returned from the State 
capital, it was learned to-night that Con- 
gressman Stephen A. Northway of Jeffer- 
son, Ashtabula County, may be the candi- 
Gate of the anti-Hanna forces for United 
States Senator. 

“Congressman Northway is likely to be 
decided upon,”’ said the informant, ‘‘ because 
he is a Republican of ability and a man 
whom the party has delighted to honor in 
the past. In supporting such a man as 


Mr. Northway the party fealty of the men 
who are termed traitors and bolters could 
not be questioned. The northern part of 
the State would have representation in the 
Senate in a man to whose standard all Re- 
publicans in the State could rally. 

* Congressman Northwa has been in 
Columbus, ee been called there to as- 
sist in behalf of Mr. Hanna, He knows the 
situation, and is cognizant of where the 
lightning may strike. Congressman North- 
way was requested by Mr. Hanna to return 
to his home and create in Ashtabula Coun- 
ty a sentiment against the bolters. Instead, 
Mr. Northway left for Washington, where 
he now is.” 

Congressman Northway is a close friend 
of Senator Hanna, and it is said he declined 
an appointment to the office of Senator 
when it was tendered by Gov. Bushnell last 
Spring. The Congressman had little to say 
about the Senatorial situation the last few 
days of his stay in Columbus, and it is be- 
lieved that he would accept the position if 
it came to him. j 


COMMENT IN WASHINGTON. 


Many Republicans Think the Defeat 
of Hanna Would Relieve the 
President of a Burden, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—While the contest 
in Ohio for the Senatorship is watched here 
with intense interest, all Republicans are 
not feeling the same sort of concern about 
the success of Senator Hanna. The pro- 
ceedings of each day at Columbus are dis- 
cussed every night at the hotels and else- 
where, and+much speculation is indulged 
fn as to what will happen on the day of the 
vote in the separate houses of the Legis- 
lature. 

Men who are for Hanna, and some Repub- 
licans who are indifferent as to what may 
become of him, watch the efforts to re- 
cover the members of the Senate and House 
who have deserted the Repupblican ranks, 
and it has become very plain that there 
are many Republicans here who would not 
regard the defeat of Mr. Hanna as an un- 
mixed eyil. Some of.the best friends of 


the President here would reel as if the 
President had been helped if Hanna should 
be beaten. 

It. has been a subject of complaint.ever 
since the President was inaugurated. that 
the influence of Mr..Hanna in appointments 
and other executive matters has been det- 
rimental to the success of the Administra- 
tion and to the fame of the President. The 
men who talk of Mr. Hanna as a bad in- 
fluence with the President talk quite freely 
of Mr. Hanna’s dictatorial power, of his 
establishment of a patronage protectorate 
over departments and States, and of the 
impossibility of inducing the President to 
do anything that Hanna has forbidden. 

The uisiana appointments, that have re- 
ceived so much condemnation as unworthy, 
were made at Hanna’s demand. The Pres- 
ident could not fail to hear the criticisms, 
but he insisted in carrying out his promises 
to the Senator, when it would have been 
possible for the Senator to relieve him by 
waiving the performance of his promise in 
the interest of ciean and good government. 

The Ohio men, who will not weep when 
Hanna falls, are talking quite as reproach- 
fully of Senator Elkins as they are. of Sen- 
ator Hanna. They insist that Senator El- 
kins is doing for the President in West 
Virginia just what Hanna has been doing 
elsewhere. Just now the President is said 
to be about to appoint a man to be Fish 
Commissioner who has acquired all his 
knowledge of fish: and fish culture in- six 
months. Senator Frye, who secured the 
provision of law directing the President to 
choose a man acquainted with fish and fish 
culture, will fight the confirmation of Mr. 
Powers, about whose appotmntment Elkins 
is understood to be determined. 

The anti-Hanna Ohio men say that this is 
the same sort of abandonment of preroga- 
tive found in Hanna’s case. Left to him- 
self, they say, the President would obey 
the law and find a man who would answer 
the requirements of the statutes. “But, 
yielding to a mistaken notion of an obliga- 
tion to Senator Elkins superior to that to 
the people, the President. they predict, will 
appoint a man not at all qualified for the 
important position formerly filled by such 
men as Prof. Baird, Prof. Goode, and Mar- 
shall McDonald, 


Money Nominated for Senator. 


JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 6.—A joint Demo- 
crat caucus to nominate a United States 
Senator to succeed the late Senator George 
was held this afternoon. H. D. Money, now 
serving by appointment, was nominated by 
acclamation.

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CONTEST HURLBUT'S WILL 


Henry A. Hurlbut, Jr., and Mrs. 
Bolton Hall File Objections 
to Its Probate. 


$1,000,000 ESTATE INVOLVED 


The Petitioners Allege Mental Inca- 
pacity of the Testator and Charge 
William H. Hurlbut with Ex- 
ercising Undue Influence. 


Objections have been filed against the pro- 
bate of the will of the late Henry A. Hurl- 
but, who died suddenly on Nov. 11 last, and 
the case is down for hearing before the Sur- 
rogate on the first Tuesday in February. 
The contest is between William Henry Hurl- 
but, the School Commissioner, on the one 
hand, and hits brother, Henry A. Hurlbut, 
Jr., and Mrs. Bolton Hall, a granddaughter 
of the decedent, on the other. William H. 
Hurlbut is the proponent of the will, and 
filed it-for~probate: He and his son-in-law, 
Louis Stuart Wing, are the executors and 
trustees. The petition filed with the will 
puts the value of the estate at $205,000, but 
it is conceded by all parties that its value 
will be found to be over $1,000,000. 

The contestants, who have joined issues, 
claim that the testator, who was eighty- 
nine years old when he died, was mentally 
incapacitated from making a will; that un- 
due influence was brought to bear on him 
by his son, William H. Hurlbut, who is fa- 
vored in the distribution of the estate, and 
that therefore the will and codicils, the last 
one made but eleven days before his death, 
are not the free expressions of the decedent’s 
will and desires. William H. Hurlbut 
makes a general denial of all the allega- 
tions set forth by the objectors. 

The will was filed on Nov. 16, and its pro- 
visions are alleged to be so strange and un- 
fair that the attorneys for the contestants, 
John W. Pirsson, for Henry A. Hurlbut, 
Jr., and Stickney, Spencer & Ordway, for 


Mrs. Hall, claim that there can hardly be a 
doubt that the Surrogate will refuse to ad- 
mit the instrument to probate. Mrs. Hall is 
not mentioned in any way in the will. 

Mrs. Hall is the daughter of the late Mrs. 
William H. Scott, who was Mr. Hurlbut’s 
only daughter. Mrs. Scott and her husband 
lived with Mr. Hurlbut after their mar- 
riage. Susie Scott Hall was born in the 

randfather’s home at 11 West Twentieth 

treet. After Mrs. Scott’s death, her hus- 

band established a home of his own, and 
his daughter went to live with him. Some 
time later, Mr. Scott went abroad for his 
health, and his daughter again went to 
live with her grandfather, by whom she 
was regarded as a daughter. [t was during 
this period of her residence that she met 
and was married to Bolton Hall, a son of 
the Rev. Dr. John Hall. The facts of Mrs. 
Hall’s close association with her grand- 
father, his alleged repeated expressions of 
affection for her, and the further fact that 
had Mr. Hurlbut died intestate Mrs. Hall 
would under the law have inherited one- 
third of the éstate, will be used by the 
attorntys to show that under ordinary ci~m 
cumstances she would have been left a 
share of the estate. 

In spite of the fact that Henry A. ‘Hurl- 
but, Jr., lived constantly with his father, 
the plate, pictures, and household furniture 
are left to William Henry. To in a manner 
offset this, the testator placed $8,000 in 
trust. the income of which was to be paid 
to Henry. After a number of minor be- 
quests, it is provided that the residuary es- 
tate be made a trust, the income to be di- 
vided equally between William Henry and 
Henry A., Jr. It is provided, however, that 
should Henry A., Jr., die, his brother is to 
get the entire income, whereas, should Will- 
iam die, his income is to go to his wife, 
Margaret H. Hurlbut, while Henry still 
draws but his half share until the time 
of his death, when the estate ts to be 
divided between the living grandchildren 
and Mrs. Hurlbut in equal shares. It {s 
claimed that this is a great injustice to 
Henry, for should he marry (he is now a 
bachelor) his wife would be totally-unpro- 
vided for in the event of his déath, though 
should he have children, they, of course, 
would participate in the distribution when 
their-uncles died. Ifthe cOnteritions of the 
contestants are sustained, and probate is 
refused to the will, the estate will be di- 
vided in equal shares between the contest- 
ants, Mrs. Hall thus getting the one-third 
share that would have come to her mother. 

Besides Mr. Pirsson and Stickney, Spencer 
& Ordway, the contestants will be repre- 
sented by Joseph A. Choate and John A. 
Bell, while the proponent will have as coun- 
sel John E. Parsons, of Parsons, Shepard & 
Ogdén.

TORN LETTER MAY DECIDE 


Mrs. Bowers and Her Sister on 
Trial for Alleged Shoplift- 
ing Last October. 


84-CENT AIGRETTE INVOLVED 


' Defendant Says She Purchased It a 
Week Before, and the Letter Bore 
a Request from a Wichita 
Friend to Match It. 


It is on the strength of a torn and 
crumpled letter which had been hidden away 
in a bureau drawer since last October that 
@ middle-aged woman and her sister, a 
pretty young girl, who were on trial all day 
yesterday before Recorder Goff, in the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court, on a charge of shop- 
lifting, hope te prove their innocence. The 
letter is alleged to have been written in 
Pueblo, Col., by a milliner instructing one 
of the défendants to buy the feather 
aigrette, valued at 84 cents, which they are 
accused of having stolen. Mrs. Mary Bow- 
era, the older defendant, went to her home 
at 169 East One Hundred ani Twenty-sev- 
enth Street when court took a recess at 
noon to hunt for the letter. Soon after the 
afternoon session began she rushed into 
the courtroom breathless and excited, and, 
although the trial was in progress at the 
time, she dried out in a loud voice: “I’ve 
got it! I've got it!" and waved the letter 
ever her head. The atiendanis called for 


order, and the woman, with flushed cheeks 
and shining eyes, relapsed into silence, and 
handed the letter to Ambrose H, Purdy, her 
lawyer. 

Mrs, Bowers is a well-dressed, intelligent- 
looking woman of refined appearance and 
munner. Her young sister, the other de- 
fendant in the case, is Gertrude Barbero, 
twenty years old, of St. Joseph, Mo. Miss 
Barbero is an unusually pretty girl. She 
and Mrs. Bowers were arrested in a Four- 
teenth Street department store on Oct. 4 
last. They were taken before Magistrate 
Hedges, and later their lawyer demanded 
a jury trial. 

At the trial yesterday Miss Mary Plun- 
kett, a detective in the store in which they 
were arrested, testified that she saw the 
two women go to the feather counter, 
where Miss Barbero picked up the feather 
aigrette and handed it to Mrs. Bowers, 
who put it in a hand satchel which she 
carried. Miss Plunkett said she followed 
them to the street, where she said to 
them, ‘“‘ How about that feather?” 

“ What feather?’ replied Mrs. Bowers. 

“The feather you put in your satchel,” 
said Miss Plunkett. 

Both women, the witness said, denied 
that they had taken a feather. They were 
taken to the office of the Superintendent of 
the store, where Mrs. Bowers’s satchel was 
found to contain, according to Miss Plun- 
kett, a large number of articles with the 
tags of different stores on them. Detect- 
ives Donohue, Stringer, and Price, who ar- 
rested the women, testiried that the pris- 
oners confessed in the Superintendent’s of- 
fice that they had stolen the feather 
aigrette. 

Magistrate Hedges was called to the 
stand, and testified that this alleged con- 
fession had not been repeated by the pris- 
oners in his court, but that Mrs. Bowers 
had said.to him: “I’m sorry that it hap- 
pened. Please let us go, Judge.”’ 

It looked very much as if the defendants 
would be convicted until the defense showed 
a hand that produced general surprise. It 
was alleged that Mrs. Bowers had bought 
the feather aigrette a week before the time 
of the arrests; that she had kept it in a 
bureau drawer with the. tag still on it until 
the day she went to the store where she 
and her sister were charged with stealing 
it, and that she had taken it to the store 


on that day to try to match it among the 
Slaretics on the feather counter. Further- 
more, it was alleged that she had_ been 
asked to buy the aigrette by one of her 
friends, Mrs. Youngs, a milliner of Wichita, 
Kan., who had written the _ letter from 
Pueblo asking per to make the purchase 
and inclosin 5. 

When thie letter was produced Assistant 
District Attorney McIntyre examined it 
closely, and then exclaimed, “ The super- 
scription on this letter has been torn off. 
It is worthless. It doesn’t show that it was 
written to this woman. Not only this, but 
the envelope is addressed in ink and the 
letter is written in pencil.” 

“You can’t prevent its being admitted on 
that account,” said Mr. Purdy, with a smile. 

*“T don’t want to prevent it,” said Mr. 
McIntyre. ‘I want it admitted.” 

Miss Barbero was put on the stand. At 
times she wept, and at times she laughed, 
but her replies co Mr. McIntyre’s questions 
were unusually bright, and in spite of his 
efforts to do so, he succeeded in getting 
very little out of her to help the prosecution. 

‘How is it,’’ asked Mr. McIntyre, “ that 
these detectives say you confessed to this 


theft?” 

“Oh, the detectives!’"’ exclaimed Miss 
Barbero, brightly. “You can’t believe 
them. They all stick together, the whole 
lot of them.’’ 

‘How is it,” asked Mr. McIntyre, “ that 
you didn’t protest your innocence before the 
Police Magistrate? ”’ 

‘““Why didn’t we?” asked the girl, bend- 
ing forward, while a smile went around 
among the spectators. 

“Yes, why didn’t you?” said Mr. McIn- 
tyre. 

x What would have been the use?” said 
the girl. “ Would he have believed it? Of 
course, I was innocent, but I might have 
said so a hundred times, and I wouldn't 
have been let go.” 

Mr. Mctntyre intends to have the letter 
from Pueblo examined by an expert.

Gov. Budd and Justice Brewer Re- 
fuse to Stay the Execution of 
the San Francisco Murderer. 


CONDEMNED MAN BREAKS DOWN 


The Slayer of Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie Williams Exhausts His Last 
Legal Remedy—Preparations 
for the Hanging. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—Theodore Dur- 
rant, the murderer of Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie Williams, will be hanged at 10:30 
o’clock to-morrow morning in San Quentin 
Prison. Gov. Budd has announced that he 
will not interfere with the execution of the 
death sentence, and what was apparently 
the condemned man’s last legal remedy was 
exhausted to-day when Justice Brewer of 
the United States Supreme Court refused 
to issue a writ of habeas corpus or to sanc- 
tion a writ of error from the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of California. 

Attorney Duprey, as a forlorn hope, re- 
sorted to the expedient of applying to the 
Judges of the Federal Court for a bill of 
exceptions to their ruling denying his peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas eorpus yesterday. 
After a consultation, Judges Depaven and 
Morrow decided that the allowance of the 
bill of exceptions would not act in the 
nature of permission to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, and after examining the 
documents, affixed their signatures to the 
bill of exceptions as required, 

Immediately thereafter Attorney Duprey 
secured from the Clerk of the Court a 
certified copy of the bill of exceptions, and 
called upon United States Marshal Baldwin 
to serve it and a notice of appeal upon 
Warden Hale at San Quentin. It was 
claimed by Attorney Duprey that this no- 
tice acted as a stay of proceedings, and 
that the Federal Judges having signed this 


bill of exceptions nothing could prevent him 
from perfecting his appeal thereon. 

Marshal Baldwin at first demurred to be- 
ing pressed into service, but, acting upon 
the advice of the United States Attorney, 
he accompanied Attorney Duprey to San 
Quentin and served the documents wpon 
Warden Hale. That official at once referred 
the matter to the State Attorney General, 
who advised him that the acceptance of 
service of such documents as had been sub- 
mitted to him did not act as a stay of ex- 
ecution, and that there was no legal reason 
why he should not proceed with the execu- 
tion, 

Returning to this city, Attorney Duprey 
at once repaired to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court in order to perfect his appeal, 
but, acting under the instructions issued by 
the Federal Judges yesterday passing upon 
the question of Durrant’s alleged right to 
appeal, the clerk declined to accept the 
necessary notice of appeal, and the attorney 
was compelled to retire without having 
gained the point for which he had been 
striving @ll day. 

Warden Hale has completed the prepara- 
tions for the execution, and a vigilant watch 
is being kept over the condemned man to 
prevent him from committing suicide. 
Durrant is breaking down rapidly, and it 
hardly seems probable that he will make 
a brave show on the scaffold or that he will 
be in cordition when the last moment comes 
to carry out his intention of making a fare- 
well speech. His father has given up all 
hope of securing a stay. 

Nearly 200 invitations have been issued for 
the hanging, and it is expected that fully 
175 people will be present. The warden has 
been notified that bogus invitations have 
been printed and sold in San Francisco. 
Before Durrant is brought into the death 
chamber Warden Hale intends to make a 
speech to the assembled crowd demanding 
absolute silence and order during the ex- 
ecution. 

Gen. Dickinson, one of Durrant’s counsel, 
said to-day: “ No one will have permission 
to interview the condemned man before he 
is hanged, as I have authority in the mat- 
ter, and have given strict orders that no 
one shall see him. If the unfortunate man 
must die, I believe in letting him spend his 
last hours in peace, and will not submit to 
having him pestered.” 

The Warden has promised that no curi- 
osity on the part of medical men or any- 
body else shall be gratified after the body 
has been cut down, and that the corpse 
shall be delivered to Durrant’s parents im- 
mediately after the execution for whatever 
disposition they choose to make of it. 

Durrant’s father has not decided what 
disposition he will make of the body. Ow- 
ing to the fact that some members of the 
cemetery association refuse to receive it on 
account of the notoriety that would result, 
the elder Durrant threatens to bury the 
body under the waters of the Pacific Ocean. 
Friends are trying @o0 induce the parents to 
have the body cremated. 


DURRANT’S CASE IN WASHINGTON. 


Justice Brewer Denies Two Applica- 
tions in His Behalf. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Counsel for Dur- 
rant, the condemned California murderer, 
to-day made an unsuccessful effort to have 
Justice Brewer of the United States Su- 
preme Court interfere and stay the proceed- 
ings. Attorney Boardman arrived here from 


California to-day and made two applica- 
tions for interference. 

Justice Brewer went over the case in de- 
tail with him, and first considered a re- 
quest to sign a citation upon the appeal 
which was sought to be taken from the 
judgment of the Federal Circuit Court of 
California, denying the issuance of a writ 
of habeas corpus, the object being to per- 
fect the appeal. This application was re- 
fused, as was also one for a writ of error 
from the judgment of the Supreme Court 
of California, upon the appeal from the 
last order of Judge Bahr, fixing the date 
for Durrant’s execution, the object being 
to secure a writ of supersedeas, which 
would act as a stay of proceedings. 

In denying the application in the habeas 
corpus proceedings, Justice Brewer said 
that under the Constitution, as construed 
by the Supreme Court in previous cases, 
the Federal courts had no power of limita- 
tion upon the right of appeal in habeas 
corpus proceedings, the opinion being that 
such appeals should not be allowed where 
the appeal operates to suspend the power 
of the State authorities, and_ especially 
where the case has already been heard upon 
one appeal in habeas corpus proceedings. 
With reference to the writ of error, he 
considered especially the representation of 
Mr. Boardman that, as the Constitution of 
California grants an appeal, such an ap- 
peal becomes a vested right. The Justice 
considered this a carefully, but said 
that as he could not accept the court’s 
judgment on this point as its final action, 
he could not therefore oop his way clear 
to interfere on this account. 

Mr. Boardman pointed out that the prob- 
able execution of Durrant to-morrow would 
have the practical effect of making the 
judgment final, so far as it should bear 
upon his fortunes, but the Justice held to 
his, original determination in the matter. 
in presenting the matter, Mr. Boardman 
was armed with a long list of documents, 
which he used especially in his effort to se- 
cure the review of the court’s action in the 
habeas corpus proceedings. These related 
to alleged errors in denying the prisoner his 
rights under the Constitution. 

The interview lasted forty minutes. After 
its conclusion, Mr. Boardman said that he 
was undecided as to whether to make an 
application to the full Supreme Court to- 
morrow for a writ of prohibition, staying 
the execution. As the court does not con- 
vene until noon and the execution is set for 
10:30 o’clock, he was fearful that the differ- 
ence in tim@ would not be sufficient to save 
Durrant, even if he should be successful 


in obtaining the writ. 
AN ISELIN MAY BE A PRIEST. 


Such a Rumor at New Rochelle Not 
Yet Confirmed, 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Jan. 6.—De 
Lancey Iselin Kane is said here to have en- 
tered Stonyhurst College, in England, with 
a view of becoming a priest.of the Jesuit 
Order, but the rumor cannot be confirmed. 
He is about twenty years old, and is a 
son of Col. De Lancey Kane and Mrs, Astor 
Iselin Kane of Davenport Neck. 

Col. Kane and family are now_in England 
and their place here is closed. None of the 
Iselin family is here at present. The Rev. 
John A. Kellner, rector of St. Gabriel’s

GEORGE BRUMMELL ACQUITTD. 


Private Detective Accused by Dr. D. 
S. Potter Goes Free. 


George Brummell of 121 East Twenty-first 
Street, the private detective who was ac- 
cused of burglary by the Rev. Dr. Daniel 
C. Potter, was acquitted of the charge’ be- 
fore Judge Newburger, in the General Ses- 
sions Court, yesterday. 

Dr. Potter caused the arrest of Brummell 
on March 17, 1895, on a charge of stealing 
private papers froth him valued at $5,000. 
The trial began yesterday morning, and 


lasted thirty-five minutes. Assistant Dis- 
triet Attorney Lloyd called the complainant 
as the first witness. It transpired that he 
could give no evidence except what he had 
heard, and this was ruled out, 

There were other witnésses for the prose- 
cution who had only hearsay evidence to 
give. James P. Keane, who was sexton of 
the Tabernacle at the time Dr. Potter was 
its pastor, testified that he himself had al- 
lowed Brummell to enter the church. Judge 
Newburger then told the jury that accord- 
ing to this witness’s testimony Brummell 
could not have committed burglary, -as he 
had been allowed to enter the church. He 
instructed the jury to acquit the defendant. 

“Tt’s an outrage,’ exclaimed Dr. Potter 
after the case was finished. “I say it’s an 
outrage to acquit that man. Here I have 
been waiting and waiting for this case to be 
tried, with this result.”

Findlay 8S. Douglas, the well-known golfer, 
in a letter to The Sun, denies certain state- 
ments which have been circulated regard- 
ing him tampering with his golf clubs 
while contesting for the amateur cham- 
pionship ef the United- States at Wheaton 
with H. J. Whigham.

THE MASONS OF PERU. 


Grand Master of New York Issues an 
Edict Against Them, 


ROCHESTER, Jan. 6.—Right Worshipfu) 
William <A. Sutherland, Grand Master 
Mason of New York State, issued a general 
edict to-day, directed to the masters of all 
the Masonic lodges in the State. He dis- 
solves all relations with the Grand Lodge 
of Peru, on the ground that that body has 
“comniitted Masonic guicide and vanished 
from existence.’”’ Mr. Sutherland gays: 

“I am this day furnished with a printed 
copy of an edict issued by Christian Dam, 
Grand Master, over the certificate of Man- 
uel J. Caceres, as Grand Secretary, wherein 
the said Christian Dam, as Grand Master 
of Masons in Peru, recites to those under 
his jurisdiction that, ‘according to Cath- 
olicism, the Bible is a sacred book in which 
the revealed word is deposited, and as 
such cannot be freely examined and crit- 
icised; that the Bible cannot be considered 


as a foundation of scientific knowledge or 
history, nor as a basis of moraiity,’ and 
he does ‘decree that on all Masonic altars 
the Bible shall be removed and replaced 
by the Constitution of the Order of Free 
Masonry, and that in all rituals the word 
‘“ Bible’”’ shall be stricken out, and the 
words “The Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge of Peru” put in its place,’ 

“The body, which was the Grand Lodge 
of Peru, has attempted to accomplish that 
which it is not within the wer of any 
man or body of men to do, In laying vio- 
lent and profane hands upon a great light 
in Masonry it has attempted to change 
the plan and very groundwork of the insti- 
tution.’*

Adams Express Officials Expose & 
Scheme Worked Through the Com-~- 
pany’s Agency by One T. 
Francis Sanders. 


It is claimed by the Adams Express Com- 
pany that a man giving his name as T. 
Francis Sanders has obtained a large 
amount of money in smu... sums from the 
wives and relatives of persens recently de- 
ceased by sending valueless packages cash 
on delivery. 

As outlined by an official of the company, 
the scheme was to deliver for transmission 
at the office of the company a sealed pack- 
age, alleged to contain a certificate of stock 
for six or more shares of the “ Monterey 
Mining Company.” ‘The sender ordered that 
this package be sent, cash to be collected 
on delivery, the amount ranging from $3 
to $5. In each case, so far as can be as- 
certained, the package was directed to the 
residence of a man whose death had been 


_chronicled by the newspapers, and addressed 


in his name. On delivery the relative, it 
is alleged, presuming that the package con- 
tained something valuable to or ordered by 
the deceased, paid the amount due, only to 
find that the inclosure was a lithographed 
certificate. In most cases, it is said, the 
package was sent in time to be delivered 
before the funeral had taken place. The 
addresses to which these envelopes were 


sent were in various sections of the coun- 
try, several going to New Haven., Conn.; 
e6ome going as far west as St. Louis and 
as far south as New Orleans. 

About three weeks ago a tall, well-dressed 
man, wearing a beard entered the Adams 
Express Company’s main office, on Broad- 
way, and left a number of the envelopes, 
with complete instructions as to the amount 
to be collected upon each. Since that time 
a large batch of these envelopes has been 
left daily. The sender, when questioned, 
gave his name as T. Francis Sanders, Room 
6, Produce Exchange Building, Broadway. 
Within a reasonable time after sending, the 
collections began to come back. In nine 
cases out of ten, the express officials say, 
the packages were received and paid for. 
The money was paid over to Sanders. 


Returned Envelopes Suspicious. 


The envelopes which were returned, how- 
ever, bore the explanation from the agent 
at the other end of the line that the ad- 
dressee was dead. As such a large number 
of envelopes were returned with this no- 
tice, the officials of the Adams Express 
Company decided that some inquiry should 
be made as to the sender and his methods. 

The next time Sanders called he was ques- 
tioned, and, in explanation, said that all the 
parcels were addressed to dead people. He 
said that he sent the packages so that the 
heirs of the deceased might reap the bene- 
fits of what he termed his “ rapidly rising 
stock.” He continued to send out the enve- 
lopes and call for his checks, which were 
coming in with surprising regularity. Once 
or*twice he brought an assistant with him. 

Sanders did not call at the offices of the 
company yesterday. There were awaiting 
him there four checks, representing collec- 
tions on envelopes sent out last week. They 
were signed by John Ready, New Haven, 
Conn., $3.75; O. Kerner, St. Louis, Mo., 
$4.25; Joseph B. Cobell, Lexington, Ky., $4; 
Charles E. Baird, Wilmington, Del., $3.75. 

It was unofficially announced that the 
company had decided to withhold payment 
on these checks. Unless Sanders can obtain 
a written or telegraphic order from the 
signers of the checks, ordering the payment, 
he cannot get the money. What other ac- 
tion the company will take has not yet been 
decided, 

A case of Sanders’s alleged swindle, which 
came to light in New Haven a few days 
ago, is self-explanatory. The package was 
addressed to a man who lay dead at his 
home. His wife received the package, think- 
ing it to be some of her husband’s effects, 
and paid the express messenger $3.75. In- 
side the package was a typewritten letter, 
which read as follows: 

Dear Sir—Please find inclosed 
stock of the Monterey Mining Company, 
trust you will find correct. 

I was unable to fill your order promptly on ac- 
count of delay in issuing the certificates, it be- 

sary to have cach certificate signed by 
of the company—and big corpora- 
ticns move slow. 

Trusting you will pardon delay, also that same 
has occasioned you no inconvenience, and hoping 
for a further order 'n the near future, I re- 
main, yours faithfully, 

T. FRANCIS SANDERS.

shares of the Monterey Gold Mining Com- 
pany, ‘incorporated under the laws of 
the State of West Virginia,’’ and regularly 
signed by the President and Secretary of 
the company. The dead man had never 
speculated in stocks, and had been engaged 
in an entirely different line of business.

Another Scheme on a Smaller Scale. 


An official of Adams Express 
gays that Sanders’s scheme is in line with 
another worked a few months 
smaller scale and somewhat differently car- 
ried out. ‘The sender in the latter case 
gave his name as James E. Lynde. 
“Lynde began to come around here a 
number cf months ago,” said the official, 
**and he sent collect on delivery packages 
after the fashion of Sanders. Instead of 
containing mining stock certificates, how- 
ever, they contained small wooden crosses, 
roughly whittled from pine. A letter in- 
closed was to the effect that the cross was 
of wood from some ancient temple, or from 
the cross on which Christ was crucified. In 
one case that came to light was the in- 
scription: ‘My regards to the dead man.’ 

“Lynde, however, apparently’ got scared 
and dropped the scheme. We know where 
he is now, but he isn’t sending any more 
Cc. O. D. packages. The charges on his bun- 
dles were only $1.50 and $2. Sometimes they 
were only $1. I do not know how much he 
collected, but I should say a good round 
sum. A large proportion of the packages 
were received and paid for, and yet we 
have on a shelf in the back room here over 
200 of them, which were returned. Of 
course, on these he had to pay the express 
both wa We are on the lookout for 
these sharks now, and I guess their busi- 
ness is at an end.” 

The office advertised by Sanders is occu- 
pied by a firm of brokers. It was said there 
that Sanders had rented desk room on Nov. 
2) and that he was:in and out of the office 
every day. His home address was unknown. 
Lynde was not at the address given by the 
express company.

“SUPPOSED FORGER CAUGHT. 


Samuel Strauss Said to be the Leader 
of a Gang of Mail-Box 
Robbers, 


The American Bankers’ Association be- 
lieves that in the arrest of Samuel Strauss 
yesterday, they have landed the leader of 
a gang of mail-box robbers and check rais- 
ers, who have, for three or four months, 
been looting the mail boxes in apartment 
and private houses of this city. Letters con- 
taining checks were sought. These checks 
were cleverly raised, and cashed by accom- 
plices. In most cases the checks were 
changed to read “ payable to bearer,’’ and 
were generally cashed by banks belonging 
to the association. 

The specific charge for which Strauss was 
arrested was for swindling the Northamp- 
ton County Bank of Easton, Penn., on Nov. 
16 last, having cashed a check alleged to 
have been stolen from the hall letter box 
of Messrs. Schuiberg & Lazarus, 130 Bleeck- 
er Street, this city. The amount on this 
check was changed from $62.45 to $100.45. 
It was presented in Easton by a man giv- 
ing the name of Henry Lazarus. As soon 
as the forgery became known to the North- 
ampton County Bank the matter was re- 
ferred to a detective agency, which traced 
Strauss from the signature. 

Another operation of the gang is believed 
to have been the passing of a forged check 
on the Monongahela Bank of Pittsburg by 
Martin Snyder, alias Martin Karifulken- 
stein. The amount obtained was $200, Sny- 
der was arrested before he could leave 
Pittsburg, and the larger part of the money 
was recovered. 

Paying Teller Herman of the Northamp- 
ton County Bank positively identified Strauss 
yesterday morning. Strauss spent a year 
on Biackwell’s Island for a similar offense 
some time ago.

Parmenter 


A decision in favor of the plaintiff, in the 
Isaac W. Parmenter against the 
American Box Machine Company, has just 
Justice Bischoff, which, in 
effect, that Mr. Panmenter is en- 
titled to a substantial judgment for com- 
missions on box machinery sold in his ter- 
ritory by the defendant company. The 
counter claims set up by the defendant are 
disallowed. 

The parties entered into an agreement in 
1891 by which Mr. Panmenter became the 
agent for the sale in Great Britain of cer- 
tain machinery made or controlled by the 
defendant company or the Inman Manufac- 
turing Company. Parmenter established his 
headquarters in London and we success- 
ful in introducing considerable m@&chinery. 

In 1893, failing to receive from the de- 
fendant machinery to fill his orders, Mr. 
Parmenter returned to New York to ar- 
range a settlement, The defendant company 
declined to allow Parmenter commissions on 
goods sold by the companyinEngland. Par- 
menter thereupon brought suit to recover. 
The company interposed counterclaims, al- 
leging conversion of money and machinery. 
Ten days were consumed 1n the trial of the 
case last month, and Justice Bischoff now 
holds that there was no conversion on Par- 
menter’s part; that *he counterclaims fail,

The Board of City Record, composed of 
the Mayor, Controller, and Corporation 
Counsel, met in the afternoon in the May- 
or’s private office. Mayor Van Wyck was 
elected Chairman, and Corporation Counsel 
Whalen secretary. The Board designated 
the following newspapers for advertising 
purposes with regard to the opening of the 
tax books: Borough of Manhattan—The

The Mayor said that he was be- 
ginning to feel the effects of the unusual 
labors that have fallen to him as the city’s 
Chief Executive, and that he was looking 
forward with pleasure to a Sunday of rest. 
At a few minutes before 5 o’clock the Mayor 
called out to his private secretary: ‘‘ Well,

Departments Slow in Organizing. 


As the Municipal Assembly will not meet 
till Tuesday, many of the department of- 
ficials will be homeless until the local Leg- 
islature has passed resolutions providing 
quarters for them. Some of the depart- 


ments have been delayed in their work, 
too, by the failure of the Strong adminis- 
tration to provide necessary stationery and 
blank forms for the new government. City 
Clerk Scully is one of those who has suf- 
fered in this respect. Under the charter 
one of his duties is to license auctioneers, 
and he has had to wait before doing this 
till proper blanks could be printed. 

The heads of the new departments do not 
intend at once to make any sweeping 
changes 1n their clerical subordinates. Such 
changes will be made by degrees, so that 
the work of the departments will not be 
at all disturbed. 

The Aldermanic clerks were unhappy yes- 
terday morning.

As City Clerk 
Scully hadn’t paid much attention to them, 
they feared that they were to be removed. 
They said, however, that if this were done 
their names would still be first on the 
eligible list from which the new clerks 
must be drawn. They said that if Clerk 
Scully overlooked them in the appoint- 
ments, they should test the matter in the 
courts. 

Commissioner Shea and Deputy Commis- 
sioner York are having compiled statistics 
with regard to the bridges, jurisdiction over 
which is in their department. The follow- 
ing structures are in course of construc- 
lion, or planned: Over the East River—East 
River Bridge and _ Blackwell’s Island 
Bridge; across the Harlem—Manhattan 
Bridge; across the North River—New York 
and New Jersey Bridge.

Martin Gay was appointed yes- 
er temporary engineer to the commis- 
sion,

At that point, he said, there will be a 
double track connecting the present tracks 
at the east and west side of the Bridge, so 
that there may ‘be a continuous line with 
continuous trains between South Ferry and 
City Hall and Tremont. The tracks will 
diverge to the east instead of running up 
the avenue, and trains will no longer stop 
on Third Avenue, as the present station will 


be swung round into One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street. There will be local 
stations at each end of the bridge, and the 
entire block in One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street will be taken up by stations 
for through trains, for express and local 
trains for Third Avenue, and for local trains 
in Second Avenue. Under these stations 
will run bridges to connect the seyeral 
tracks, so that passengers can go readily 
from one to the other. The new stations 
will consist of three platforms, each 300 feet 
long and 15 feet wide, and will occupy the 
block between One Hundred and Twenty- 
eighth and One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Streets and Second and Third Avenues. 

Mr. Fransioli estimated that the new ar- 
rangement will save from five to ten min- 
utes in the trip between the City Hall and 
Tremont. At present, he said, there is 
more or less congestion on the Third Ave- 
nue line between One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth and One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Streets in the busy hours of the day. 
This causes a delay of about four to seven 
minutes. The delay caused by transfer at 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, he 
says, is about two minutes. All of this de- 
lay, he says, will be done away with by 
the change in tracks and stations. 


AN EMBANKMENT CAVES IN. 


One Man Killed and Another Badly 
Hurt in an Excavation at 
Metropolitan. 


One man was killed and another was se- 
riously injured last evening by the cave-in 
of an embankment at Metropolitan, Borough 
of Queens. The men with four others under 
the direction of John G. Schiller were mak- 
ing an excavation for the foundations of a 
new Union Park hotel. The earth thrown 
up from the excavation was heaped on 
either side above. 

Just before 6 o'clock, as ey were about 
to cease work, the heap of loose earth and 
stones slid into the hole, burying the work- 


men. Four of them scrambied out in safe- 
ty, much frightened, but not at all hurt. 
The other two, Andrew Schoen and Nicolo 
Phillozole, were hidden by the débris. Will- 
ing hands hastened to the rescue with shov- 
els and picks, but-they were forced to work 
cautiously for fear of striking the men they 
knew were there but could not see, 

Phillozole was the first found. He was 
half suffocated and unconscious, and his 
hip was dislocated. Schoen, found a few 
moments later, was dead. His head had 
been cut by a falling stone, and his body 
was badly bruised. Until after the Coroner 
has made an examination it will not be 
known whether he was killed by the blow 
on the head or from suffocation. His body 
was taken to the Morgue in Long Island 
City. 

No arrests were made, but the police 
etarted an investigation to learn who if any 
one was to blame for the accident. 


DRUG FIRMS CONSOLIDATED. 


An Outcome of the Cut-Rate War in 
Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 6.—The whole- 
sale drug firms of Arthur Peter & Co. and 
Samuel Bauer were consolidated to-day and 
incorporated as the Peter & Bauer Drug 
Company, the capital stock being $150,000. 
The firm of Arthur Peter & Co. was founded 
in 1817, while Bauer has been in business 
for eight years. 

The consolidation is said to be the out- 
come of the rate war that has been waged 
for some time in Louisville, and leaves but 
one wholesale house that refuses to sign 
the agreement not to cut rates. 


WILD DAYS ON THE ATLANTIC. 


Storm-Tossed Ships Arriving Late Re- 
port Rough Voyages. 


The fury of the wintry tumult on the 
North Atlantic has in nowise abated, ac- 
cording to the reports of incoming vessels. 
The White Star Line steamship Teutonic, 
which arrived yesterday, was a day late. 
Retarded throughout by head winds and 
towering waves, her decks were continually 
swept by the seas, and her sides, rigging, 


masts, and gear were coated with frozen 
spray. A sailor, who was hit by a board- 
ing sea, was knocked against some gear- 
ing and had his ankle broken. 

The steamship Styria, from Mediterrane- 
an ports, sailed from giers Dec. 9. She 
reached Bermuda short of coal on Jan, 1, 
and after replenishing her supply proceed- 
ed, reaching here, therefore, twenty-eight 
days out from Algiers. 

The bark Elliot, which sailed from Charles- 
ton in ballast for this port Dec. 18, was 
fourteen days north of Hatteras. She was 
blown off the coast several times. 

The Luckenbachs had heard. nothing yes- 
terday from their missing barge, the Coal 
King, which broke adrift from a tow off 
Fenwick Island Shoal Lightship on Sunday 
last. Two of their tugs are still search- 
ing for the barge. It was said at the office 
of the Luckenbachs yesterday that their 
barges had frequently been adrift before, 
sometimes as much as for two weeks, and 
they do not consider, therefore that there is

The Parnellite Leader Comes to 
Tell the Story of the Revo- 
lution of 1798. 


WILL ESCHEW HOME POLITICS 


His Purpose to Arouse Interest in the 
Coming Centenary Celebration — 
Reception in His Honor by 
Irish Associations. 


John EB. Redmond, member of the British 
House of Commons from Waterford City, 
Ireland, and the successor of Thomas Par- 
nell, arrived here yesterday morning on 
the Teutonic from Queenstown. Edward 
O’Flaherty, Chairman of the Reception 
Committee which has been organized for the 
purpose of welcoming Mr. Redmond to this 
city and looking after him while here, 
boarded the ship at Quarantine. The rest 
of the committee that met the Irish Na- 
tionalist leader consisted of Justice Martin 
J. Keogh, John Powers, Hugh Tiernan, and 
Stephen McFarland of this city and John 
O’Callaghan of Boston. As soon as he got 
his baggage cleared, Mr. Redmond was 
driven to the Hoffman House. 

The Irish associations of the city expected 
that Mr. Redmond would arrive the night 
before, and prepared a reception for him 
at the Lexington Avenue Theatre and also 
at the hotel. Last night another reception 
was held at the Hoffman, with the Irish 
leader present. All of the Hibernian asso- 
ciations took part in the welcome, and, al- 
though the Wexford Club and the Ladies of 
Wexford outshone the others, both in num- 
bers and in the profusion of their floral 
gifts, County Clare, through its representa- 
tives, gave the visitor a big flowery horse- 
shoe, but Wexford gave him a towering 
basket made of flowers and filled with them. 
It bore numerous streamers of ribbons illus- 
trated with patriotic, mottoes and a pla- 


card dedicating the flowers to the “‘ Rebels 
of 98.” 

Other associations represented were: 
The ’98 Cirele, the Ladies of Clare, the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, the Irish Na- 
tional Club, Waterford Association, and 
associations of Limerick, of Dublin, and of 
other cities and localities. Several hundred 
came in during the reception to shake Mr. 
Redmond’s hand and say, inevitably, ‘“‘ Suc- 
cess to the Irish cause.”’ 

Mr. Redmond said he came here upon the 
invitation of the Irish societies to deliver 
several lectures upon the Revolution of 
1798. 

‘““T am not here on a political mission,’ 
he declared, ‘‘and shall have nothing to 
say in my lectures about our home questions, 
As a matter of fact, prospects in Ireland 
are, I think, brighter than they have been 
recently. We are waging our perpetual con- 
test for Irish liberty with good heart, and 
we receive constantly encouragement and 
renewed hope from America, where [freland 
has sent so many of her best sons and 
daughters. I shall have to hasten back, as 
I must be in London several days before the 
opening of Parliament on Feb. 8, and my 
present stay in the United States will not 
be longer than a fortnight. 

“In July Ireland will celebrate the cen- 
tenary of the revolution of 1798. At every 
place where battle was given for freedom, 
and in every city where resistance was 
made, the revolution will be commemorated. 
I find that much can be forgotten in a cen- 
tury. Little is known of that great struggle 
outside of Ireland, and, I am more sorry 
to say, little is remembered of it in Ireland 
itself. The object of the centenary is to 
revive the memories of that uprising, not 
only in Ireland, but all over the world. Its 
story should be known wherever there are 
free people or people who wish to be free. 

“What can [I hope io accomplish in 
America? Nothing more than get a hear- 
ing for this story. ‘That is all I came for. 
I shall tell it, and return. We want the 
sympathy of the people of America, and 
we want a large number of your people to 
visit Ireland in July and help us commem- 
orate a revolution in which we feel you 
took a part 100 years ago. The Irish revo- 
lution of 1798 was inspired by the Ameri- 
can revolution of 1776, and we hope that 
the Americans will help us to keep alive 
the spirit of both struggles.” 

Mr. Redmond will be entertained to-mor- 
row at New Rochelle by Robert Temple 
Emmet, grand-nephew of the patriot Robert 
Emmet, by W. Bourke Cockran and Justice 
Martin J. Keogh. Sunday night he will 
lecture in the Broadway Theatre on the 
Revolution of 1798. The following Sunday 
he will lecture in Boston, and on the Tues- 
day thereafter in New Haven, on the same 
subject. He will then return to England. 


SHANE DEFEATED FITZSIMMONS. 


Oshkosh’s Strong Man Beat the Cham- 
pion at Arm Twisting. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., Jan. 6.—Oshkosh has a 
strong man in August Shane, a Dane fish- 
erman. He is six feet in height, and weighs 
300 pounds. While Fitzsimmons was here 
Shane challenged him to an arm-twisting 
contest. ‘‘ Fitz” accepted. The two men 
clasped hands, and braced their elbows 
upon the counter. At every trial the pugil- 
ist’s hand was forced down to the counter. 
“ Fitz’? acknowledged his defeat, and ac- 
cepted it good-naturedly.

ALBANY, Jan. 6.—The possibilities of the 
canal scandal as a political weapon are not 
to be monopolized by the Democrats, if the 
action of State Controller James A. Rob- 
erts, himself a member of the Canal Board, 
in. repudiating the course of his. colleagues, 
Messrs. Adams and Aldridge, is any index 
of what the next campaign may bring forth. 

Mr. Roberts is popularly credited with a 
@esire for the Republican jubernatorial 
nomination, and this desire, taken in con- 
nection with Gov. Black’s candidacy for 
renomination, is recalled by the politicians 
here in connection with a letter which the 
Controller addressed to the Governor’s ap- 
pointee in the office of the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, and then gave to 
the press. before it had been received by 
that official. This letter is as follows: 

The Controller’s Letter. 


The Hon. George W. Aldridge, State Super- 
intendent of Public Works: 

Dear Sir—In response to my inquiry at the 
last meeting of the Canal Board, you stated 
contracts had already been let which would 
practically exhaust the $9,000,000 voted for 
the canal improvement. I had hoped that 
all the contracts authorized had not been 
let, feeling that you would suspend the let- 
ting of such as were not yet executed. Upon 
examination of the contracts already let, it 
would seem by their terms that the State, 
without loss to itself, has the clear right 
at any time to suspend or abridge the con- 
tracted work. Under the changed condi- 
tions, it seems to me that such suspension 
should be made at once, and only such work 
continued as may be necessary in order to 
put the canal in its usual navigable condi- 
tion. 

The people, by vote, 
pendituré of $9,000,000 upon the statement 
and understanding (derived, as is asserted, 
from the Department of Public Works and 
the State Engineer’s Department) that the 
contemplated work could be completed for 
that sum. It seems now that this sum is 
grossly inadequate, and that $7,000,000 ad- 
ditional will’ be required; and even that 
large sum, it is said, does not include any 
amount fer damages. It would appear to 
me that we have no right to assume that 
the people would have authorized the ex- 
penditure of $16,000,000 for this improve- 
ment, simply because they authorized the 
Rxpenditue of $9,000,005, wr that ‘they 
would have authorized the expenditure of 
$9,000,000 had they realized that that sum 
would only half do the work. It follows 
then that they should now have an oppor- 
tunity to express their wish upon the sit- 
uation as it now appears, before any further 
money is expended. Thai certainly would 
be the course taken in a private matter. 
If one individual undertakes to do work 
for another, with a clear understanding 
that it can be done for a specified sum, it 
would clearly be the duty of the contractor 
to notify his employer as soon as he dis- 
covered that the cost would exceed the esti- 
mate, to stop expenditures at once, and to 
take his employer’s directions. If that be 
honesty between individuals, why is it not 
between public servants and the people?

Canal Board Misinformed. 


Had the statement not been made in the 
Canal Board, and repeated ‘from time to 
time, that the improvement work was being 
planned and contracts let on the basis of 
completing the improvement within the 
$9,000,000, I, for one, should not have voted 
to approve plans until the matter had again 
béen submitted tothe péople and their wishes 
obtained, and I know that there is at least 
one other member of the board who shares 
this feeling. 

No possible injury can be done to. the 
operation of the canals by the suspension 
of the work. The contracis already let are 
so distributed over different sections of the 
canal, without covering any long continu- 
ous lines, that their fulfillment will be of no 
practical] benefit until a larger sum is ob- 
tained and the intermediate improved sec- 
tions are worked. If the $9,000,000 is all ex- 
pended as the work is now laid out, no 
larger boat can come from Buffalo or Roch- 
ester or Syracuse to the Hudson than can 
now be taken, nor can any larger boat pass 
through the Oswego or Champlain Canals 
than can now pass, 

Personally, I am heartily in favor of vot- 
ing such further funds as may be necessary 
to complete the work, and if a majority of 
the people are of that opinion, and so’ ex- 
press themselves, these unfinished contracts 
can be completed surely as soon as the un- 
touched sections can be contracted and com- 
pleted. No further money should be spent 
until the people say whether they are will- 
ing to make the expenditure of some prac- 
tical value to the State by authorizing the 
completion of the improvement. 

If the work be suspended now it would 
seem as though at least $3,500,000 could be 
saved to the State, in case the people should 
not authorize the spending of the additional 
amount, and certainly, in case they do au- 
thorize it, the interest on that sum can be 
saved to the State from now until such time 
as the spending of the money would be of 
practical benefit to the canals. I trust this 
view will impress you as all right under the 
circumstances. Truly yours,

Mr. Roberts’s Motive Questioned. 


Superintendent Aldridge has been out of 
town for several days, and has not yet re- 
ceived the Controller’s letter, though it is 
in his office at the Capitol awaiting his re- 
turn. Mr. Roberts’s haste in making it pub- 


lic before its receipt by the gentleman to 
whom it was addressed is taken by those 
who look for a motive back of every office- 
holder’s act as indicating the Controller’s 
anxiety to clear himself of blame for the 
scandal, and at the same time turn the. 
indignation of the Republican voters in the 
direction of Gov. Black’s man. 

These critics say that Mr. Roberts real- 
izes that the canal trouble threatens the 
defeat of the Republicans in the next cam- 
paign, and that the party will be inclined 
to make short work of the men directly re- 
sponsible for the biunder. By being the first 
member of the administration to disavow 
the whole business, he places himself in a 
fair position, they say, to capture the nomi- 
nation for himself. 


The Attorney General Surprised. 

Those who do not accept this view of the 
motives actuating the Controller in writing 
his letter to the Superintendent of Public 
Works regard it as simply indicative of 
the division existing in the very heart of the 
administration itself on the canal question. 
At least one other member of the Canal 


Board, Attorney General Hancock, is known 
to share to some extent the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the Controller in his letter. 

When asked to-day for his views, the At-. 
torney General said that Mr. Roberts’s let- 
ter was as much a surprise to him as it 
could have been to anybody else. “It is un- 
doubtedly true,” he said, “that up to a 
short time ago I thought, and so I am sure 
did the other members of the board, that 
the $9,000,000 would complete the projected 
improvements. I think even State Engineer 
Adams believed that it would up to very re- 
cently. Somebody, however, has evidently 
made a mistake in his figures.”’ 

The Attorney General said that he asked 
State Engineer Adams, at the first meet- 
ing of the board at which the Canal Im- 
provement matter carne up, whether the 
contracts were drawn with the idea that 
the work could be completed within the 
original appropriation and he was informed 
that they were. ‘“‘I knew nothing to the 
contrary,’’ said the Attorney General, “ until 
last December, when at one of our meetings 
I heard Controller Roberts ask Mr, Aldridge 
if the work was going to cost more than 
$9,000,000. ‘ Yes, about $3,000,000 more,’ was 
Mr. Aldridge’s reply. Then State Engineer 
Adams spike up and said: ‘ You are mis- 
taken. It will take $5,000,000 more.’ 
‘What!’ exclaimed Mr. Aldridge, ‘ you sur- 
prise me.’ ” 

The Attorney General said he was not 
prepared to say whether he favored Mr. 
Roberts’s proposition to suspend the work 
now in progress. 


Woodruff Says Finish the Work. 


Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, however, stands for 
the Department.of Public Works. He said 
to-day that he had not attended many of 
the meetings of the Caygal Board during the 
past year. “I don ot think,” he added, 


“that we ought to do as Mr. Roberts says. 
It i¢ impossible to make absolutely correct 


estimates on public work. Everybody 
that even in buildin 
possible to come within the estimates of 
the architect.

W Secretary of te 
Palmer, State Treasurer Colvin, Attorney 
General Hancock, Controller Roberts, State 
Superintendent of Public Works Aldridge, 
and State Engineer Adams, It is understood 
that the annual report of Engineer Adams, 
which is expected to go into the canal mat- 
ter more in detail than his recent letter, an- 
nouncing the increased cost, will be ready 
by that time. 


PRIMARY ELECTION BILL. 


Plan of Assemblyman Hill of Buffalo 
to Govern Nominations and 
Conventions, 


BUFFALO, Jan, 6.—Assemblyman Henry 
W. Hill of Buffalo will introduce next week 
at Albany a primary election bill putting 
registration for and the conduct of the 
primaries into the hands of the regular elec- 
tion officers. The bill is the result of an 
investigation recently made by the Buffalo 
Republican League, and in nearly all of its 
details has been taken from statutes in 
force in other States. The bill will apply 
only to cities and villages where personal 
registration is now required, and to the 


choice of delegates to all conventions other 
than State conventions, 

It will name the first two registration days 
a week earlier than now, and make them 
annual primary days, all parties holding 
their primaries at the same time. It will 
provide that the voter on coming to reg- 
ister shall have the right to affiliate witn 
any political party, as is now the law in 
Kentucky; and if he affiliates, the right to 
receive that party’s primary ballot and 
retire to a compartment, mark the ballot, 
gas east it much as is done now on Election 
Jay. 

The ballots will be prepared by the pub- 
lic authorities on certificates from the sec- 
retaries of the party organizations, who will 
be obliged to certify the names of all per- 
sons nominated to them by any ten electors 
of that party in any election district. The 
ballots will be of different colors and much 
smaller in number and size than those fur- 
nished on Election Day. 

The bill will also provide for party com- 
mittees, but will leave them large liberties 
in the making of their own rules, and will 
lay down a few simple provisions for the 
control of conventions. it is claimed that 
the result of the bill, should it become a 
law, will be to decrease the possibility of 
factional discord within parties and to in- 
crease the size of party organizations. 


ST. LAWRENCE RIVER PARK. 


Commissioners Buy St, Mary’s 
and Canal Point. 


State 
Island 
ALBANY, Jan. 6.—Commissioners Weed, 
Davis, and Holden, composing the commit- 
tee of the State Fisheries, Game, and 
Forest Commission having in charge the 
purchase of land along the St. Lawrence 
River for the purpose of carrying into op- 
eration the destre of the State, as expressed 
in a legislative enactment of the last ses- 
sion, to establish, in conjunction with the 
Dominion of Canada, an international park 
on the St. Lawrence River, report that they 
have purchased St. Mary’s Island for $5,0v0, 
and seventy acres, comprising what is 
known as Canal Point, on Grindstone 
Island, for $4,200. 

The last Legislature appropriated $30,000 
for the purchase of land, and about $20,000 
remains unexpended. It will be used be- 
fore the close of the present session pf the 
Legislature in the purchase-of land on 
which the State has an option. The Legis- 
lature will be asked for an additional ap- 
propriation to construct docks and Sum- 
mer houses for the park. The committee is 
of the opinion that the fish and game laws 
for the St. Lawrence River should be uni- 
form and that the State should frame a 
code that will be acceptable to the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada.

Permit Inspectors to Prevent 


ELECTION 


To Ar- 


rests for Illegal Registration. 


ALBANY, Jan. 6.—An amendment to the 
present punitive features of the election 
law is proposed in a bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Featherson yesterday. 

Mr. Featherson’s measure authorizes the 
Board of Inspectors, by majority vote, to 
discharge from custody any person arrested 
or about to be arrested at the polling place 
on election day for illegal registration or 
any other violation of the lection law, if it 
shall appear that the person for whom the 
warrant was issued is entitled to vote in the 
district, and that the warrant was issued 
on account of a mistake through a wrong 
street or houses number being entered on 
the registry list. 

The measure is regarded with some sus- 
picion by those who believe that the regis- 
try list and ballot box cannot be guarded 
too zealously, and it is pointed out that the 
adoption of the amendment would put it 
in the power of the dominant party prac- 
tically to nullify all efforts to arrest would- 
be violators of the ballot laws on election 
day. 


Bill to Regulate Hypnotism. 


ALBANY, Jan, 6.—The practice of hyp- 
notism will be a subject for discussion in 
the Legislature at the present session. One 
of the leading lawmakers, who declines at 
present to have his name used, is drafting 
a bill that will limit the use of hypnotism 
to regularly licensed physicians. A num- 
ber of instances have been collected to prove 
that the use of this power by irresponsible 
persons is dangerous, and opposed to the 
public good. The bill will be submitted to 
expert lawyers for revision, and when fin- 
ished will be supported, it is said, by the 
medical societies of the State. 


National Steeplechasers Meet. 

The National Steeplechase and Hunt As- 
sociation held its annual meeting at 173 
Fifth Avenue yesterday afiternoon. An 
amendment to the by-laws was adopted 
which increases the ‘number of Stewards 
from nine to twelve. The board now con- 
sists of the following members:

Neither is dangerous- 
ly hurt. Cannon was shot in the hand and 
Reading in the thigh. Johnson admitted the 
shooting.

NEW YORK NATIONAL GUARD 


Annual Report of Inspector Gen- 
eral Hoffman Presented 
to Gov. Black. 


CONDITIONS GENERALLY GOOD 


Recommendations-for Improvement in 
Some Directions—Work of the 
Naval Militia Highly 
Commended. 


ALBANY, Jan. 6.—The annual report of 


Inspector General Ho: was to-day 
transmitted to Gov. Black. In the course 
of his report the Inspector General says: 

“The armories were generally found to 
be in good order as to cleanliness at the 
time of inspection, but it is feared that the 
same degree of cleanliness and order is 
not maintained throughout the year, al- 
though it is believed that they never are in 
very bad order. The general average of im- 
provement in this particular has been very 
great. 

* All the organizations of the guard are 
now fully equipped for active service, and 
no delay would be incurred in mobilizing 
upon short notice by reason of want of 
quartermaster or other stores, 

“The organizations of the Naval Militia 
were found to be in excellent condition. I 
heartily indorse the words of commendation 
expressed in the reports of the command- 
ing officers of the organizations composing 
the same. I would recommend that a re- 
quest be made for the detail of an officer 
of the United States Navy. Such an officer 
would be of great assistance, and his work 
would be of great value. 

“The Medical Departments of the Guard 
and Naval Militia are well supplied with all 
necessary appliances, and the Hospital 
Corps of nearly every organization are 
most efficient. More frequent examinations 


of ‘oe members of the corps should be 
made, . 

“Many of the records of organizations 
which were very incomplete in the past are 
now in good condition. Others, however, 
show no improvement. The attention of 
commanding offivers has been called in each 
of these cases. A system of unifornity 
should be established in the keeping of 
books of the Quartermaster’s Department. 
Good systems are in use in the Seventh, 
Eighth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Twenty- 
third Regiments. 

“The only general adverse criticism on 
the care of property that can be made is 
that straps on all equipments are being 
ruined for want of oil. A. great improve- 
ment is noted in the fit of clothing, especi- 
ally in the matter of blouses. In most cases 
it is the result of extra attention on the 
part of commanding officers and quarter- 
masters. I would especially recommend that 
all mounted troops be supplied with over- 
coats of the cavalry style, the Signal Corps 
and batteries being supplied with ones of 
infantry make. 

“The inspection of drills has demon- 
strated that in only a comparatively few 
of the regiments has a comprehensive 
schedule of instruction, to. be imparted, 
been laid out by the regimental command- 
er for the government of the companies of 
his command. By the laying out of a prop- 
er schedule more ground will be covered, 
greater uniformity result, and better re- 
sults be obtained. The theoretical school 
for the instruction of officers is a most im- 
portant institution, and it is believed by 
many experienced officers that attendance 
thereat should be compulsory. 

“Instruction in extended order has been 
generally neglected, under the impression 
that, as new drill regulations would be 
issued, time spent on the old drill would be 
wasted. As a result these drills on inspec- 
tion were poor. 

‘* With but a few exceptions, the companies 
are weak in the fire drill. Carelessness and 
a want of instructiom and practice are evi- 
dent. Many wrong commands by officers 
were observed. Owing to the importance of 
this matter it should be included in the 
schedule of drills for a large portion of the 
drill season. It is noted that the compa- 
nies which excel in that drill also excel 
in their other work. . 

“Many of the companies receive no in- 
struction in guard duty prior to the State 
Camp experience. This is an important 
duty for every soldier, and it should be a 
part of the drill schedule for each season. 

“At the inspection it was discovered that 
few men know anything of the mechanism 
of their rifles. I suggest that they should 
be taught on this subject. 

“A careful stuay of the personnel of the 
field, staff, and company officers demon- 
strates that the general average of mili- 
tary attainment is high, and that the guard 
is steadily improving in that particular. 
Too much praise cannot be given to the 
brigade examining boards for the work 
they are doing. 

“The Sixty-fifth Regiment is the only or- 
ganization which had extended field serv- 
ice this year. This, and that of other or- 
ganizations in former years, demonstrates 
that field service is a most beneficial meth- 
od of instruction. No organization which 
is wot thoroughly proficient in close order 
drill should be permitted to experience 
field service. 

‘““Tne work at the State Camp was an 
earnest and intelligent effort on the part 
of all the troops, and every participating or- 
ganization was much improved at the con- 
clusion of its tour of duty. 

‘“‘Some of the drains at the camp are out 
of order and should be permanently repaired 
or rebuilt. The grading and paving about 
the water basins at the head of company 
streets should be rebuilt. The stall facilities 
are inadequate. Stalls should be provided 
for twenty horses. The need of a larger 
drill ground is very apparent, especially in 
the extended order drill, and something 
should be done to make more land available 
for this purpose. The discipline of the 
troops in camp was, as a rule, excellent. 
Occasional small refractions of discipline 
and military courtesy only were noticed, 
and suggestions for the correction of these 
errors were always cordially received. 

“Ihe artillery service is one of the 
branches which it is hard to increase, where 
trained men are needed. Therefore it would 
seem wise that instruction in that arm 
should be imparted in time of peace to as 
many men as possible. I would recommend 
that, where there is good promise of secur- 
ing the organization of good batteries, the 
project receive encouragement of the au- 
thorities, and when the State is offered the 
services of good officers and good men for 
this department, that the organizations be 
accepted and mustered into service.”’ 


New Jersey Mills Run Overtime. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Jan. 6.—The 
business outlook in this city is excellent. 
The Norfolk and New Brunswick Hosiery 
Company, and the New Jersey Kemp and 
Bronze Works instead of shutting down as 
usual to take account of stock are open and 
running overtime. The usual course of 
both firms has been to close down for a 
week or ten days after the Ist of January. 
The taking account of stock is progressing 
with the mills running, both firms being so 
far behind and so many orders being on 
hand they could not close down. 


Schooner N. E, Symonds Wrecked. 


BUCKSPORT, Me., Jan. 6.—A cablegram 
received here to-day announces the wreck 
of the Bucksport three-masted schooner N. 
E. Symonds, at Puerto Plata, on the north 
side of Haiti. The crew were saved. The 
schooner was under charter to the Boston 
Fruit Company, and was running between 
Hayti and Jamaica. She was commanded 
by Capt. W. L. Snowman of this town, and 
T. M. Nicholson was the sole owner. 


Elevated Road Collision. 


A south-bound elevated train, filled with 
passengers, and a switch engine came in 
collision yesterday at Ninety-eighth Street 
on the Third Avenue road. The switch 
engine was badly damaged, but the pas- 
sengers, though considerably shaken up 
and frightened, escaped without injury. The 
accident was due to a defect in the air- 
brake of the engine pulling the train.

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WORK OF YERKES OBSERVATORY 
Prof. George E. Hale Explains Its 
Seope at the Brooklyn» Institute 

of Arts and Sciences, 

Prof. George HB. Hale, Director of the 
Yerkes Observatory, lectured last evening 
before the Department of Astronomy, 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and:Sciences, on 
that observatory and the work planned for 
it. The lecture was illustrated by photo- 
graphic views and was largely devoted to 
a desorption of the observatory and its big 
telescope, and the metfiods and appliances 
designed to make the best possible use of' 
its powers. 
_The observatory was designed and built 
for the great forty-inch telescope, the larg- 


est yet made, and one of the chief purposes 
of those in charge is to take observations 
on ‘the sun. ‘‘It is a curious fact,” said 
Prof. Hale, “that no observatory devotes 
itself to observations on that ys It 
is also proposed, on account of the great 
light-collecting power of the monster tele- 
scope, to do work on the spectra of the 
stars, and because of its resolving power 
to study the close double stars and mark- 
ings on the planets. 

he observatory is ideally situated, about 
seventy-five miles from Chicago; is not near 
any railroad, and is not disturbed by élec- 
tricity, as are observatories in cities. It is 
provided with a chemical laboratory, com- 
puting room, heliosat room, meridian room, 
instrument shop, —— shop, and every- 
thing needed to make use of the telescope’s, 
revelations. 

Prof. Hale described the problems of 
mounting the great instrument, which 
weighs sixty tons, and the ingenlous and 
delicate: devices by which it is moved and 
directed as desired. The floor upon which 
the observer stands is raised and lowered 
at will by electric motors, so that the eye- 
piece is readily accessible, however the in- 
strument may point. The telescope may be 
driven by a clock or by electric motor. At- 
tached to it is a four-inch telescope which 
is used as a finder to pick up stars for ob- 
servation. The object glass has been test- 
ed and found to be theoretically pertent. Its 
star images are magnificent. The theoret- 
ical separation power is reached and forms 
of nebulae are utifully shown. 

“Tt has not yet been possible to observe 
Mars with the forty-inch telescope,” said 
Prof. Hale. ‘ But it is just as well to say 
in advance that no sensational discoveries 
will be made there. And I rather hope 
there will not. The reason is clear to any 
one who has followed the literature of Mars 
the last year or two.” : 

In concluding his talk Prof, Hale said he 
believed the limit in size had by no means 
been reached in this telescope. 
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THE J. C. AYER ESTATE. 


Frederick F. a Son, Says the 
Personal Fortune Is Much Less 
Than $10,000,000. 


The death in Paris on Monday of Mrs. 
Josephine Mellen Ayer, widow of J. C. 
Ayer, has set afoot any number of rumors 
as to the vastness of her fortune and the 
division of the estate left her by her hus- 
band. According to one rumor the private 
fortune amounts to $10,000,000, and accord- 
ing to another the large Ayer estate will be 
divided immediately, it having been held 
together only during Mrs. Ayer’s life. 

Frederick F. Ayer, son of Mrs. Josephine 
Mellen Ayer and a co-trustee with her of the 


estate in question, denied both rumors yes- 
terday. He said: 

““My mother’s private fortune, that is, 
the fortune she hac acquired by investment 
of the income she received from the estate, 
has not yet been appraised, and, of course, 
no one can say just what'it is. However, I 
am sure it will be found much less than 
$10,000,000; in fact, I should say it will not 
be one-third that amount. When I speak of 
her private fortune I do not refer to the 
estate at all. She had no part in the estate. 
but only a certain yearly income. derived 
from it. The estate itself is shared equally 
by the three children of my father and 
mother. They are my sister, Mrs. Frederick 
Pearson, 3 West Fifty-seventh Street; my 
brother, Henry S. Ayer, who lives with me 
at 5 West Fifty-seventh Street, and my- 
self. At my mother’s death her income goes 
back into the estate. Her fortune, which is 
mostly. invested in Paris, where she had 
lived for four or five years, consists large- 
ly, I believe, in household effects and per- 
sonal property. 

‘‘Mrs. Ayer’s death will have no effect, 
therefore, upon the estate. She was, as I 
have said, one of the trustees. There were 
originally four trustees—Benjamin Dean, 
Jacob Rogers, my mother, and myself. Mr. 
Dean died some time ago. My mother’s 
death leaves two trustees, Mr. Rogers and 
myself, and the management of the estate 
will continue as before. It may be that we 
shall choose a third trustee in place of Mrs. 
Ayer. There will be no immediate division 
of the estate. That may follow after a 
while, as it will, of course, have to follow 
some time, but it will not be affected in 
any way by my mother’s death.”’ 

Mr. Ayer said that the estate owns com- 
paratively little poy in this city. It 
owns, he said, 349 Broadway and 44 White 
Street. Outside of New York the estate 
owns the Suffolk Mills and the Tremont 
Mills at Lowell, Mass., both run by the 
same corporation, and a large tract of land 
and manufacturing interests in different 
parts of the country. Mr. Ayer also said 
that a large part of the estate consists of 
stocks and bonds. The office of the trustees 
is at 35 Wall Street.

HAMBURG LINE’S NEW SHIPS. 


Now Building, Giving It ,the 
Heaviest Ocean Tonnage. 


General Manager Emil lL. Boas of the 
Hamburg-American Line announced yester-

Jewish Philanthropists Deny that 
Money Sent There Is Misused. 


The representatives of theAuxiliary Relief 
Branch of the Russian and Polish Jewish 
Central Committee at Jerusalem, whose of- 
fice is at 109 Bast Broadway, yesterday 
expressed indignation at the charges made 
of misuse of the money collected in the 
United States for the relief of poor Ameri- 
can Jews in Jerusalem and Palestine. The 
criticism of negligence was made by Julius 
D. Eisenstein, President of ‘‘ The American 
Congregation, the Pride of Jerusalem,” a 
new organization formed to collect and dis- 
tribute money to poor Jews in the Holy 

d. 

m4 J. BEliach, of the Auxiliary Relief 
Branch, said yesterday that according to 
the charter of the auxiliary, the money 
that they raised here were sent to the Cen- 
tral Committee, the President of which was 
Dr. Salant, Chief Rabbi of. Jerusalem, and 
was by him distributed among che needy 
American Jews in Jerusalem, There were 
about thirty-five families of poor American 
Jews there, and every individual received 
50 cents a week in_charity. 

The auxiliary in New York, Mr. Eliach 
went on to say, raised about $3,000 a year. 
This was done by putting up small tin 
collection boxes in the houses of poor Jews 
and in the synagogues, and also by personal 
contributions. The collections in the boxes 
were very small. Some boxes yielded only 
15 cents a year, and $1 was a fair collec- 
tion. Few wealthy Jews give any money 
to this fund. 

For an American Jew to be entitled to 
relief in Jerusalem he must have lived at 
least ten years in the United States. What- 
ever money is left over from the American 
fund after the poor Americans are relieved 
is turned over to the general fund for the 
relief of poor Jews and Jewish institutions 
in the Holy Land.

CITY DEPARTMENT CHANGES 


Probability of a Suit to Foreclose the 
Government's Lien on the 
Central Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—It is stated on 
good authority that up to this time the 
Government has taken no steps looking to 
the initiation of proceedings in foreclosure 
against the Central Pacific Railroad, which 
is said to have defaulted in its payments to 
the Government on Jan. 1. It is said, how- 
ever, that a representative of the company 
recently had a conference with the Pres- 
dent, Secretary Gage, and Attorney Generai 
McKenna, with a view to a final settlement 
of the company’s obligations without plac- 
ing the road in the hands of a receiver. 
No definite proposition, it is understocu, 
was made either by the company or thu 
Government, and nothing has occurred be- 
yond the recént informal conference which 
would indicate that a serious effort was 
making to avoid a foreclosure suit. 

What the Government ultimately will do 
in the matter cannot be authoritatively 
stated, but there are good reasons for tne 
belief that it has been the intention tor 
some time to begin legal proceedings soon 
after the first of the year, in the absence 
of a satisfactory proposition, for a settle- 
mont. Owing to the many claims and coun- 
ter claims involved, it is not possible at 


this time to state the exact amount in 
which the company defaulted on Jan. 1, but 
the amount of the due and unpaid princi- 
pal on that date was $10,614,120.. The other 
tems in the account are: Balance of in- 
terest due the United States, $35,852,719;

LAS VEGAS, MORA, AND TAOS. 


Railroad Organized to Take in a 
Well-Settled Region in New Mexico. 


SANTA FE, N. M., Jan. 6.—Thé Las Ve- 
gas, Mora and Taos Railroad Company has 
been organized at Las Vegas, and the 
papers have been filed with the Territorial 
Secretary. The incorporators are Edward 
B. Wheeler of East Melton, Mass., agent 
for the B. F. Butler estate in the Mora 
grant; F. A. Manzanarez, R. L. M. Ross of 
Las Vegas, and Richard Dunn, the tie and 
timber king of Northeast New Mexico. 

The road will be eighty-five miles in 
length, and, it is said, construction work 
will commence at an early date.

DOUBLE TRACKING A COAL BOAD. 


Little Schuylkill to be Improved— 
Tunnel for Broad Mountain. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 6—The Little 
Schuylkill, an important branch of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad in the 
coal region, will be double-tracked between 
Drehersville and Tamaqua and East Ma- 
hanoy Tunnel, and, subsequently, it is said, 
from Port Clinton to Mahanoy City, all 
points in Schuylkill County. This will neces- 
sitate the building of about forty miles of 
railroad. 

The Reading Road is also considering the 
feasibility of tunneling Broad Mountain for 
a distance _of four miles, which would 
greatly facilitate coal traffic, but necessi- 
tate a tremendous expense.

A Chicago Concern to Establish a 
Plant in Atlanta, 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 6—The Hawson 
Down Draught Furnace Company, one of the 
largest manufacturing concerns of the kind 
in the world, with headquarters at Chicago 
and twelve branches, besides one in Europe, 
will establish a plant in Atlanta, making 
this city the headquarters for Alabama, 


Georgia, Florida, and North and South Car- 
olina. Samuel T. Bleyer, Treasurer of the 
company, is here now, making arrange- 
ments for the estabiishment of the plant, 
which is to cost $100,000 and to employ 
about 100 skilled mechanics. 

Every argangement has been perfected, 
and Mr. Bleéyer says the company will be- 
gin at once to build, and the plant will be 
shipped from Chicago within the next few 
weeks.

OBJECT TO EDUCATIONAL TEST 


W. Bourke Cockran Made Temporary 
President—Permanent Officers to be 
Elected To-day-——Ex-Commissioner 
Senner Says Immigrants Are 
Needed West and South.

W. Bourke Cockran, Dr. J. H. Senner, ex~ 
United States Commissioner of Immigration 
for New York; Oscar S. Straus, ex-Minister 
to Turkey, and a number of others, met at 
the Astor House at 4 P. M. yesterday to 
take steps preliminary to forming an immi- 
gration protective league. The object of the 
league is to oppose the Iodge Immigration 
bill, which provides that no one will be ad- 
mitted into this counttry unless he can read 
in his own language five lines of the Con- 
stitution. This bill has been set for con- 
sideration by Congress Jan. 17. 

Besides those mentioned, there were pres- 
ent at the meeting Dr. John Friedrich, the 
Rev. Father Bonaventura Piscopo, Alfred 
H. Seligsberg, James McMahon, John Crane, 
L. Viereck, who was once a member of the 
German Reichstag, and Robert Ganz, all of 
this city. <A strong letter was read from 
William Lloyd Garrison of Boston, who 
heartily favors the movement. 

W. Bourke Cockran was chosen tem- 
porary President and Dr. J. H. Senner tem- 
porary Secretary. It was decided to hold 
a meeting at the same place. at 4 P. M. to- 
day, at which a permanent organization will 
be effected. 

The league will be the nucleus or central 
body of hundreds of similar organizations 
scattered throughout the country, and rep- 
resnting, according to Dr. Senner, 1,000,- 
000 voters. Most of these associations are 
German, but cther nationalities are in- 
terested. It is expected that each of them 
will be represented by delegates, or proxies, 
in the meeting to-day. 

Some of the societies represented are the 
North American Gymnastic Union of §t. 
Louis, Mo., 40,000 members; the German 
Roman Catholic Central Society of North 
America, 50,000; the Arion, this city, 1,500; 
the United Singers of Brooklyn, 3,000: 
the German Catholic Central Union of 
Michigan, 9,000, and, in addition, societies 
in different cities and towns throughout the 
country. 

Dr. Senner, in a speech at the meeting 
yesterday, said: 

‘*The immigration laws of recent origin 
have borne excellent results, and have 
been most effective in stopping and pre- 
venting those from entering which the law 
of self-preservation h commanded to be 
stopped and prevented. Especially ~since 
the law of 1898, we have had a decidedly 
restricted immigration and a complete ap- 
paratus to exclude all undesirable imm!- 
grants. Official statistics prove that in 
the last years, if the former residents re- 
turning and the immediate families of 
American residents are deducted from the 
arrivals, their number was far exceeded by 
those foreign-born who have left the United 
States with the intention to take up their 
residence abroad. Our next census, in two 
years from now, will clearly show the ef- 
fects of this excess of emigration over im- 
migration.”’ 

He said that opposition to immigration 
has come chiefly from the Immigration Re- 
striction League of Boston. The Lod-e bill 
was passed last year, but was vetoed by 
President Cleveland. Continuing, he said: 

“We do not desire unrestricted immigra- 
tion, but we are ae convinced that 
our present laws, if faithfully and judi- 
ciously enforced, are perfectly sufficient to 
exclude all undesirable immigrants. Many 
of us also believe in an educational tes:, 
but only for naturalization and not for ad- 
mission. We believe that immigration is a 
National question, and that the eat sec- 
tions of our South, West, and Northwest 
have equal rights with the East in the de- 
termination of our future policy toward 
the question of immigration, and we regard 
it as an indisputable fact that these sec~ 
tions still need and desire further imm!- 
gration for their development. 

‘““We regard an educational test, as pro- 
posed in the so-called Lodge bill, as unnec- 
essary and an injurious impediment of fur~ 
ther healthy development of this country. 
We regard it, if applied to women, as a 
brutal injustice and a severe aggravation 
of our much-vexed servant rl question. 
We oppose it on account of its necessary 
violation of the natural rights of Americam 
residents and of the cruelty of separating 
families.

skilled laborers, who, almost without ex- 
ception, could pass any educational test.’ 


TAX ON ALIEN LABORERS. 


An Attempt at Albany to Solve the 
: Immigration Problem, 
ALBANY, Jan. 6.—An effort to solve the 
alien labor problem is to be made in the 
Legislature this Winter at the instance of 
the workingmen of the State. A bill has 
been prepared and will be introduced by 
Assemblyman C. J. Clark, providing for a 
tax on laborers who are not citizens. It 
provides that every employer of aliens shall 
report the number controlled by him to the 


| Secretary of State, and fixes a heavy pen- 


alty for violation or evasion of the statute. 
A tax of 10 cents per capita per day is 
fixed by the measure, which sum {!s to be 
paid into the treasury of the State. 

The figures given by the advocates of this 
bill indicate that at least ‘half a million dol- 
lars will be secured by the enforcement of 
such a law. It is said that similar meas- 
ures are working satisfactorily in the 
States of Ohio and Pennsylvania, althougn 
the tax is somewhat smaller in each. A 
petition urging the passage of the proposed 
measure or one of a like nature is in course 
of preparation, and will be presented to the 
Legislature by the labor leaders when the 
bjll is introduced. 


Licenses Needed on Staten Island. 


The proprietors of public halls and places 
of amusement on Staten Island were 
served with notices yesterday by the po- 
lice that they were, required to take out 
licenses. Before Stater? Island became a 
part of the city licenses were required oniy 
by traveling companies. Under the charter 
the hall owners must ‘pay a fee of $500. As 
the resorts on Staten Island did not make 
any money under old conditions it is likely 
that many curtains will be rung down for 
good.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Discussion of the Civil Service 
Question Takes Up the Entire 
Time of the House. 


CHIEF SPEECH BY GROSVENOR 


He Argues Against the Law and-in 
Favor of the Spoils System—No 
_ Business of Importance in 
the Senate. 


‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The House to- 
@ay continued to debate the civil service 


' question. The discussion was opened. by 
Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio.) Mr. Grosvenor 
disclaimed any leadership of the anti-civil 
service reform forces, and any purpose to 
speak for any officer of the Government— 
Executive, Legislative, or Judicial. 

“All efforts to entangle me in a collision 
with the President,” said he, “‘ waste 50 
much powder. If I believed that my rela- 
tions to the Executive would be changed or 
modified because I differ with him in any 
representative capacity, I would despise 
him as he would despise me if I faltered in 
my convictions.” 

Mr. Grosvenor said he had watched with 
admiration the President’s public career, 
and one of his most prominent character- 
istics had always been that he not only did 
not demand subserviency, but despised a 
man who sought favors by cycophancy. 

Attack on Carl Schurz. 


Mr. Grosvenor then proceeded to pay his 
respects to the National Civil Service Re- 
form League and to Carl Schurz, its Presi- 
dent. He denounced unsparingly those who 
sought to read out of the Republican Party 
those who believed in the repeal of the civil 
service law. He sketched the political ca- 
reer of Carl Schurz, which he characterized 
as the “ checkered, spotted, leprous career 
of one who betrayed every party and every 
duty to which he was bound, and whose 
betrayals had been his only stock in trade 
in the arena of politics.” 

Yet, Mr. Schurz was the man who, with 
Other “foul political demagogues”’ at Cin- 
cinnati, under the name of the National 
Civil Service League, had denounced him 
and those who thought with him on this 
question. Mr. Grosvenor read the resolu- 
tions adopted at the Cincinnati meeting, and 
branded them as infamous beyond descrip- 
tion. 

Mr. Grosvenor proceeded to give raps to 
several’of the members of the House. Mr. 
Barrett (Rep., Mass.,) took umbrage because 
Mr. Grosvenor classified him with the 
*“ cuckoos.”” He demanded an explanation. 

Mr. Grosvenor replied good-naturedly by 
recalling an incident in a former debate on 
the civil service question, when Mr. Barrett 
had insisted that he (Grosvenor) had aban- 
doned the President. The Massachusetts 
member appealed for an opportunity to re- 
ply, but Mr. Grosvenor declined to yield 
further. 

After this incident Mr. Grosvenor, in re- 
plying to the charge made against himself 
and his colleagues that they were betray- 
ing the Republican Party, adverted to what 
he called the list of traitors among the 
high priests of civil service reform, at the 
head of which he placed George William 
Curtis, who, he said, abandoned the Re- 
publican Party in 1884. He reviewed the 
platform declarations of the Republican 
Party to show that the present position 
occupied by the majority of the House was 
not inconsistent with these declarations. 

“I give the members of the Civil Service 
Commission notice,” said Mr. Grosvenor, 
“that we have a majority on this floor and 
you cannot strangle a majority in the 
American Congress.’”’ [Applause.]} 


Cleveland Order Misunderstood, 


He argued that when the St. Louis plat- 
form was adopted the extensions contained 
in the Cleveland order of May, 1896, had 
not been understood. It,was not until No- 
vember, 1896, that the enormous scope of 
that.order, covering 46,000 officials, was pub- 
licly declared. The Republicans, coming 
into power on a platform adopted before 
these vast extensions, were not in honor 
bound to agree to them, and it was proper 
that the President should announce in his 
message to Congress that there were por- 
tions of those orders which never ought to 
have been ~ 4 

Mr. Grosvenor discussed the practical ef- 
fect of the law and the examinations of 
the committee, giving many illustrations 
of applicants who through years of service 
had vroved their ability but who failed to 
answer questions asked. 

One of Mr. Grosvenor’s statements which 
evoked an enthusiastic outburst from the 
galleries was in the nature of a warning 
that if members refused to listen to the 
voice of the people in hostility to this law 
they would not be members of the Fifty- 
sixth House of Representatives. He argued 
that the people were overwhelmingly op- 
fbosed to the law, and said that hundreds 
of thousands of Republicans felt a secret 
sympathy with Mayor Van Wyck of New 
York, who announced that none except 
Democrats would be appointed to office un- 
der the new City Government. Gov. Black 
had said a few days ago that when the 
*‘late unlamented ”’ Republican Government 
of New York came into power there were 
15,000 Tammany men in office, and when 
it expired there were still 15,000 Tammany 
men on the pay rolls.. The Republicans had 
been justly punished for keeping these ene; 
mies in their camp. 

Mr. Grosvenor professed his adherence to 
the ‘principle of the merit system, and to 
the theory of examinations for office within 
certain limitations, 

*“ But,” he exclaimed, in conclusion, ad- 
dressing the defenders of the law, “‘I want 
to serve notice on you that unless you 
join us in the correction of the abuses and 
the reformation of the law that we will 
join any portion of the community, Legis- 
lative, Executive, or Judicial, and destroy 
the law—root and branch.” ([Uproarious 
applause in the galleries.] 


A Defense of the Law. 


Mr. Johnson, (Rep., Ind.,) one of the ar- 
dent defenders of the law, followed Mr. 
Grosvenor with an extended argument in 
support of the merit system. He took oc- 
casion to review the history of the civil 


service, pointing out that previous to the 
time of Jackson the spoils system did not 
exist. Men were appointed to office for fit- 
hess, yet never was purty feeling stronger 
than then. In England, where the merit 
system prevailed, rty spirit was most 
vigorous. It was absurd, he contended, to 
say that party spirit must be fed upon the 
bribe of office, He repudiated the state- 
ments of the adversaries of the law that 
Lincoln ang Grant believed in the spoils 
system. 

During hig review of the records of emi- 
nent men on this question Mr. Johnson be- 
eame involved in a controversy with his 
colleague, Mr. Landis, (Rep., Ind.,) and dur- 
ing the cross-firing the galleries became so 
obstreperous in their approval of the posi- 
tion of the latter that the Chair was obliged 
to suspend the debate and admonish the 
spectators that such demonstrations must 
cease. 

In enumerating the evils of the spoils 
system, Mr, Johnson said it made cowards 
of legislators; stormed the White House; 
interfered with the departments; reached 
into the Capitol and shaped legislation; ex- 
alted the office broker, and attacked, vili- 
fied, and caluminated the conscientious 
man, Words, he declared, could not do 
justice to the infamy of this prolific evil 
which had debauched the civil service. It 
seemed incredible to him that men could 
dare advocate a return to this saturnalia. 

He took ‘ the criticisms of the oppo- 
nents of the. Jaw, one by one, and answered 
them, frequently evoking applause from the 
friends of the law on the floor. The talk 
of a civil pension, he said, was a bugaboo 
designed to frighten the defenders of the 
merit system, A proposition for a civil 
pension could mot command half a dozen 
votes in either house, or secure the Execu- 
tive approval, 


American People Behind the Law. 


Speaking to the Republican side of the 
House, he told his colleagues that the merit 
system was @ Republican child. While 
George H. Pendleton was its avthor in 
inception, it was a Republican measure. 
Every Republican Senator and all except 
seven Republican members of the House 
voted for it. It had been indorsed by State

Bill Passed to .Protect the Insignia 
and Name of the Red Cross So- 
ciety—An Indian Exposition. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—In the Senate to- 
day, Mr. Allen, (Rep., Neb.,) called up the 
bill providing for. the holding of a Con- 
gress of the representatives of the different 
Indian tribes of the United States at Omaha 
in 1898, and appropriating $45,000 therefor. 
The idea of the congress is to show, at the 
Omaha exposition, the past and present 
condition of the Indian tribes of the country, 
and to indicate what advancement they 
have made in education and civilization. 
The bill was passed. 

Bills were passed appropriating $175,000 for 


a public building at Fergus Falls, Minn. 
and $100,000 for a building at Newport 
News, Va. 

The consideration of a bill to protect the 
name and insignia of the Red Society 
brought out some interesting facts: 

Mr. Hale, (Rep., Me.) thought that the 
measure was rather sharp in. its restric- 


tions. 

Mr. Gray, (Dem., Del.,) who reported the 
bill, said Miss Clara Barton several years 
ago asked that the insignia of the Red 
‘Cross Society be protect from those who 
would use it for commercial, and, perhaps, 
fraudulent pirposes. Under treaties entered 
into by a majority of the civilized nations 
of the world the sign of the Red Cross 
was known as an insignia of hospital corps, 
or charitable organizations. Other nations 
had protected the insignia of the _ so0- 
ciety, and the United States, it was thought, 

rotect it. 

f . m., Ala.) expressed the 
opinion that the bill placed too much power 
in the hands of a private society, but he 
did not offer special enposttion. to it. The 
bill was passed. 

Among the measures upon which favor- 
able action was taken was a resolution 
amending Senate resolution of May 15, 1886, 
providing for marble busts of Vice Presi- 
dents of the United States, to be placed in 
the vacant niches of the Senate Chamber. 
The resolution of amendment provides that 
the busts shall be placed in the Senate wing 
of the Capitol.

NO INDIAN COMMISSIONERS. 


The House Committee Decides that the 
Board Is Superfiuous. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The House Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs to-day decided by 
a vote of 8 to 4 to omit from the Indian 
appropriation bill the item for carrying on 
the work of the Board of Indian Commis- 
sioners, made up of President Gates of 
Amherst College, Bishops Whipple of Min- 
nesota and Walker of Western New York; 


P. C. Garrett of Philadelphia, Darwin 
James of Brooklyn, and others who serve 
without compensation beyond expenses. 

The board was originally known as the 
Peace Commission, and was instituted un- 
der the Grant régime for the avowed pur- 
pose of guarding against frauds in Indian 
contracts. It examines bids for Indian sup- 
plies and co-operates with the Government 
authorities in protecting the Indians and 
the public against irregularities. The House 
committee felt, however, that the board 
was a superfluous adjunct ‘to the public con- 
duct of Indian affairs. 


ELGHT NEW REVENUE CUIrTERS, 


Senator Frye Introduces a Bill to Re- 
place Obsolete Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Senator Frye to- 
day introduced a bill authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to have eight vessels 
constructed for the use of the revenue cut- 
ter service—four of them to cost $160,000 
each, one of them to cost $250,000, and the 
other three $45,000 each. The first four are 
to be used in replacing the Seward, the Mc- 


Lane, the Colfax, and the Boutwell, and the 
last three in replacing the Washington, at 
Philadelphia Harbor; the Hamlin, at Boston 
Harbor, and the Chandler, at New York 
Harbor. The two hundred-and-fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar vessel is to be used at the Co- 
lumbia River bar, on the Pacific Coast. 

The bill was introduced at the instance of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The old yes- 
sels to be replaced are complained of as 
obsolete, and unfit for the service required. 


THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Minority Report of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee Opposing It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The minority re- 
port of the House Committee on the Judi- 
ciary on the Bankruptcy bill was submitted 
to the House to-day. It is signed by Messrs. 
Terry of Arkansas, De Armond of Missouri, 


enarene. of Alabama, and Smith of Ken- 
tucky. 

The minority members report that they 
are unable to agree with the committee in 
recommending ‘‘the amendment, in name, 
but substitute, in fact,’’ which the commit- 
tee has reported to the House, The minority 
say they do not believe that the bill, as 
so amended, with the extensive wers it 
confers on the Federal Courts, is a wise 
and just measure or one which should be 
passed. 


Congressional Notes. 


Representative Shafroth of Colorado introduced 
a bill yesterday to amend the copyright law so 
as to except photographs in publications from 
the list of subjects which can be copyrighted. 

In the House yesterday the Speaker announced 
the resignation of Andrew Devine, one of the of- 
ficial stenographers of the House, and the ap- 
pointment as his successor of Rouel Small of 
Portland, Me. 

At the meeting of the Senate Committee on 
Indian Affairs yesterday a favorable report was 
ordered on the bill prohibiting railroad com- 
panies whose lines traverse Indian Territory 
from charging more than three cents a mile on 
passenger traffic. It was stated that some of 
the companies now. exact 5 cents per mile. 

Delegate Callahan of Oklahoma introduced a 
bill yesterday to attach the Indian Territory 
to the Territory of Oklahoma and to make the 
two Territories one. The bill includes all the 
lands of the Five Tribes of Indians and the 
Quapaw Indian tribes, but does not affect tribal 
relations. The capital is to remain at Guthrie. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs to- 
day ordered a favorable report on the bill in- 
creasing the military force of the country to the 
extent of two regiments of artillery. The pur- 
pose of the bill is to afford a sufficient number 
of men to protect the new guns and mortars 
which are being put in place. It was stated in 
the committee that by next August there would 
be 151 guns and 232 mortars which would be en- 
tirely without protection. 


THE $100 SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


No Spurious Notes Found in $847,000 
Received in Washington, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Up to the clos- 
ing hour this afternoon the amount of $100 
silver certificates received under the Secre- 
tary’s retirement order was $847,000 from 
Sub-Treasuries as follows: New York, $260,- 
000; Philadelphia, $47,000; Baltimore, $37,- 
000; St. Louis, $355,000; Boston, $78,000; Cin- 
cinnati, $70,000, A mumber of smaller 
amounts were received from banks in dif- 


ferent parts of the country. As a result of 
the day’s examinations, none of the coun- 
terfeit notes was found, The shipments for 
the remainder of the week are expected to 
be quite heavy. 

A number of telegrams from the Sub- 
Treasuries have been received for 
authority ‘to decline to receive all silver 
certificates of the $100 denomination, but 
in each case instructions have been sent de- 
clining the request, and giving directions 
that all genuine notes be received as usual, 
but in case of doubt they may ‘be received 
=" og to examination by the Treasury ex- 

s. 

Several of the Assistant Treasurers have 
notified the department that large numbers 
of notes of this denomination are being pre- 
sented and asking for remittances in small 
notes to meet this unexpected demand. 
These shipments are being made as rapidly 
as possible. 
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CURRENCY REFORM BILL 


Monetary Commission’s Measure 
introduced in the House by Mr. 
Overstreet of Indiana. 


A PERMANENT GOLD STANDARD 


Retirement of Legal-Tender Notes and 
the Issue of New Notes Upon As- 
sets Provided For —Changes 
in the Banking Law. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The bill of the 
Monetary Commission, intended to embody 
in law the plan of currency reform made 
public by the commission on Monday, was 
introduced to-day in the House by Mr. 
Overstreet of Indiana. It was referred to 
the Committee on Banking and Currency. 
The bill is the work of a sub-committee, of 
which ex-Senator Edmunds, ex-Secretary 
Fairchild, and C. Stuart Patterson were 
members. Those portions affirming the per- 
manence of the gold standard and provid- 
ing for a Division of Issue and Redemption 
and the gradual retirement of the legal- 
tender notes out of the surplus revenues, 
are taken with very few changes from the 
plan as printed. The sections regarding the 
changes in the banking law, intended to 
give elasticity to the currency by notes 
issued upon assets secured by a guarantee 
fund, are set forth more fully than in the 
report, in order to cover the necessities of 
legislation. The bill contains forty-seven 
sections, and deals with several subjects at 
length which were only generally defined 
in the report of the commission. The open- 
ing sections define the metallic standard 
and affirm the declaration of the report 
“That all obligations of the United States 
for the payment of money now existing, or 
hereafter to be entered into, shall, unless 
hereafter otherwise expressly stipulated, be 
deemed and held to be payable in gold coin 
of the United States.’”” The provisions for 
the Division of Issue and Redemption are 
set forth fully, as in the report, including 
the provision that silver dollars may be 
exchanged for gold coin, without providing 
for the direct redemption of silver certifi- 
cates. The section which distinguishes the 
the denominations of the Government paper 
money is as follows: 

“Section 14. No United States note or 

ury note issued under the act 
of July 14, 1890, of a denomination 
less than ten dollars shall hereafter 
be issued, and silver certificates shall 
hereafter be issued or paid out only in 
denominations of one dollar, two dollars, 
and: five dollars against silver dollars de- 
posited in the Division of Issue and Re- 
demption, or in exchange for silver certifi- 


— of denominations exceeding five dol- 
ars.” 


Banking on Commercial Assets. 


The provisions of the report for the issue 
of certificates of indebtedness running from 
one year to five, with interest not exceed- 
ing 3 per cent., to cover temporary deficien- 
cies, is carefully framed, and is followed 


by the provisions of Section 17, authorizing 
the ages oo on of the public debt at Wash- 
ington without the old formalities of en- 
graved bonds for those who do not wish 
to be charged with the care of them,’ Com- 
ing to the banking features, full provision 
is made for the continuance of the circula- 
tion of 25 per cent. of the capital of a 
bank based upon United States bonds, with 
authority to withdraw such bonds and base 
the circulation upon banking assets in the 
proportion of one-fifth of this form of circu- 
lation annually at the end of five years. 
This will transfer the circulation to the 
system of banking upon commercial assets, 
with a guarantee fund, at the expiration of 
ten years. The provision for the guarantee 
fund is set forth more fully than in the re- 
Port, in the following terms: 

2 20. That every National banking 
Association shall at all times keep and have 
on deposit with the Division of Issue and 
Redemption for the purpose hereinafter 
specified a sum in gold coin equal to 5 per 
centum of its outstanding circulation. The 
amounts so kept on deposit shall constitute 
a tund to be known as ‘The Bank Note 
Guarantee Fund,’ which fund shall be held 
for the following purpose, and for no other, 
namely: 

“Whenever the Controller of the Cur- 
rency shall have become satisfied by the 
protest or the waiver and admission speci- 
fied in Section 5,226, or by the report pro- 
vided for in Section 5,227 of the Revisea 
Statutes of the United States, that any as- 
sociation has refused to pay its circulating 
notes on demand in lawful money, he shal) 
direct the redemption of such notes from 
the Bank Note Guarantee Fund aforesaid, 
and such notes shall thereupon beso re- 
deemed. After the failure of any National 
Banking Association to redeem its notes 
shall have been thus ascertained, the bonds 
deposited with the Treasurer of the United 
States shall be sold, as provided by law; and 
the proceeds of such sale shall be paid into 
the Bank Note Guarantee Fund. e Con- 
troller of the Currency shall forthwith col- 
lect, for the benefit of said fund, from the 
assets of the bank and from the stock- 
holders thereof, according to their liability, 
as declared by this act, such sum as, with 
the bank’s balance in the Bank Note Guar- 
antee Fund, shall equal the amount of its 
circulating notes outstanding. And for this 
purpose the United States shall, on behalf 
of the Bank Note Guarantee Fund, have a 
prior lien upon all the assets of the associa- 
tion; and such fund shall be made good out 
of such assets in preference to any and all 
other claims wnatscever, except the neces- 
Bary costs and expenses of administering 
the same.” 


Notes of a Failed Bank, 


The next section of the bill provides: 

“That whenever the Controller of the 
Currency shall ascertain what deficiency, 
if any, exists between the aggregate col- 
lections for the benefit of the Bank Note 
Guaranty Fund in the case of any failed 
bank and the amount of its outstanding 


notes redeemed and to be redeemed from 
the said fund, he shall assess such deficiency 
upon all the National banks in proportion 
to their notes outstanding at the time of 
the failure of such bank.” The provision 
for the assessment of the tax upon the cir- 
culation above the authorized limit differs 
somewhat from the German law. The 
amount outstanding is determined by the 
circulation in the hands of the bank or the 
public which has not been returned to the 
Controller for cancellation or covered by an 
equal amount of lawful money deposited 
with the Treasury for the redemption of 
the excess of notes. The tax is levied at 
the exact rate of 5 per cent. per annum, 
instead of at the rate of five-forty-eighths 
of 1 per cent. per week, the rate adopted 
by the German law for convenience of com- 
putation. The provisions upon this subject 
are as follows: 

** Section 25—That every National banking 
association shall pay, on or before the last 
day of every month, to the Division of 
Issue and Redemption a duty imposed at 
the rate of 2 per centum per annum upon 
the average daily amount of its circulating 
notes outstanding in excess of 60 per centum 
of its capital stock and not in excess of 80 
per centum of such capital stock, and a 
duty imposed at the rate of 6 per centum 
per annum upon the average daily amount 
of such notes outstanding in excess of 80 
per centum of its capital stock.

Two Examinations of Banks, a Year. 


Section 41 provides for at least two ex- 
aminations of National banks each year, for 
the rotation of examiners, and for fixed sal- 
aries for examiners, but the amount of the 
salaries is to be collected by assessments 
upon the banks. The section providing for 
the entry of State banks into the mew sys- 
teen is as follows: 

Sec. 45. Any bank or banking association 
incorporated by special law of any State,

W. R. WEEDIN INDORSES THE BILL 


A Political Economist Approves of the 
New Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—William § R. 
Weedin of Providence, a writer on political 
economy, in a letter just received here 
says: 

“I would commend the safe and practi- 
cable plan of the Monetary Commission. If 
adopted these measures would change a 
rich and powerful Nation from a timid, 
halting, shiftless debtor into a respected 
agent, economizing the resources of a pros- 
perous people. 

‘Separating the income and outgo of the 
Treasury, power to convert debts into more 


desirable obligations, gradual retirement of 
demand obligations of the United States— 
all would be a suitable means toward one 
end. The natural and corresponding © yg oe 
of a State banking system is duly en- 
couraged by the arguments of the com- 
mission, 

“The delusion of an apparent double 
standard in the past has only served to 
create unreasoning fears and hysterical 
panics, attended by enormous individual and 
National losses. The silver-taking currency 
has oppressed the Nation ever since the 
passage of the Bland law. 

“The evils of our present condition all 
enforce themselves in the main issue as 
stated by the commission. That is, any 
doubt of gold redemption by the Treasury 
tends to paralyze the delicate organization 
of industry and commerce, and thus im- 

verishes every taxpayer or producer. This 
ssue is not ao a gold or silver stand- 
ard. Far less, it a question of might and 
right between classes of society or sections 
of the country. Debit or credit are the 
vital currents of modern civilization. 
Prompt and certain payment is the only 
salvation of a great nation. Currency is 
the diffusion of credit. When the Govern- 
ment pays, all pay. 

“ Let us uphold the hands of the monetary 
commission.”’ 


ADVERSE REPORT ON NOMINEES. 


Senate Committee Opposed to Confirm- 
ing Appointments of Indian Agents. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—In the executive 
session of the Senate to-day Senator Petti- 
grew, Chairman of the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, made an adverse report upon 
the nomination of the following-named per- 
sons to be Indian Agents: Charles Mc- 


Nichols, at Colorado River Agency, Cal.; 
Edward Gold , at Quapaw, Indian Terri- 
tory; Charles Keyse, at Fort apache. 
Arizona, and Fred B. Spriggs, at Nevada 
Agency, Nev. 

e report was the result of the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs, and was made in support of the home 
rule principle. All these nominees are non- 
residents of the States and Territories to 
which they.are appointed, and the opposi- 
tion to them is ed solely upon this 
ground. McNichols is from Illinois, Gold- 
berg from Kansas, Keyse from Texas, and 
Spriggs from New York. MeNicho]s’s 
name was before the Senate last session. 
He failed to secure confirmation and was 
reappointed in the recess. The committee 
was almost unanimous in its action, 


BRITISH RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Trade Advantages Sought for Eng- 
land’s West India Islands, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—There is reason 
to believe that Great Britain will again 
take the lead of other nations in the nego- 
tiation of reciprocity treaties under the 
Dingley tariff act. While other nations 
were lodging complaints against the terms 
of the act and of the very limited advan- 
tages offered by the reciprocity clauses, the 
British Embassy here has been at work 
quietly carrying on negotiations for a series 
of treaties extending the benefits of so 
much reciprocity as may be obtained under 
the act to the British possessions in the 
West Indies. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote has been at the 
State Department several times recently: 
Matters are advancing to a point where it 
ig expected some of the officials of the Brit- 
ish colonies will be called into the consulta- 
tions prior to signing an agreement, as is 
ee. when British colonies are con- 
cerned. 

It is said that the old reciprocity treaties, 
which were set aside by the Wilson act, will 
still serve a useful se as the basis for 
the new agreements, though it will be nec- 
essary to amend them in order to allow for 
the changes in business and commerce that 
have taken place since they were drawn.

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REDUCED MAIL DELIVERIES 


Plan to Cut Down Expenses in 
View of an Expected Deficien- 
cy of $12,000,000. 


PROTESTS ALREADY RECEIVED 


Committee of the House of Represent- 
atives Thinks Four Distributions 
a Day in the Residential 
Sections Sufficient. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The Post Offices 
and Post Roads Committee of the House of 
Representatives has resolved to cut down 
postal expenditures, and one of the direc- 
tiong in which it will undertake to make 
reductions is in .the carrier service. The 
appropriation for free delivery service for 
the year ending June 30, 1898, was $12,- 
539,000, The deficit for the year, the dif- 
ference between the postal receipts and the 
postal expenditures, will be about $12,000,000. 
The committee desires to bring the expendi- 
tures and the receipts closer ,together. 

A few days ago Mr. Loud, Chairman of 
the committee, asked First Assistant Post- 
master General Heath to appear before the 
committee to give it information. He was 
informed that the committee had learned 
that he expected that there would be a 
deficiency appropriation asked for of $100,- 
000 to pay for the services of carriers. Mr. 
Heath replied that it looked as if there 
would be a deficit. Mr. Loud said that the 
committee did not want to grant any de- 
ficiency appropriations, and requested him 
to suggest a way by which they could be 
avoided. Mr, Heath responded that the only 
way he could think of was to reduce the 
service, although to do that might prove 
embarrassing in many ways. : 

The committee directed attention to the 


fact that in Western cities, Chicago, Den- 
ver, Omaha, and other places, the people 
ot along with three or four deliveries 

ily in the residence parts of the cities, 
while-in New York there were twelve and 
fourteen deliveries in the business part of 
the town, and seven or more in the resi- 
dential section. 

They were of the opinion that by reduc- 
ing the number of deliveries in the resi- 
dential of New York to four it would 
be possible to dispense with carriers with- 
out interfering with the transaction of 
business. 

Mr. Heath told the committee is 
about the New York business. He sai 
that in the main offices there was a con- 
stant rain of letters into the chutes, and 
that in the business part of the city the 
deliveries were regulated as to frequency 
simply by the ability of the clerks to sort 
the letters and the carriers to get them to 
their destinations. He tried to make it 
plain that unless the trips of the carriers 
were frequent, the office would become 
céngested, so as to render it impossible to 
do any business. Frequent trips were not 
merely made from choice. They were ab- 
solutely necessary. 

After consulting some of the officers of 
the Post Office Department, Mr. Heath sug- 

ested that perhaps the economy decided 

o be effected in New York might be 
achieved by prescribing a section of the 
residential part of the city in which four 
deliveries daily would be the limit. He has 
not yet issued an order to restrict service, 
but, with Forty-third Street suggested as a 
possible limit, it. is expected that a com- 
mittee will be sent to New York to look 
into the conditions of the service, and with 
the idea of prescribing limits within which 
service less frequent than that now ren- 
dered may be provided. 

Mr. Heath is aware of the fact that it 
will be difficult to make any such division 
of territory up town as the committee has 
in contemplation. He knows ‘that the car- 
riers up town travel each trip with heavy 
pouches, and that if the number of trips is 
reduced the matter intended for delivery 
will remain in the stations or be taken 
back after it has been brought out, because 
the carriers cannot deliver it. The cer- 
of congestion will be very great. The cer- 
tainty of a storm of indignant remonstrance 
will be greater. This has been impressed 
upon the committee. 

From this account it can be seen that the 
proposition of the Committee on Post Of- 
fices and Post Roads is theoretical only. 
Mr. Heath knows that if the appropriations 
are to be reduced at the risk of stopping 
service, that may be effected, but he says 
that the country does not took for saving 
in that way. He said to-night that the 
Postal Service, including the carrier serv- 
ice, is being maintained on appropriations 
no larger than were allowed two years ago, 
although the business of the country has 
greatly increased. The business of fifty 
leading cities showed an increase of 17 per 
cent. for the last quarter over the corre- 
sponding quarter for the preceding year. 

If the business is to be restricted the re- 
ceipts must suffer. And he does not con- 
sider it at all reasonable to provide for the 
necessities of New York upon any theory 
of what Chicago can get along with. The 
committee, it seems, does not appear to be 
very much impressed when the vast re- 
ceipts at New York are mentioned as a rea- 
son for permitting liberal expenditures. 

The order to reduce service will not be 
put in force until it has been determined 
what is the residence part of New York 
and what the business part. Frém what is 
said by Mr. Heath, he does not expect to 
see any change made in the manner of keep- 
ing the office clear in the down town dis- 
trict by as many deliveries as possible de- 
pending upon the ameunt of matter re- 
ceived. 

The committee has only vague ideas of 
the possibility of dividing the city into 
residence and business sections. All that 
is positively known by the committee is 
that the postal expenditures will exceed 
the receipts; that it is desired to make 
them even or as near even as possible; that 
New York or a great deal of service 
and ought to be required to.get along with 
less, and that it may be as meuch as the serv- 
ice accorded to Chicago, but no more, re- 
gardioss of the greater necessities of New 
York. 

Protests have already been received 
against the scheme. To-day Representative 
Quigg of New York City called at the Post 
Office Department and set: forth the dissat- 
isfaction which the new order would give in 
New York if put into operation. It is prob- 
able that some united action will be taken 
by the delegation from the metropolis. 


MR. VAN COTT ASTONISHED. 


Points to Last Year’s Local Surplus 
and Says the Letter Carriers Are 
Overworked as It Is. 


The announcement that it is proposed as 
@& measure of economy to reduce the num- 
ber of mail deliveries in the residential parts 
of the city was received with astonishment 
by Postmaster Van Cott yesterday. Com- 
menting on it, he said: 

“The postal service here, after paying all 
expenses, last year cleared over $5,000,000. 
A large portion of this surplus fs taken 
from us to be“used in defraying the defi- 
ciencies in smaller offices. With this show- 
ing for the last year it would seem more 
natural that there would be an effort toward 
an increase than a decrease in our postal 
facilities.’’ 

Referring to the report of a special com- 
mittee from Washington, which recently 


investigated postal affairs here, the Post- 
master called attention to the end of the 
report which is as follows: 

“We desire to express our admira- 
tion for the very cient service being per- 
formed in this city. We are co lied to 
admire and approve of the wonderful celer- 
ity and certainty with which interchange 
of mails is made between citizens of this 
city. The large number of special delivery 
letters handled during the last year by this 
office is a marked tribute of efficiency of 
the local service. In addition to this, the 
large percentage of letters that originate in 
this city for delivery in the city proportion- 
ately exceeds that of any other city, and is 
a further evidence of the efficiency and ac- 
curacy of this service. 

“It has been found in many instances, 
where count and observation have been 
made, that as high as 60 per cent. of the 
letters collected at a given station or sta- 
tions was for local delivery. It is esti- 
mated that the ave of mail originating 
in this city is about 47 per cent. 

“This can ouly. be accomplished where 
the local service is well-nigh perfection. If 
it be argued that the cost of this service 
in New York City is t, your committee 
believes that since this service produces the 
largest possible revérue with the least cost 
in comparison with maiis that must be 
transported long distances over the rail- 
wore that the wisdom of the department in 
making very generous allowances in the 
matter of stations, messenger service, street 
railway service, (and now in the near future 
the pneumatic tube,) is fully justified; and 


‘we believe the wisdom of its action will be 
more ¢learly defined when the pneumatic 
tube shall be in full operation.’’ 

The Postmaster said that if the postal 
service were reduced the public would resort 
to the use of messenger service, tele h, 
pe telephone te on extent On would se- 

ously impair revenue 0: e ~ 
ment. He also maintains that the letter 
carriers are overworked even now, and that 
their loads are as large as they can com- 
fortably Beck a coctaree ee 
good co resul m the proposed change 
and that the service would utter consider- 
ably from it. 


POST OFFICE ADDRESSES. 


City Name Required, in Connection 
with the Street and Number, 
the Same as Heretofore. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The Post Office 
Department has found it necessary to issue 
a notice that the recent consolidation of the 
citiss and towns comprising the City of 
New York did not change the postal ar- 
rangements as affecting the several locali- 
ties. This notice was found necessary be- 
cause of the many mistakes made by per- 
sons addressing mail matter to friends in 
various parts of the metropolis, and desig- 
nating the city location simply as ** New 
York.” There are said to be over 300 
streets and avenues in Brooklyn similar in 
name to my 4 in a ttan, ad — 
con e names of any 0; em as the 
acenet paibeen for delivery requires the ad- 
dition of the city as formerly known. 

Postmaster ilson of Brooklyn was at 
the de ment to-day, and had a talk with 
the o on the subject, pointing out the 
many mistakes that had been made, and 
the’ inconvenience and trouble that were 
caused thereby. The following letter on the 
subject was sent to the Postmasters at New 
York and Brooklyn by Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Heath to-day: 

‘Owing ‘to the confusion in the handling 
and distribution of mail in 'the New York 
Post Office since the lst of January caused 
through the evident misunderstanding upon 
the part of the public that the consolida- 
tion of the several boroughs affected the 
pomal a you are ane to give as 
Ww pu’ y as possible, either t 
the public press or otherwi to the fast 
that the recent consolidation not change 
in any manner the postal arrangements 
theretofore existing as affecting the service 
at the various Post Offices, branches, &c., 
now.in operation in the territory known as 
‘Greater New York.’ 

“To avoid delay and possible loss of 
mail, the public should be warned that let- 
ters or matter intended for delivery 
within the above territory should be ad- 
dressed as heretofore, without any reference 
on the envelope to ‘Greater New York.’ ” 


SENECA INDIAN LEASES. 


Interior Department to Investigate 
the Alleged Loss of Money. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The Interior De- 
partment has decided to undertake an in- 
vestigation of the alleged improper use and 
diversion of the money received by the 
Seneca Indians of Northern New York for 
leases for building sites. There are said to 
be 8,000 of these leases, which run for nine- 
a years, and the Indians claim: that 
they are not receiving their full share of 
money accruing from them. 

The investigation will go back to 1892, 
when leases were first issued. Lately there 
was an inquiry through the Indian council, 
but this apparently was not satisfactory, 
failing to show the channels through which 
the money was lost, and it has been charged 
that the members of the council themselves 
were responsible for the diversion of the 
money. 


ARMY MEN SAIL FOR ALASKA. 


They Will Reconnoitre the Skaguay 
Trail in Order to Advance the 
RelHief Expedition. 


TACOMA, Washington, Jan. 6—The 
steamer Corona has sailed for Alaska with 
225 passengers and every foot of freight 
space taken. Among her passengers who 
embarked here were two United States 
army men, bound to Skaguay as an advance 
guard for the Government in the relief 
expedition work. They will journey across 
the trails with the intention of reconnoiter- 
ing to handle the expedition on the trails. 


The men are from the Presidio barracks, 
San Francisco, and would not. give their 
names or the exact nature of their orders. 

One of them said the Government in- 
tends to establish stations along the trail 
for the convenience of the resting and 
feeding of the men and animals of the 
expedition. These stations are, he says, 
to be about fifteen miles apart. 


TACOMA, Washington, Jan. 6.—Superin- 
tendent Trowbridge of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company announces that his 
company will have five passenger ships in 
the Tacoma-Alaskan trade shortly after 
the Ist of February. He says that the of- 
ficers of the company will have also a num- 
ber of freight steamers in the same trade. 


FOR KLONDIKD COMPANIES. 


Dominion Laws for License That Must 


Be Observed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce of the Department of 
State has sent out an abstract of the laws 
of British Columbia relating to joint stock 
companies and trading corporations, which 
will be of interest to those who are launch- 
ing out into enterprises in the Klondike dis- 
trict. 

The provisions as to extra-provincial com- 
panies are as follows: 

“* Extra-provincial companies must be li- 
censed or registered to carry on business as 
specified in the license. The penalty for 
failing to obtain license shall be $50 per day. 
The fees to be paid by a joint stock com- 
pany are: For registration of a company 
whose nominal capital does not exceed $10,- 
000, a fee of $25; over $10,000, the same fee, 
with $5 additional for every $5,000 after the 
first $10,000 up to $25,000; for every $5,000 
after $25,000 up to $500,000, a fee of $2.50; 
for every $5,000 after $500,000, a fee of $1.25. 
For registration of increase of capital, the 
same fees per $5,000.” 

“The fees due from a company not having 
a capital divided into shares are: When the 
members do not exceed 20, $10; when there 
are from 20 to 100 members, $25; when 
the number of members exceeds 100, but is 
not stated to bé unlimited, $25, with an ad- 
ditional $1 for every 50 members or part 
thereof; when the number of members is 
unlimited, $100; for increase in number of 
members, every 50 members, $1. No com- 
pany. shall be liable to pay, on the whole, a 
greater fee than $100, taking into account 
the fee paid on first registration. 

‘* Before a license or certificate of registra- 
tion is issued to extra-provincial companies 
there must be filed: (1) Copy of the charter 
and regulations, verified in a manner satis- 
factory to the Registrar; (2) affidavit that 
the company is still in existence and author. 
ized to transact business; (2) copy of the last 
balance sheet, with <Auditor’s report; (4) 
power of attorney to some resident of the 
city where the head office of the company 
in the province is situated to act for the 
company, sue, accept service of process, ex- 
ecute deeds, &c. The certificate shall be 
published for four weeks in The Gazette and 
in a local newspaper at the expense of the 
company. Appointment of new attorneys 
and the ceasing of the company to carry on 
business shall also be advertised. Com- 
panies can hold land, lease and mortgage 
the same, if empowered thereto by their 
charter, as freely as private individuals. 
Each company shall keep at Its head office 
a register of all stock issued and of all 
transfers of shares.’”’

John W. Horn Had a Letter of Credit 
for $25,000 When He Disappeared. 


TACOMA, Washington, Jan. 6.—John W. 
Horn left San Francisco for Seattle on 
Sept. 21 last, with a letter of credit of

since which time nothing has been seen or 
heard of him. Horn was a returned Klon- 
diker, and a letter to-day from relatives in 
Eldon, Iowa, eqn that possibly he has 
been murdered. olice at San Francisco 
and Sound Cities have been unable to learn 
anything of him since he stepped on the 
north-bound ‘boat.

SUPPORTED BY NEW YORK MEN

Senator Cullom asked for the names of 
the rathroad companies. supplying tickets, 
and Mr. McKenzie replied that to answer 
would be a breach of confidence. While 
he considered the question proper, hewhould 
decline to name the companies except under 
@ summons. In that case he would re- 
spond, but he did not want to break faith. 

BE. J. Thiele of the Illinois Commercial 
Men's Association opposed the bill as un- 
just, claiming that the owner of a railroad 
ticket should be allowed to dispose of it 
as he might see fit, as would the owner of 
any other commodity. Mr. Thiele said that 
what the traveling men wanted was a uni- 
form twenty-dollar-a-thousand-mile rate, 
P. E. Dow of New York, President of the 


Commercial ‘Travelers’ National Le 
also appeared in antagonism to the bill 

William F. King, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York, spoke 
for the bill. He said he had fought the 
rallroads for years, and would continue ta 
fight until proper rates should be secured, 
He was opposed to discriminat however; 
hence he favored the pending bill. He 
characterized as forgery the dealing in-rail- 
road tickets, and said there were very few 
firms that would employ a man as a trav- 
eler who would deal with ticket brokers, 

Mr. King gave the following as his rea- 
sons for supporting the bill: 

First—If the governments of the several 
States purpose and have the authority to 
regulate the rates of fare, they should fur- 
nish the railroads complete protection 
against the scalping of tickets, provided 
the roads will agree to redeem the utused 
portions of tickets at value. Bas 

Second—The railroads are not compeilec 
to issue through tickets, but do so for ths 
convenience of the public. 3 

Third—When the excursion: ticket is sold 
by any railroad, it is sold in good faith 
that the purchaser will use it both ways, 
The purchaser often uses it one way and 
goes deliberately to the scalper’s office, 
where he sells it for what he can get, often 
leaving at the office envelopes addressed to 
himseif as a means of false identification 
and further aiding in the perpetration of 
frauds. The party who buys this ticket 
does so knowing full well that to enjoy its 
use he must commit a forgery. 

A. M. Compton of Chicago of tye National 
Association of Merchants and Travelers 
urged the e of the bill. He said his 
association had gesident agents at the im- 
portant nts of the country, and in reply 
to inquiries directed to them the association 
had not received a baker’s dozen of replies 
unfavorable to the Dill. He said he had 
been for years a commercial traveler, and 
he did not accept the doctrine that the 
traveling men were as a class favorable to 
the system of dealing in railroad tickets 
through the brokers. This was poor com- 
mercial integrity, opposed ‘to all ideas of 
equity. He referred to the brokers as para- 
sites upon the common carrier system of 
the country, and said the ticket brokers 
offices were the resorts, public and adver- 
teed. foe. oe fraudulert, lost, and 
stolen railway tickets. 

The hearing for the day was closed with 
a statement by J. B. Dill, counsel for 
the Merchants’ Association of New York, 
who declared that of the 1,100 firms in 
this association, representing $500,000,000, 
there had not been one vote cast —-- 
the proposition to support this biH, and o 
the 30,000 firms outside that city, represent- 
ing another $500,000,000, only elghteen had 
opposed it. He said the merchants gener- 
ally allowed their traveling men full rates 
and that the ticket brokers’ offices: afforded 
them temptation to go wrong. “ These 
places,” he said, ‘‘ savor of darkness rather 
than of light, and are a trap and a tempta- 
tion to young men traveling for ‘reputable 
houses.” 

Mr. Dill contended for the legal right of 
the railroads to protection and su and 
asserted that those who were oppos the 
bill and contending for their rights in 
so were simply contending for the right ta 


do wrong. 

N. B. Kelley, Commissioner of Freight 
Transportation Department of the Trades 
League of Philadelphia, filed a statement 
in support of the bill. The committee ad& 


journed then until to-morrow. 


Winslow to Take Her Torpedo Geax, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The torpedo boat 
Winslow has been ordered to go to Newport 
from Norfolk and take on her torpedo gear, 
When this is fitted and tried she will pro- 
ceed to join the torpedo-boat flotilla at Key 
West, or at whatever place it may be when 
she arrives in Florida waters. The reports 
from the flotilla are highly encouraging to 
the naval official who protected the cruise. 
Mishaps and accidents have been fewer 
than were expected, and the boats are work- 
ing together in a manner that insures their 
yo pe na as an attacking force in case 
ofn . 


Lieut. Lefavor’s Sentence Opposed, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Acting Secretary 
Roosevelt has acted upon the proceedings 
of the court-martial which at Mare Island 
found Liuet. Frederic H. Lefavor, ‘the ex« 
ecutive officer of the gunboat Wheeling, 
guilty of the charge of drunkenness on 
duty, but acquitted him of the charge of 
scandalous conduct. The sentence of the 
court was that he lose four numbers on the 
list of Lieutenants. This is approved by the 
department, but the comment is made that 
the sentence appears to be inadequate for 
the offense.

THE UNION PACIFIC PAYMENT. 
When the Geneva award of $15,500,000 
in gold was paid by Great Britain twen- 


ty-five years ago, the payments were 
made to extend through a period of sev- 
eral months and there was considerable 
apprehension, in England at least, lest 
the transfer of so large a sum should 
produce disturbances in the money mar- 
ket. The Reorganization Committee of 
the Union Pacific Railroad has just com- 
pleted the payment of the purchase price 
to the Government, the entire sum of 
$58,000,000 having been paid over in a 
perlod of six weeks without disturbing 
the normal conditions of the money 
market, 

The transaction is interesting not only 
on account of its magnitude, in which 
respect it is surpassed only by a few 
historic indemnity payments between na- 
tions, but also for the exceeding ease 
with which it was accomplished through 
the use of the machinery of modern 
finance. 

The first payment was made on Nov. 
22, the last on Jan. 5. The Government 
turned over to the committee the securi- 
ties in the sinking fund, amounting to 
$13,000,000, against the payment of that 
sum. For the remaining $40,000,000 the 
committee got nothing but the receipts of 
the Government, it being a condition of 
the purchase that the property should 
not be transferred until the payments 
were complete, 

If this transaction had withdrawn from 
the market the entire sum of $53,000,000, 
transferring it to the Treasury and lock- 
ing it up there, we should have had a 
considerable period of “tight money.” 
Interest rates would have risen, loans 
would have been caJled and both mer- 
chants and speculators would have been 
compelled to pav more for their accom- 
modation. All this was easily averted. 
The Government left $30,000,000 in Na- 
tional banks designated as depositories 

“and received direct into the Treasury 
only $23,000,000. But even this was not 
held there. Secretary Gacy had sent out 
notices on Dec, 13 that payment of the 
bonds issued in aid of the Pacific roads, 
usually called currency sixes, amounting 
to $29,904,952 and due on Jan, 1, would 
begin on Dee. 24. After that date the 
Government received from the Union Pa- 
cific committee $17,000,000 on Jan. 1 and 
$8,500,000 on Jan. 5, so that in paying 
off the bonds it actually returned to the 
market about $4,400,000 more than it 
took from it. 

It has frequently been asserted in 
Western newspapers that the Union Pa- 
cific had been purchased by a European 
syndicate. That is not true. Huropean 
subscriptions to the amount of $10,000,- 
000 toward the purchase price were re- 
ceived, but before.the transaction was 


completed one-half of these subscriptions 
were bought back for American account, 
so that Europe contributes less than 10 
per cent. of the-price paid. 


CONCEALMENT IS CONFESSION. 

Controller ROBERTs has burned Gov. 
Buack’s bridges for him. After his cour- 
ageous action in suspending the canal 
contracts and stopping the sale of the 
bonds there is no possible retreat, no 
hope of escape from an investigation of 
ALDRIDGE and Apams and a full revela- 
tion of the truth. 

The letter of Controller RoBERTS now 
gives official confirmation to the state- 
ment already made that ALDRIDGD and 
Apams have not only deceived the peo- 
ple, but withheld the truth even from 
their associates in the Canal Board. 
They knew two years ago that the canal 
improvement would cost, not $9,000,000, 
which sum they had been authorized by 
the people to expend, but $16,000,000. It 
was their duty to make the truth known 
at once to the Canal Board, to the Leg- 
islature, and to the people. They kept it 
to themselves and began under misrep- 
resentations and false pretenses to spend 
the money. They have so far spent about 
$5,500,000. The Controller’s action sus- 
pends the work until the people have 
passed upon the matter. 

When an official of his administrative 
household and of his own party makes 
such revelations and takes such action, 
Gov. BLackK must see that his reluctant 
hand is forced. Not to order an investi- 
gation now would be tantamount to a 
confession that there are corrupt and 
guilty secrets that will not bear the light.

A BLINDFOLDED EXECUTIVE. 

There seems to be something more 
than rumor in the assertion, not denied 
at Washington, and likely to be affirmed 
by an early batch of nominations sent 
from the White House to the Senate, 
that the President will name for Fish 
Commissioner a man who can by no 
stretch of the imagination or conscience 
be regarded by the President or by any 
other man who can read the law as le- 
gally qualified to hold that important po- 
sition. 

The law which. the President has 
sworn to execute prescribes that the 
Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries shall 
be “a person of scientific and practical 
acquaintance with the fish and fisheries 
of the seacoast and inland waters.” 
Senator ELKins has a constituent, not a 
“person of scientific and practical ac- 
quaintance”’ with anything in particular, 
but simply acquainted with Mr. ELKINS 
and having a well-developed desire to 
have a place with a large salary. This 
man’s acquaintance, such as it is, with 
fish and fisheries, has been obtained in 
six months, by reading more or less dili- 
gent. Senator ELkKins has jocularly re- 
ferred to the fact that he has had his 
candidate “‘ coached” in order to enable 
him to comply with the law and get a 
place. 

There are several candidates for this 
office. None of them is quite so ignorant, 
in the view of the law, as the candidate of 
Mr. ELKINS. Several of them have been 
well educated and carefully trained in 
the service of the United States and 
with the Fish Commission. They are 
properly equipped for the place and for 
the satisfactory discharge of its duties. 

Amazing as the unpalatable report 
from Washington must be to all men 
who desire to see the President act cour- 
ageously and wisely in making such ap- 
pointments, it seems to be determined 
beyond the possibility of adverse argu- 
ment that Senator ELKINS shall make 
this appointment and that a totally unfit 
man will get the place. President Mc- 
KINLEY knows the law. Senator ELKINS 
undoubtedly knows it. So does the man 
who has been studying six months to 
become a “ person of scientific and prac- 
tical acquaintance with the fish and 
fisheries of the seacoast and inland 
waters.” 

If Senator ELkKIns’s coached candidate 
shall be appointed by President McKIn- 
LEY, will not that appointment look like 
a deliberate surrender of his prerogative 
and his independence to a Senator who 
is not above contempt for the law? A 
President who reads the newspapers can- 
not plead ignorance of the total unfit- 
ness of Mr. ELKtIns’s candidate. Under 
the circumstances, the appointment of 
this West Virginia man at the behest of 
Mr. ELKINS will be about as disgraceful 
a performance as has been reported from 
Washington for many years. 

And yet it is insisted that there is no 
chance for anybody except ELkrns’s 
man. Will Senator Frye stand calmly 
by and allow the law which he procured 
to be put upon the books to be violated 
by the President? 


GERMANY IN CHINA. 

Piracy is not made more respectable 
by false pretenses. When Germany 
seized Kiao-Chau Bay she made a pre- 
text of the murder of German mission- 
aries in China. But the pretext was so 
ludicrously irrelevant that even the Con- 
secrated Person cannot have meant it 
to be taken seriously. Because your mis- 
sionaries have been murdered is no rea- 
son at all why you should demand a coal- 
ing station by way of atonement. 

The latest pretext of Germany is not 
quite so transparent. She conceals the 
seizure under the form of “a lease’’—a 
lease for fifty years, of which the rental 
is not given, And her pretext is that 
she wishes for “the possession, in the 
same way as other powers, of a base for 
trade and navigation in Chinese waters.” 
This is a false pretense, for the reason 
that no “other powers” have any ex- 
clusive concessions. The Russian seizure 
of Port Arthur was, doubtless, meant to 
be exclusive, but it has been made since 
the German seizure of Kiao-Chau Bay. 
The only two cessions of Chinese terri- 
tory that have been made to “other 
powers” are the cession of Macao to 
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Portugal in the sixteenth century and 
the cession of Hongkong to Great Brit- 
ain by the treaty which concluded the 
opium war of 1842, But these are not 
precedents for Germany and Russia. 
They are precedents against the preten- 
sion to acquire exclusive cessions. Both 
Macao and Hongkong are mow open to 
the ships of.all nations on equal terms. 

There is a more recent precedent even 
more directly in point. France Se- 
cured by treaty in 1858 the opening to 
her trade of the Port of Nanking. Eng- 
land at once demanded and obtained per- 
mission to trade there on equal terms 
with France, under “the most favored 
nation clause,” which she has now raised 
against the exclusive pretensions of Ger- 
many and of Russia, There are now 
twenty-four treaty ports in which Ger- 
many and Russia have the same rights 
as England. ‘It is quite true that Eng- 
land carries on virtually all the trade 
that Europe does with China. Our own 
trade amounts to about as much as that 
of all Continental Europe excepting 
Russia. But England does the business 
because she has the best facilities for 
doing it. If Germany does not get what 
the Kaiser regards as her share, it is not 
because she has not already “the pos- 
session, in the same way as other powers, 
of a base for trade and navigation in 
Chinese waters,” and the pretense that 
she has not is distinctly a false pretense. 


“OUTSIDE” TEACHERS, 

Mayor VAN Wyck’s outburst of indig- 
nation at the members of the Board of 
Education for having employed a small 
number of teachers from outside of the 
city, to which we have already alluded, 
deserves criticism from another point of 
view; it shows a much stronger interest 
in New Yorkers seeking employment as 
teachers than in the vastly greater num- 
ber of New Yorkers seeking the best 
schooling for their children. 

It is plainly.the right of the people of 
New York, who support the schools and 
use them, to get the very best that can 
be given them for their money. This 
right is peculiarly clear and sacred in 
the case of the great body of persons of 
moderate means who not only use, but 
must use the public schools, because they 
cannot afford any others. And this class, 
it must be remembered, pay more of the 
taxes in proportion to their means than 
any other, because their taxes are paid 
in rent, which they cannot escape. 

It is, of course, entirely unreasonable 
to declare that the best teachers are nec- 
essarily produced in the City of New 
York. Teachers are not a product of a 
particular soil of which we have the mo- 
nopoly. They are a product of natural 
gifts, which may exist in natives of New 
Jersey or Michigan or even of Ireland, 
and of training, study, and experience, 
which may be had in other places than 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. 

But if it be an unjustifiable assumption 
that New York necessarily turns out the 
best obtainable teachers through some 
providential grant, any like inference 
from the known facts is still more unjus- 
tifiable. The plain and undisputed truth 
is that the schools of New York have in 
the past not been the best places for the 
training of teachers. Neither the schools 
especially devoted to that work nor the 
general schools in which teachers must 
get their experience and develop their 
talents, nor the system of appointment 
and promotion have been such as to give 
us the best teachers. All these conditions 
have been distinctly inferior to those pre- 
vailing in other parts of this State and 
in other States. Not merely the average 
public school, but the best examples of 
public schools here, have not compared 
favorably with those of very much small- 
er and less wealthy cities, 

Unquestionably it is sound policy that 
the teachers of New York shali generally 
be trained in New York schools, when 
the latter shall have been raised to the 
highest level they can reach. Such a pol- 
icy, properly guarded, tends to create a 
healthy pride among teachers and pupils 
and enables the city directly to secure the 
advantage of the training which has been 
given at its expense. Even so, it would 
always be a foolish and narrow thing to 
refuse to seek special talent and skill in 
many of the higher grades, from what- 
ever part of the Union they could be got. 
And to restrict the city in its choice to 
its own teachers when these and the 
means of producing them are notoriously 
inferior, is to deny the people who use 
the schools and depend on them what is 
their plain right. From such a policy no 
one would gain except the New Yorkers 
seeking places. At present these are not 
a class to whom the vital interests of 
the great body of the people ought to be 
sacrificed, though they may excite deep 
interest in the minds of politicians to 
whom teachers’ places are merely so 
much patronage which they “need in 
their business.” 


THE OHIO SENATORSHIP, 

A party divided against itself is in a 
predicament that may, for the indus- 
trious legislator, have its advantages. 
The Republican Party in Ohio is now in 
that parlous state. There are two claim- 
ants for the honors and emoluments of 
bosshood. We do not remember that 
either party in this State has thus been 
torn since the remote days when ConkK-~- 
LING and Fenton struggled for the mas- 
tery. There was, indeed, a revolt of 
WARNER MILLER against PLATT, but Mr. 
MILLER is really not serious, except. per- 


sonally. The boss buds, blossoms, ripens,, 


and goes to seed, and is succeeded by 
another. But that normal evolution of 
the bogs is by no means so amusing as 
the abnormal condition of a struggle for 
the succession, such as Senator ForakER 
and ex-Senator HANNA are waging in 
Ohio, and as Mr, RICHARD CROKER seems 
to be essiduously preparing in Tammany 
Hall. 
“Securus orbis judicabit.” A careless 
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world will contemplate and adjudge the 
contest: without the slightest interest in 
the result, and without the slightest re- 
gard for the feelings of the contestants. 
Whether Foraker or HANNA wins does 
not matter in the least to anybody 
outside of Ohio politics. It is idle 
to pretend that Mr. MarK HANNA has 
the slightest claim, on public grounds, to 
represent his State. It is true that no- 
body else who has yet appeared has any 
more, but that fact does not make Mr. 
Hanna's ambition any more respectable. 
He has nothing that can be called a 
publio record, Doubtless he is a “ straight 
Republican,” but so are some hundreds 
of thousands of his fellow-citizens in 
Ohio. He might and possibly would 
claim for himself that he was the cham- 
pion of the gold standard, but the claim 
cannot be allowed. It is true he took 
charge of Mr, McKINLEyY’s canvass, but 
it is also true that he and Mr. McKINLEY 
both tried to dodge the currency issue 
and make their canvass on the tariff un- 
til the canvass ran away with them. 

Why should any Ohio Republican exert 
himself to send Mark Hanna to the Sen- 
ate? The wife of one of the legislators 
has informed the public that Mr. HANNA 
had assured her that it would be to her 
husband’s advantage to vote for him, or 
for his candidate for Speaker, which is 
the same thing, since he would,give her 
husband “ a position such as he could not 
attain in years.” If this offer was made, 
it was an offer of “money, property, or 
value of any kind,” within the meaning 
of the Penal Code of this State and no 
doubt of Ohio also; and constituted an 
attempt at bribery. But it would furnish 
a reason for voting for Mr. Hanna for 
Senator, an immoral reason, a criminal 
reason, a reprehensible reason, but still 
a tangible reason.’ 

Such as it is, it is the only reason any- 
body has adduced, except, indeed, the in- 
structions of the State Convention. But 
these the legislators of Ohio may consider 
not binding. Mr. Hanna is going to the 
Senate, if he goes at all, in his capacity 
of plutocrat. He has gone about to ac- 
quire a Senatorship as he might acquire 
a steam yacht or any other luxury he 
could afford. He finds the Millionaires’ 
Club in the Senate Chamber a congenial 
resort. He has been there and still would 
go. He is able and willing to pay his 
dues, but the Ohio legislators seem to 
suspect him of an intention to shirk the 
payment of another entrance fee. That 
he has “squared” the convention does 
not seem to them a reason why he should 
be let_off from “squaring” the Legisla- 
ture. A legislator who voted for him, ex- 
cept for ‘money, property,or value of any 
kind,” would not necessarily be morally 
culpable, but he would be quite unable 
thereafter to respect himself intellect- 
ually. To the legislatoms to whom their 
intellectual is more valuable than their 
moral self-respect the announcement of 
the imminence of ex-Senator CALVIN 
BricB will be refreshing and opportune. 
His arrival upon such a scene as is pre- 
sented in Columbus is indeed calculated 
to make the heart of a local statesman 
leap for joy. 


THE TIMES much regrets having been 
led by insufficient information into doing 
an injustice to the memory of the late 
Henry M. Taser. Of course the truth 
or value of Mr. TaBeEr’s religious opin- 
ions was not at all in question, nor, in- 
deed, was it any goncern of a secular 
newspaper. It was the implication, from 
the fact of his holding office in a church, 
that he had concealed those opinions in 
his lifetime that exposed his promulga- 
tion of them in his will to criticism. But 
inasmuch as it appears that he had in 
fact taken pains to publish them, and 
that long before his death he ha@ given 
up the office the holding of which was 
inconsistent with them, the criticism is 
of course entirely nullified.

——Thanks to generous’ contributions, 
chiefly from citizens of Baltimore, the 
Trustees of Johns Hopkins University were 
able in the year just closed to avoid any 
curtailment of the institution’s work. The 
annual report of the President says, how- 
ever, that great anxiety is still felt in re- 
gard to that part of the university funds 
which was placed by the original benefactor 
in the stock of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. By the depreciation of this 
stock an annual income of $150,000, which 
was received in the early years of the 
foundation, has been lost. This prevents 
the making of many needed improvements 
in buildings, the acquisition of desired ap- 
paratus, and the immediate extension of 
education facilities which the Faculty have 
planned. The academic staff last year num- 
bered 129 teachers, including thirty-five in 
the Medical School. Of students enrolled 
there were 520, and among them were 340 
who already had degrees. In the twenty- 
ona years of the university’s existence, 3,140 
persons have utilized its proffers of educa- 
tional advantages. Of these 1,299 were res- 
idents of Maryland, and 1,919 entered as 
post-graduates from other institutions, 
Johns Hopkins now has a library of 82,000 


‘volumes. 


—About all of the un¢certainties and 
hardships incidental to the use of sails were 
illustrated in the course of a voyage from 
London to San Francisco just made by the 
British bark Natuna. She was out 225 days, 
and had long been almost given up for lost 
by her owners and the insurance companies, 
The Natuna left London on May 16, and 
all went well until she reached the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Horn, early in August. 
Then a succession of heavy westerly gales 
were encountered, and for more than a 
month her Captain vainly endeavored to 
double that redoubtable promontory. He 
gave up in despair at last, and, turning 
to the eastward, traversed the South At- 
lantic, the Indian, and the Pacific Ocean, 
to reach, finally, a point almost directly 
north of ' Cape Horn. Despite all her 
troubles, the Natuna entered the Golden 
Gate showing few traces of her struggle 
with the winds and waves of every sea, 
and all of her crew were well except one 
man, who was dashed against the anchor 
chain by a torrent of water that came 
aboard off the Horn, Forty per cent. for 
reinsurance on the Natuna was paid a few 
days before she arrived.

—- Possibly the explosion of ill temper 
which greeted the School Commissioners 
when they called upon Mayor Van Wyck 
the other day was an indirect consequence 
of the revelation, made recently by one of 
our contemporaries, that the Mayor has 
a coat of arms bearing the mysterious 
words, “ Ore et corde idem.” Of course, it 
is not the fault of the School Board that 
this secret became public property, but one 
can easily imagine the emotions which 
swept through every district when the news 


reached the faithful, and it is not difficult 


to understand how annoying to him must 
have been the requests for immediate in- 
terpretation of the enigmatic motto. Sev- 
eral languages are spoken in the great Wig- 
wam on Fourteenth Street, and many others 
can be heard around the subordinate lodges 
of the Tammany tribe, but we understand 
that “Ore et corde idem” completely 
stumped every one of the anxious braves. 
After the Mayor had translated the words 
a few thousand times, and had laboriously 
demonstrated their freedom from any taint 
of mugwumpism, he naturally wearied of 
the task and began to resent the failure of 
our educational authorities to arrange a 
course of public instruction in the armorial 
bearings of their superiors. When the mem- 
bers of the board appeared before him this 
feeling became too strong for repression. 
Until some other theory of the alarming 
episode is put forward, this one at least de- 
serves consideration, and there is in it, too, 
a valuable hint for such of the Commission- 
ers as desire to retain their positions. 


——The foreign papers are most interest- 
ing reading in these days. What amazes 
the average American citizen, and excites 
some Adjutant Gentrals unduly, is their in- 
tense hostility to America. It is undeniable 
that the perennial bugaboo of Europe—the 
Hastern question—is stalking again, and, of 
course, European nations are in a state of 
mind. While they are all disturbing them- 
selves greatly over the condition of things 
in China and Korea, the people of the 
United States are reading the accounts of 
the disturbance in their morning papers, 
commenting most calmly and dispassionate- 
ly about the events, and then going about 
their daily business in the most unconcerned 
manner. Noone here is in a state of 
mind about the rumpus in China. Yet if 
one were to believe the European papers, 
the United States is on the verge of under- 
taking the most high-handed interference 
in the affair, and Europe is just waiting to 
see us try it and give us something we have 
never had—a thrashing, If it were not so 
serious a matter, we should say, “It is to 
laugh.” 


——Again the anxious world gets news of 
Prince HENRY. He is at Port Said, and the 
terrified Chinese are no doubt figuring just 
how much nearer to them he is now than 
when last reported. He doesn’t seem to 
have stopped very often in the Mediterra- 
nean, and that makesg it look as though the 
Prince were getting to be a real old sea 
dog. Except for the necessary visit to an 
occasional English coaling station, he hur- 
ries forward relentlessly, and in time, no 
doubt, he will arrive at his destination. 
By the time he gets there a pretty fleet 
of British ironclads will have assembled to 
greet him and to prevent him from doing 
anything rash. Never, probably, was there 
an invasion of just this sort, and it’s no 
wonder that it receives the smiling atten- 
tion of many nations. Even China would 
smile if it were not for Oriental etiquette, 
which, above all things, is solemn and 
stately. 


— Miss FRANCES E. WILLARD expresses 
great annoyance at the report that she was 
taken suddenly and seriously ill Sunday 
evening while lecturing at Janesville, Wis. 
Ever since the publication of a report to 
that effect she has been overwhelmed with 
telegrams of inquiry and condolence from 
all parts of the country, and has been put 
to much trouble in quieting the apprehen- 
sions of her friends. ‘‘I am utterly at a 
loss,” Miss WILLARD says, “to know who 
could have sent out so false and unwar- 
ranted a statement. There was no scene, 
no sudden tottering to the pulpit for sup- 
port, no sudden interruption of my ad- 
dress, no cold water thrown in my face, 
no physician called, and no rush: of anx- 
fous friends to the waiting room.” Yet 
the mistake seems to have been merely in 
matters of detail, and the report was rather 
an exaggeration than a falsehood, for Miss 
WILLARD admits that a sudden faintness, 
due to lack of ventilation in the church 
where she was speaking, did impél her to 
cut short her lecture and to retire some- 
what hastily from the platform. Why, 
then, should she be “grieved and indig- 
nant” at the public interest in her fate? 


THE THIRTY-NINE ARTICLES OF 
FAITH. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your paper of Jan. 4 “ an old-fashioned 
Churchman,” Mr, 8. B. Bennett of Pittston, 
Penn., says, of the Prayer Book, “the 
thirty-nine articles are a part of it.” I 
also am ‘‘an old-fashioned Churchman” 
and a seeker after knowledge, and for both 
reasons I would like to ask Mr. Bennett for 
his authority for the statement, and when 
they became “a part of it.” The title page 
of the book gives no indication of this fin de 
siécle discovery. It only says: ‘The Book 
of Common Prayer, and Administration of 
the Sacraments and other Rites and Cere- 
monies of the Church, according to the use 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, together with 
the Psalter or Psalms of David.” 

The ‘‘ Table of Contents’ begins with the 
* Ratification of the Book” and ends with 
“The Psalms of David.” The “articles” 
can hardly claim: to come within these limi- 
tations. I would commend to expounders of 
what the Prayer Book is and teachers, the 
following, written by “an old-fashioned 
by the name of William 
White, and who for some time was Bishop 
of Pennsylvania. He says: 

“In some editions of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer the editors have framed the 
‘Table of Contents’ according to their 
respective judgments, and not according to 
the standard edition, which ends with ‘ The 
Psalter or Psalms of David,’ not including 
the metre Psalms. (This refers to the old 
paeles and hymns which formerly were 

ound with the Prayer Book.). 

“It must be evident that the compre- 
hending of any document under the same 
cever with the Book of Common Prayer 
does not constitute it a part thereof, al- 
though set forth under the same authority. 
As much misunderstanding and inconveni- 
ence may arise from the misnomers stated, 
the matter is noticed with the hope of its 
being a caution against a like mistake in 
future.” ’ 

Evidently the Bishop’s hope has not been 
realized, even in what was his own diocese. 
The Prayer Book has “sins, negligences, 
and ignorances”’ enough laid to its charge

A CRITICISM CRITICISED. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ten Eyck Wendell, in your issue of Dec. 
80, claims that in the case of the two uses 
of “ought to,” which he cites from “C. 
W. L.’s” communication, “Cc. W. L.” 
should have written “should” instead of 
‘ought to.” Mr. Wendell says that “‘ ought 
to’”’ denotes an obligation of duty, but that 
*should”® denotes merely an obligation of 
expediency or propriety. It is probable that 
“C. W. L.” thinks that to write good Eng- 
lish is not merely a matter of propriety or 
expediency, but of duty, and that, thus 
thinking, he intentionally uses ‘‘ ought to”’ 
in preference to “‘ should.” Even if ‘CC. W. 
L.”” does not take this ground, however, he 
is amply justified in using “ought to” in 


the way he does. The Century Dictionary 
gives as an example of the proper use of 
“ought to”? the sentence, ‘*‘ You ought to 
know if any one does,’’ and as examples 
of such a use of the phrase the Standard 
Dictionary gives the sentences, ‘“‘ The two 
sides of the ledger ought to balance” and 
‘“‘ With these changes the machine ought to 
work,” and, if such uses of ‘ought to” 
are correct, it is certainly hypercritica] on 
the part of Mr. Wendell to carp at the 
use of “ought to” by “C. W. L.” in the 
two instances which he cites from the lat- 
ter’s communication, 

Mr. Wendell says that “C. W. L.” should 
have used “shall” instead of “will” in 
the exvression “I will instance three or 
four examples.’”’ G. Washington Moon, F. 
R. 8. La, author of ‘ The Bad English of 
Lindley Murray,” “The King’s English,” 
“The Queen’s English,” ‘The Revisers’ 
English,” and other works on purity of 
diction, is, too pernickety in 
his notions as to what is required to con- 
stitute good DPnglish, and yet on Page 4 
of ‘‘The Revisers’ English’’ he says in 
speaking of a certain passage in the Au- 
thorized Version of the New ‘Testament: 
*T will quote it, and side by side with it 
will quote the passage as altered in The 
Revised Version’’; on Page 40 he says: 
*“*T will instance one of these errors,” and 
on Page 143 he says: ‘“‘I will therefore re- 
print in parallel columns merely one pas- 
sage.” “C. W. L.’s”’ use of “ will” which 
Mr. Wendell condemns is similar to these 
uses of “will’’ by Mr. Moon, and “C. 
W. L.’s” use of the word can no more be 
set down as inaccurate than can these uses 
of it by Mr. Moon,

As English is the quarry of every man 
who aspires to be thought of as a thinker, 
it seems wonderful that so few, if any, of 
our volunteer authorities make any prepara- 
tion, or even adopt any vigilance, to vali- 
date their doctrines. I ask space to illus- 
trate briefly some recent precipitated pre- 
tensions, 

(1) The Sun.—Not only is it possible to 
illustrate from almost any day’s issue the 
errors condemned by the editorial chair, or 
their analogical equivalents and _ substi- 
tutes, but occasionally the editorial chair 
itself rocks badly, or even turns over. The 
Christmas poem, at the. head of the edi- 
torial column, contains the address, ‘“O 
Christ, that LEADs,’”’ where the word in small 
capitals should be second person singular, 
LBADEST; and the blunder is repeated in 
the same stanza. The Thanksgiving poem 
contained either the same error, or a co- 
ordination of WHO and THAT—an 
equally reprehensible performance. Per- 
haps it is a petitio principii to expect much 
from the man who answers correspondents, 
but it ought not to be in the case of a paper 
of The Sun’s remarkable merits. A recent 
inquirer applied for light on the plural form 


Knight(s) Templars. The reply was 
that the doubled plural was an attempt to 
make an assumed adjective agree with its 
noun. The suggestion, however ingenious, 
is not pertinent, because English had aban- 
doned this form of concord before Knights 
Templars fused into a compound. Hence 
the explanation must either be apposition, 
as in men (who are) servants, or accretion, 
as Knights and Templars, two bodies made 
one, as in Latin patres (et) conscripti. 

(2) The Bookman—I have tried to lead 
this brilliant, but erratic, journal into right 
paths, but the editor is too much of a jour- 
nalist and too little of a scholar—this is 
all fun, you know!—to eschew backsliding, 
and I have given him_up at last. A few 
misguided: persons still refer their diffi- 
culties to him, and he answers them with 
his native prejudice and inconsistency. <A 
reference to the January issue—which I bor- 
rowed from a friend, having let my own 
subscription lapse on purpose—will substan- 
tiate my position. See Letter Box, Nos. I., 
Iv., V., VII, 1. No. VIII, 8, illustrates 
something ,more serious than prejudice or 
inconsistency; it is capital ignorance, 
though. unhappily not monopolized by The 
Rookman. Compounds with “ else,” almost 
since the beginning of this century, have 
formed their possessive at adding ‘‘’s”’ to 
‘else,’ and then first allowed the object 
possessed to follow them immediately. 
Previously only such phrases as “for no 
man’s sake else’’ were possible. When the 
noun preceding and pertaining to “ else’ 
was followed by ‘’s,” the phrase was used 
by a partial predicate, as “it is some one’s 
else "’"—never used as 4n attribute, as ‘it 
is some one’s else hat.” An examination of 
model authors of the nineteenth century 
will establish this view before question, 

(3) The Students’ Standard Dictionary,— 
This work contains a section on “ Faulty 
Diction,” of which sample pages, contain- 
ing ‘‘A” and part of ““B” are before me. 
I have marked about a dozen questionable 
explanations, but will mention only one or 
two. The writer distinguishes the uses of 
adjectives and adverbs by demanding the 
latter when ‘‘any phrase denoting ‘man- 
ner’ could be substituted” for the word in 
doubt. Adopting his own expression, a 
phrase denoting manner is a phrase of man- 
ner in which ‘of manner” is a phrase de- 
noting (of) manner, but is an aefective and 
not an adverb in use and equivalence. He 
condemns ‘all of us”’ in favor of “ us all,” 


by discriminating them, the other way, Hs 
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“* Maxwell.’—Webster’s reason for treat- 
ing white as an adj not black 
may have been the consideration that :

VENEZUELA BOUNDARY CASE. 


British Experts Returning to England 
with ean Geko Coloh- 
ists for Venesuela. 
| 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Dec. 81.—A_ re- 
port has reached here that two legal 
experts who were commissioned by the 
Government of Great Britain to 60 
to British Guiana to collect evidence 
in the boundary dispute are returning 
to England with many volumes of 
testimony bearing upon the question, which 
will simplify the work of the commission 
when it meets. The wonder here is that 
this testimony has not been unearthed at 
an earlier date. 

Francis B. Loomis, the American Minister, 
sailed for the United States on the last 
Red “D” Line steamer. It is generally 
understood here that his mission to Wash- 
ington is in connection with the Guiana 
boundary question. It is expected that the 
absence of the Minister will be brief. 

The annulment of the exclusive conces- 
sion for electric tramways in Caracas, by 
reason of time limit, once more presents 
the exceptional opportunity for some live 
capitalist to acquire this valuable franchise. 
Caracas is sadly in need of improved facili- 
ties in the matter of street car service, and 
the opportunity to acquire this concession 
should not remain open for any length of 
time. 

The formation of the new Cabinet has 
met with general satisfaction and approval. 
Most of those appointed are adherents of 
the party of the President-elect, Gen, An- 
drade, and will doubtless hold their places 
until the incoming of the new administra- 
tion. The Cabinet is made up as follows: 
George Uslar, Jr., Secretary of the Interior; 
Dr. P. Ezequiel Rojas, Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs; Gen. A. Fernandez, Secretary of 
War and Navy; J. L. Arismendi, Secretary 
of Commerce; J..M. Manrique, Secretary of 
Public Works; R. Villavicencio, Secretary 
of Public Instruction; M. A. Matos, Secre- 
tary of Finance, and Gen. E. I. Herrera, 
Governor of the Federal District. 

After many months of negotiations the 
concession has at last been given to the 
Italian syndicate for the establishment of a 
bank in Venezuela. The conditions of the 
concession are that the syndicate shall 
establish a bank with a capital of 20,000,- 
000 bolivares, ($4,000,000,) with the privi- 
lege of issuing a sum equal to one-half of 
its capital stock in paper money on a gold 
basis. A condition is that the bank shall 
not charge a greater interest than 7 per 
cent. per annum on all loans made. 

In connection with the bank, the syndi- 
cate guarantees to the Government of Ven- 
ezuela the importation of 1,000 families a 
year as colonists, and the Government will 
give to each family six acres of land free, 
title to be acquired after three years’ set- 
tlement thereon. Three acres of the land 
will then be held by the colontst, and three 
acres will pass into the hands of the syndi- 
cate, 

As a guarantee for the fulfillment of all 
the terms of the concession, the syndicate 
will deposit in the Bank of England before 
the 15th of January next the sum of 500,- 
000f, in gold. ‘he syndicate announced that 
the bank will be opened at Caracas on or 
before the 15th of next April. The carrying 
out of this enterprise will do much toward 
opening up and colonizing the large tracts 
of fertile lands in the interior of Venezuela.

Dr. John Wynantz Greene.

Dr. Greene was at one time very wealthy, 
and owned considerable real estate on Long 
Island and on the west side, but he was 
forced through unfortunate investments to 
part with much of his property some years 
ago. . 


Christian Mannel, 


Christian Mannel died yesterday afternoon 
at his residence, on Marshall Street, in Pat- 
erson. He had been ill for more than a 
year. Last Summer he went to Europe for 
hig health, but derived no benefit. Mr.

JANUARY A BULL MONTH. 

Mr, Thomas H. Bolmer of the Stock Ex-~ 
change house of Prince & Whitely, an ex~ 
perienced and close observer of the stock 
market, talked yesterday to a representa- 
tive of THe New Yor« Times regarding the 
outlook for prices. Mr. Bolmer looks for 
a continuation of the upward movement for 
s0me time to come, seeing nothing in the 
immediate future to stop the progress of 
the market and expecting much higher 
prices throughout the list within the com- 
ing few weeks. Mr. Bolmer said: 

“We ere having a good bull market, 
which, to my way of thinking, has in it 
much promise of considerably better things, 
January is always a bull month, as will be 
seen by going over Wall Street records. 
And in this present January underlying 
conditions are very much more favorable 
to an advancing market than has been the 
case for a long time, 

“TI think we will see the market continus 
upward until well into February, or possi- 
bly until March. I can see nothing likely 
to develop before that time that will in- 
terfere with the upward movement and 
stop its progress.. Stocks are in strong 
hands, and there is a great deal of buying 
yet to be done by the outside public. The 
effects of the large January disbursements 
will certainly be felt in the stock market 
as well as in that for purely investment 
securities, 

“It is hardly worth while to go over the 
reasons and causes for the market’s 
strength. Practically every influence is fa- 
vorable and every factor a strengthening 
one, There is much confidence on all sides, 
and ‘there is a generally better sentiment 
right here within the confines of Wall 
Street than we have known for a long 
while. 

“ The majority of people are bullish—there 
can be no doubt about that. And there is 
just as much bullishness among ‘the capi- 
talists and large financial interests as there 
is among the small investors and specu- 
lators, Throughout the country there is a 
feeling that the business improvement al- 
ready seen is to continue, And this senti- 
ment is re-echoed in Wall Street, 

“Along in BPebruary and March we are 
likely to have a turn in the stock market. 
If you will again go over the records of 
price movements you will find that March 
is nearly always marked by a decline in 
stocks. Crop damage news always comes 
in that month and the change of seasons 
is usually attended by disturbances which 
are reflected in the stock market. 

“But for the next six weeks I believe we 
are going to have much strength in stocks 
and much activity in Wall Street. I look 
for a generally higher level, and I believe 
that many of the better class of stocks, al- 
ready selling at. prices ‘that appear to be 
high, are destined for marked advances 
within that time, There will be reactions, 
of course, but by no means have we seen 
the top of this market as yet.” 


AS TO THE SOFT COAL STOCKS. 


Wall Street is turning its attention to the 
bituminous coal situation and to the bitu- 
minous coal stocks. In view of the plans 
that are under way for the establishment of 
the soft-coal trade upon a profitable basis— 
which have been practically underwritten 
by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan—the stocks of 
the soft-coal roads are likely to become 
prominent in Wall Street in the coming few 
months. It was announced at the close of 
business yesterday that J. P, Morgan & Co, 
had purchased a majority of the stock of 
the Susquehanna and Western, and it was 
said that this purchase had been made in 
the interest of the Erie. Wall Street, how- 
ever, was inclined to doubt this latter state- 
ment. 

All of the bituminous coal stocks are gell- 
ing at prices which represent starvation 
times in the trade With the industry 
placed upon a substantial basis, and with 
prospects of steady improvement and in- 
crease in profits, they should all come in 
for much of Wall Street’s good-will 

Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling jumped 
into prominence yesterday, being unusually 
active, and making one of the most notable 
advances of the day. It sold up to and 
closed at 17%, a gain of 1% points. This 
seems to be the first of the soft-coal stocks 
to reflect the change in the conditions gov- 
erning that industry. The road’s statement 
for the month of October attracted atten- 
tion to the stock, net earnings showing an 
increase of over $43,000. 


LOCAL RAILWAYS FIRM. 


Of the local traction group Metropolitan 
Street Railway was the strongest feature 
yesterday. That stock sold as high as 13314, 
and gained nearly two points for the day. 

Neither Brooklyn Rapid Transit nor Man- 
hattan had advanced much from Wednes- 
day’s closing prices. At the close of busi- 
ness the former was fractionally higher, 
while the latter stood just where it did when 
the gavel fell on Wednesday. Both stocks 
were very active, however, and neither of 
them showed any weakness. Brooklyn Rap- 
id Transit at one time sold as high as 89% 
and Manhattan as high as 112% The lull 
in the two stocks yesterday was altogether 
nitural in view of their recent strength, 
and it was surprising that they did not show 
more weakness than they did under the 
heavy profit-taking sales by traders just 
before the close. 

The buying of the local traction stocks 
yesterday was of the same character as that 
in evidence in them ever since their advance 
began, 


UNION PACIFIO GOSSIP. 


Union Pacific developed considerable 
strength yesterday and showed much ac- 
tivity. It was strong up to the close of 
business, its final figure, 27%, being its 
highest. Some of the foreign houses were 
buyers of the stock, and inside interests 
were also credited with heavy purchases. 
Street gossip had it that the new Union 
Pacific securities are soon to be distributed 
and that the Reorganization Committee is 
to go on immediately with the reorganiza- 
tion of the system as it is at present, hayv- 
ing decided not to buy the Kansas Pacific 
property. 

With Union Pacific, Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gulf showed new activity and strength. 
The same brokers who were active in Union 
Pacific bought practically all of the latter 
stock that was traded in. Union Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf's November earnings were 
published yesterday, and were beyond what 
was generally expected. 


TOBACCO AND A POOL, 


Despite the continued rumors regarding 
the Tobacco Trust’s failure to make the 
proposed deal with some of its larger com- 
petitors and the numerous reports of new 
opposition to the company, the stock keeps 
on showing strength. Yesterday, on trans- 
actions of less than 9,000 shares, it gainéd 
a full point, selling up to 90%, and holding 
all of that advance to the close. The houses 
which are credited with having the orders 
from Tobacco insiders whenever the stock 
shows any particular activity have been 
steady buyers for some time past, and 
there is much talk to be heard of @ coming 
adyance in the stock, There is understood 


to be a bear pool in Tobacco which had the 
temerity to sell the stock short some time 
ago and which is said to have added largely 
to its short contracts just after the re- 
cent dividend meeting. 


COAL TRADE RESTRICTION. 


The anthracite coal stocks were all no- 
tably strong yesterday. The Reading is- 
sues were features of the market, the first 
preferred and the common stocks being 
quite active and showing much strength. 
New Jersey Central also had a sharp rise, 
selling as high as 88, and Delaware and 
Hudson on light transactions gained nearly 
two points, According to rumor, the new 
restriction agreements are being consist- 
ently adhered to, and coal trade authori- 
ties were yesterday quoted as saying that 
the whole anthracite outlook had changed 
in the past few weeks and that the situa- 
tion is now much better than it has been 
for some time. 


SUGAR TRUST STRONG. 


Sugar Trust got up close to 144 yesterday, 
being’ the most active and at the same time 
one of the strongest stocks on the list. 
The traders were all ranged on the bull 
side, and they found but little opposition 
t» their efforts to put the stock up. Sugar 
Trust was the leader of the market, and 
much of the bull talk on the stock that was 
50 common a few weeks ago was revived 
and put into circulation. Against this, how- 
ever, there were the old opposition stories, 
revamped and polished, to look new.

The Wool Exchange gives the following 
résumé of the market: 

Business in wool circles during the week 
starts in the new year most encouragingly. 
The run of sales continues to show a large 
quantity of wool changing hands, which, 
considering the opening week of the year, is 
very gratifying. The large mills continue to 
be the heaviest purchasers. Quotations show 
no material change, but prices are well 
maintained all along the line. There has 
been a fair inquiry in fleeces, and prices are 
well sustained throughout. Quotations are 
the same as the week previous, 80c being 
asked for Ohio XX and above. Territory 
wools continue to attract the attention of 
buyers, and sales this week are again of 
good magnitude. The demand has run 
principally on staple wools or wool of a 
staple characier. Prices on these are quoted 
at 52c clean, while a cent and in many in- 
stances 2c higher is asked. Fine and fine 
medium Territory is now said to be worth 
fully 50c clean, and medium may be quoted 
around 45c. On the bulk of Territory wools 
sold this week the grease price was 164@20c, 
In other domestic wools the sales have not 
been of a prominent character. Chief 
among these was a lot consisting of 100,000 
pounds of Spring California, while Oregon, 
Texas, and other growths are held at prices 
in proportion to those realized on Terri- 
tory. Foreign wools have shown little ac- 
tivity. The sales have been chiefly con- 
fined to lots under 100,000 pounds. Aus- 
tralian wools are held firm, with good gee- 
longs not- being offered under 37%4c, with 
apparently no buyers at this high price. 
There has been some activity in Australian 
cross-breds, and half-blood is said to have 
sold at 34c on a clean basis, quar 
ter-blood are said to be worth 45c 
three-eighths-blood 48@50c, and half-blood 
bide. Cape and Montevideo wools are quiet, 
no new quotations being announced, At the 
Wool Exchange yesterday there were 3,441 
packages of both foreign and domestic 
wools, amounting to 903,795 pounds, the 
greater portion of which was scoured. These 
wools were taken at prices considered sat- 
isfactory on the average, bidding at times 
being very brisk. As bidding was limited to 
trading members only, purchases were in the 
hands of dealersand brokers almostentirely, 
who represented a. nage buying interest. 
The sale was the first of the monthly sales, 
which are to take place the first Wednesday 
of each month during the gear.

COMSTOCK GETS SIX CENTS. 


Small Verdict for the Secretary of the 
Society for the Suppression 
of Vice. 


Anthony Comstock, Secretary of the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice, was 
awarded six cents damages by a jury in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday in a 
suit before Judge Lacombe for defamatiow 
of character. He had sued for $50,000, the 
defendant being Dr. Montague R, Leverson 
of Fort Hamilton, who had called Mr. Com- 
stock “a notorious blackmailer’’ in public. 
The words were used during an alterca- 
tion between Dr, Leverson and Mr, Com- 
stock in a railroad station at Albany on 
Feb. 9, 1896. The two men had appeared 
before a committee of the Senate, Mr. Com- 
stock arguing for and Dr. Leverson against 


a proposed bill to regulate the dress of wo- 
men on the stage. They quarreled before 
the committee, and the trouble was renewed 
when they met at the station. Dr, Leverson 
testified that on that occasion Mr, Com- 
stock called him “a liar, a villifler, and an 
old scoundrel,” and that the words consti- 
tuting the alleged slander were used in re- 
tort, 

Mr. Comstock was on the stand in re- 
buttal yesterday. He admitted that he 
opened the conversation with Dr. Leverson 
at the station by asking if he had any 
evidence to support charges that he had 
made against agents of the society before 
the Senate committee. 

Lawyer Franklin Pierce, for the defend- 
ant, asked if the witness had not intended 
to provoke Dr. Leverson into repeating his 
charges, made under privilege before the 
Senate committee, so that suit could be 
brought. Mr. Comstock answered “no, 
that his purpose was to have the charges 
put in writing, so that they coud be in- 
vestigated. 

In addressing the jury, Mr. Pierce was 
very severe in criticism of Mr. Comstock, 
and charged that he had deliberately pro- 
voked the defendant, an old man, to inducé 
him to say something on which a suit could 
be based. He said Dr. Leverson called the 
plaintiff a blackmailer because he then be- 
lieved him to be one and yet believed it, 
basing his opinion on charges to that effect 
in the newspapers which, Mr. Pierce said, 
Mr. Comstock had never refuted or resented, 
He taunted Mr. Comstock with being afraid 
to sue the newspapers, which had the res 
sources and facilities to prove the truth of 


their charges. 
Lawyer W. C. Beecher, counsel for the 
plaintiff, defended Mr. Comstock vigorously.

LONG DEFIED THE GAME LAWS 


Arrested Many Times, He Wearied of 
the Struggle as Old Age Approached 
and Became a Warden—His 
Visits to New York. 


No ne renner 


Jonathan (“Jock”) Darling, the hunter, 
guide, and woodsman, died on Wednesday 
in Lowell, Me. He was well known, not only 
in that State, but to sportsmen throughout 
the country. He could teach the oldest 
woodsman that ever followed a trail or took 
@ course by the stars: The forests and bogs, 
lakes and wildernesses, and wilds of Maine 
formed his book, and he studied it attentive- 
ly for sixty years, and added daily to his 
lore. 

A year or two ago, in one of the last let- 
ters he wrote for Forest and Stream, he 
told of some hours he spent on a day when 
@ winter wind was blowing hard and a 
heavy rain was falling, watching, 45 he ex- 
pressed it, “how the wind works in the 
woods,”” as shown by the smoke from his 
fire. The tree tops ali swayed with the 
wind, but among the trunks the smoke was 
carried in many directions by back draughts 
and cross currents, and he understood from 
that why it is that the scent of men and 
dogs is often carried to animals against the 
wind. 

He believed, as he had been taught from 
his infancy to believe, that the woods were 
the common heritage and that the game in 
them was prey for whoever could take it, 
end be resented bitterly every law that 
sought to restrain him in the exercise of 
what he held to be his natural rights and 
liberties. For years he took as much pleas- 
ure in defying and outwitting the game 
wardens and Commissioners as he did in 
tracking and killing the biggest bull moose. 
He led many a New Yorker to big game 
f@uring the close season, and kept hounds 
and used them and had himself photo- 
graphed with them in mockery of the stat- 


utes, 

He was arrested many times, and was 

prosecuted rigorously now and then, but it 
was only after he had begun to get old and 
had wearied of his long single-handed fight 
that he accepted a compromise and became 
a warden himself. He did not make many 
arrests, but he used to say that he was the 
most efficient of all the wardens, because 
he knew where the game was and where 
the most skilled poachers would go, and 
found both when nobody else could and kept 
them apart. 
.. He was the pioneer and king of all the 
Maine guides. His long, easy stride would 
carry him over many miles in a day, and 
his keen .eyes were never at fault. He 
hunted every kind of game with every kind 
of weapon, from the long, heavy old muzzle- 
loading rifle to the most improved modern 
guns. He could fish for and catch anything 
that swam with any kind of tackle. No 
Indian could equal him in making a boat 
or choosing and pitching camp and impro- 
vising ways and means from whatever 
might be-at hand. He was familiar with 
the habits and peculiarities of every animal 
and bird of the woods and fields, because 
he spent many days watching and studying 
them and thought and talked of them con- 
stantly. 

He is said to have killed more game than 
any Other man in the State of Maine, and 
when he was. in the mood could recite vol- 
umes of hunting experiences. He had a 
hunting camp, or hotel, on Lake Nicatorius, 
in Penobscot County, which was a favorite 
resort in the season for hunters from every 
part of the world. He led the first adven- 
turers into the moose country, and perhaps 
was more instrumental in opening up its 
Os ea and making it known than any 
other man, 

Occasionally he came to New York, and 
on those visits he delighted to seek out his 
favorite ‘sports '’—as he always called the 
New York hunters—and to cement here the 
friendships formed during days of vicissi- 
tudes in the depths of the snow-covered 
Maine woods. He had charge of the sports- 
man’s cottage which was on exhibition here 
some years ago, and was a prominent fig- 
ure in the Sportsman’s Exposition last year.

LABLANCHE TO BE DEPORTED. 


SHOOTING IN MISSOURI. 


Am Insane Alien Who Once Escaped 
When Put on Shipboard. 


ALBANY, Jan. 6.—Paul Lablanche, an 
insane alien who arrived in this country 
about two months ago from France, will 
be deported on Saturday next by the United 
States Commissioners of Immigration at the 
request of the State Commission in Lunacy. 

He is at Bellevue Hospital, New York 
City, and for some time was an inmate of 
the Manhattan State Hospital. Some days 
ago an effort was made to deport him, ‘but 
he escaped from the vessel on the night 
before it sailed. He was recaptured, and 
arrangements have been made for his de- 
portation, 


FISHER FOUND A COMPLAINANT. 


Staten Island Police Refused to Ar- 
rest Him at His Own Request.

DARLING IS DEAD| 


FATAL AFFRAY IN CHICAGO... 

“Kia” Murphy, a Gambler, Killed, 
and Two Other Notorious Char- 
acters Fatally Wounded. 

CHICAGO, Jan 6—“Kid” Murphy, ® 
noted Chicago gambler of the shell-worker 
variety, was shot dead, and Frank, alias 
“ Duckey,” Dean and’ Martin Donahue were 
shot, probably fatally, during « quarrel last 
night in e saloon at 117 North Clark Street 
The affair is said to have been the result of 
a feud of months’ standing. Dean and 
Donahue are at the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital. Neither ts expected to live twenty- 
four hours. Donahue was shot in the 
breast, just over the heart, while Dean 
has a bullet in his head. 

According to one of the men arrested in 
the saloon at the time of the shooting, 
Donahue killed Murphy In self-defense, and 
Dean was shot while acting as a peace- 
maker. The police information is that at 2 
A. M. Murphy entered the saloon, evidently 
in search of trouble, and, immediately upon 
seeing Martin Donahue, opened fire on him. 
Dean stepped ‘between the men and re- 
ceived the second shot which Murphy fired, 
the first going wide. Im the exchange of 
shots all the men were wounded, 

At the saloon the police found two re- 
volvers under the cigar case wrapped in the 
bartender’s apron. One was of small cali- 
bre, and its chambers were all full. This 
was identified as Dean’s weapon, elias it 
almost certain that he had not fired a shot. 
The other was of large calibre, and its han- 
dle was covered with blood. It is the weap- 
on with which Donahue killed Murphy. 
Donahue and Murphy fired three shots each. 
A revolver found close to Dean’s side, and 
which was at first thought to belong to 
him, has not been identified. 

Donahue is a saloon keeper and Dean a 
constable. The trouble originated in a 
stabbing affray which took place in Dona- 
hue’s saloon about three months ago be- 
tween Murphy and a man named Joe Ke- 
hoe. Murphy was stabbed over the eye, and 
on his recovery blamed Martin Donahue 
for causing the trouble. Murphy swore ven- 
geance, and the shooting last night is said 
7 have been the last chapter in the quar- 
rel, 

Murphy and Dean were the leaders of the 
gang of toughs who three zoate ago beat 
Lieut. Luke Collerian, now Capt. Collerian, 


Chief of Detectives, and threw him over 
the Randolph Street Viaduct.

The Police Board Appoints Him to 
the Command of the Uni- 
formed Force. 


NO OTHER NAME CONSIDERED 


A Rumor that the Appointment Is but 
Temporary Denied—Deputies May 
Be Named at To-day’s Meet- 
ing—Delinquent Police- 
men on Trial. 


John McCullagh was made Chief of Police 
by the unanimous vote of the Commission- 
ers at a meeting held yesterday afternoon 
in President York’s private office. The ap- 
pointment was made in executive session, 
and, it was said, no other name was con- 
sidered. The action of the board was gen- 
erally expected, and occasioned no surprise. 
The place is worth $6,000 a year, and is held 
at the pleasure of the board. 

Chief McCullagh has been in the depart- 
ment twenty-seven years. He was appoint- 
ed patrolman March 30, 1870; Roundsman 
Feb. 28, 1873; Sergeant July 19, 1876. Seven 
years later, on July 20, 1883, he was made 
Captain, and in May, 1895, Mayor Strong’s 
Commissioners made him Acting Inspector. 
His appointment disturbed the harmony of 
the Police Board, and Commissioner Park- 
er’s opposition blocked his promotion to full 
rank. When Chief Conlin retired a major- 
ity vote of the board made him Acting, 
and later full, Chief. The appointment was 
attacked by the Memorial Committee of 
the Grand Army of the Republic on civil 
service grounds, but the court ruled that it 
was legal and regular. 

The new Chief’s police record is good, As 
Captain, he commanded the Sixth, Eighth, 
Twelfth, Twentieth, and Thirty-third Pre- 
cincts. Hig courage has been proved in 
more than one personal encounter with 
*‘ crooks.” When in command of the Eliz- 
abeth Street squad he broke up the notori- 
ous Whyo gang, that for years had terror- 
ized the neighborhood of Pell, Mott, and 
Hester Streets. 

Powers of Appointment, 


Under the charter the Police Board is en- 
titled to fill all vacancies without appeal to 
the civil service lists. The appointment of 
McCullagh to be Chief leaves two vacancies 
among the Deputy Chiefs, Cortright of 
Manhattan and Mackellar and Clayton of 
Brooklyn are now Acting Deputy Chiefs. 
Any or all of them may be retired by unani- 
mous vote of the Commissioners, or by a 
majority vote of the Commissioners with 
the concurrence of the Mayor. The new 
Chief is subject to removal in like manner. 

It is expected that the three named will 
be continued in, office, and that the total of 


five will be reached at to-day’s meeting by 
the promotion of Inspector W. W. McLaugh- 
lin and Capt. W. S. Vevery. Inspector Pat- 
rick H. McLaughlin of Brooklyn, it is said, 
is also a candidate for the place. The mak- 
ing of the Deputy Chiefs will leave two or 
more vacancies in the list of Inspectors, and 
the filling of these places will make a like 
aaa of Captaincies for the new board 
to ts 

There was a rumor current yesterday 
that the reason for McCullagh’s appoint- 
ment was the wording of the charter, which 
compelled the Commissioners to appoint a 
Chief from the Chiefs and Deputy Chiefs 
of the New York and Brooklyn departments, 
and that in a month or so he would be 
retired in favor of a Democrat. After the 
first appointment the Commissioners, un- 
der the charter, may fill a vacancy in the 
rank of Chief by the appointment of any 
policeman in the department above the rank 
of Sergeant, * 

The Commissioners, when questioned 
about the rumor, said it was groundless, 
that McCullagh’s appointment had been 
made after due consideration, and that the 
spirit of President York’s address to the 
Captains expressed the true intent of the 
Police B —** promotion will be for merit 
only; there will be no politics in the depart- 
ment, so far as the Commissioners are con- 
cerned; the days of favoritism and persecu- 
tion are passed.” 


Trying Delinquent Policemen. 


The Commissioners sat yesterday for the 
first time as a trial board. More than 
seventy delinquent policemen were present- 
ed to them. President York presided, and 
the other Commissioners sat with him and 
consulted with him on the judgment to be 
given in each case. The majority of the 
offenses charged were venial, and the sen- 
tences imposed were light, but the woras 
of President York to those whose records 
showed that a visit to Headquarters was no 
new ‘thing to them were not encouraging. 
The President was for many years Clerk 
of the County Court in Brooklyn under 
Judge Moore, and is no novice in the 
handling of cases or in the wiles of police- 
men, 

Gilbert Holmes of the Old Slip Station, ac- 
cused of being off post, was one of the first 
to face the music. President York heara 
his excuse and then looked at his record. 

“This is your ninth appearance since 
March,” he said. ‘‘ You need not troubie 
to come again. If you do you can leave 
your shieid in the police station before com- 
ing. We don’t want men like you on the 
force.” 

John J. Quinn of the Church Street Sta- 
tion was charged with being off post for 
twenty minutes. His record showed that he 
had faced charges seventeen times. 

** How long do you expect to stay on the 
force with a record like that?” asked the 
Commissioner. “If you come before us 
again on a charge that will justify it you 
will be dismissed from the department.” 

After a consultation with his colleagues 
Mr. York told Quinn he was fined three 
days’ pay, and continued: " 

“It remains for yourself to determine 
whether you will remain on the police forve 
or not, ou might as well understand, and 
all the rest with you, that this is the kina 
of man we don’t want on the force. There 
is no reason why 2 man should come here 
time after time on such a complaint, and 
we will not tolerate it.” 


No Laxness in Vjew. 

To William J. Hayden of the Oak Street 
Station, who presented a good excuse for 
leaving his post, Mr. York said: ‘‘ You have 
been here twenty times. Don’t come again 
or you may have to seek another job.” 

No time was wasted on any of the cases.

RATCLIFFE’S RAY OF HOPE. 


Justice Dickey Grants a Certificate of 
Reasonable Doubt—A Warrant on 
a Charge of Perjury. 


Justice Dickey, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday granted a certificate 
of reasonable doubt of the justness of the 
conviction of Edward J. Ratcliffe, the actor, 
who has been convicted and sentenced to 
serve six months in the penitentiary for 
beating his wife, Alice De Lacy Ratcliffe. 

The memorandum filed by Justice Dickey 
is as follows: 

With no sympathy for wife beaters in general, 
for this wife beater in particular, if he is such, 
an examination of the record in this case con- 
vinces me that an excess of zeal on the part of 
the prosecutor led him to ask many improper 
questions and to make improper statements both 
in his opening and closing speeches to the jury. 
I also believe errors were committed by the Court 
in receiving in evidence, as part of the case of 
the prosecution, the affidavit of Kate Molloy and 
the information signed by Mrs. Ratcliffe. To my 
mind the errors were so prejudicial to the defend- 
ant that I have concluded to grant a certificate 
of reasonable doubt whether the conviction will 
stand, so that the defendant’s appeal may be 
heard before he begins to serve a term in the 
penitentiary under a conviction that may be re- 
versed, Bail of defendant pending hearing of 
appeal is fixed at $2,500. 

Assistant District Attorney Lloyd got a 
warrant from Magistrate Flammer yester- 
day for Ratcliffe on a charge of perjury. 
Mr. Lloyd said that Ratcliffe would not be 
arrested until the stay was executed in the 
Tombs, when he would serve the warrant. 

Magistrate Flammer said that he would 
probably fix the bail at $2,000. 


NEAR TO DEATH ON A TRAIN. 


Mrs. Blythe in the Hospital Where She 
Intended to Call on a Friend. 


Mrs. Louisa Blythe, aged thirty-three 
years, whose home is at Rockaway Beach, 


left her house yesterday to visit a friend 
who is a patient in St. Catharine’s Hospi- 
tal, Williamsburg. 

She became ill on the train, and was un- 
conscious when the Bushwick depot was 
reached. An ambulance call brought Sur- 
geon Slavin of St. Catharine’s Hospital. He 
dissovered that Mrs. Blythe was afflicted 
with heart failure. After reviving her he 
took her to the same hospital where her 
friend is a patient. 


DIED AFTER CONFESSION. 


Mrs. Nolan Stricken with Apoplexy in 
St. Patrick’s Church, 


Nolan, fifty-three years old, 
of 724 Myrtle Avenue, died in St. Pat- 
rick’s Catholic Church, at Kent and

DECISION AGAINST MRS. ALLEN. 


Fails to Establish Her Claim to Capt. 
Allen’s $200,000 Estate. 


Justice Van Wyck of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, decided that the evidence to es- 
tablish Mrs. Sarah Francis Mehan Green’s 


claim to the estate of Capt. W. H. Allen, 
which amounts to about $200,000, is not suf- 
ficient to warrant turning the property over 
to her. Mrs. Green says she is the adopted 
daughter of the late Capt. Allen, and is 
therefore entitled to the residuary estate. 

Percival C. Smith, a trustee of the Allen 
estate, brought suit against the heirs to de- 
termine their respective interests. The re- 
port of the referee was recently submitted 
to the Supreme Court. Mrs. Green is sup- 
posed to haye been adopted by Capt. Allen 
when she was in the care of the Church 
Charity Foundation. She became an inmate 
of Capt. Allen’s home subsequent to 1856, 
and remained there until she was married 
to Charles Henry Green of Portsmouth, N. 
H., in 1872. Several letters addressed to her 
by Mrs. Allen when she was in the country 
were signed “ With your mama’s love” 
and “ Your affectionate mamma.”’ - These 
letters were put in evidence. Capt. Allen, it 
is alleged, always referred to her as his 
daughter. 

Unless the judgment of the court is re- 
versed, the residuary estate will go to five 
nephews and nieces. 


Mrs. M. A. Peters a Suicide. 


Mrs. Marion A. Peters, sixty-three years 
of age, who arrived in this country with 
her family from New South Wales, Aus- 


tralia, about a year ago, committed suicide 
yesterday at her residence, 104 West Thir- 
teenth Street, by shooting herself with a 
revolver. rs. Peters lived with her daugh- 
ters, Sarah, twenty-five, and Jessie, twen- 
ty-six, and her son, David, thirty years of 
age. The daughters and son went ventas 
Tuesday evening, and did not return unti 
Wednesday. Yesterday they found her dead 
on a sofa in the front room of the second 
floor with a bullet wound in her head and a 
pistol lying at her side. No reason was 
given for the woman’s suicide.

TRE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Members Meet in Monthly Ses- 
sion and Discuss Impor- 
tant Subjects. 


MONETARY DELEGATES NAMED 


A Resolution for the Proper Mainte- 
nance of State Canals—Prosperity 
of This Port—A Committee 
on Relief for Cubans. 


The Chamber of Commerce at its month- 
ly meeting yesterday discussed the proper 
maintenance of the canals. Delegates were 
chosen for the Indianapolis Monetary Con- 
ference. An important report on the com- 
mercial business of this port, which refutes 
the general idea of loss of prosperity in 
this regard, was received, and a committee 
was appointed to obtain relief for Cuban 
sufferers. 

Alexander E, Orr presided, and there was 
a larger attendance than is usual. Thirty- 
six new members ‘were elected. Among them 
are Controller Bird S. Coler, James C. Col- 
gate, Arthur M. Hatch, Jefferson M. Levy, 
William Macnaughton, Henry W. Peabody, 
Charles H. Post, and. William Ziegler. It 
was stated, incidentally, that the Chamber's 
Building Fund now amounted to $682,250. 
Saver subscriptions were received yester- 

ay. 

After the election in place of Gustav Am- 
sinck of Jacques Huber as a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Commerce and the 
Revenue Laws, Charles Stewart Smith, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
offered a resolution on the State canals 
situation. It recited the report of the State 
Engineer that the $9,000,000 appropriation 
would be inadequate, and that perhaps as 
much more would be required; that the pub- 
lic believed that the appropriation was suffi- 
cient; that the proper maintenace of the 
canals concerns the commercial and agri- 
cultural interests of this State, and that the 
same interests required the wise and eco- 
nomical expenditure of the appropriation. 
This resolution followed: 

“That the Committee on Internal Trade 
and Improvements be requested to inquire 
and report to the Chamber the facts re- 
garding this enormous expenditure, the 
reason for the large deficiency, and if in 
their judgment the money has been ex- 
pended with a proper regard for the public 
welfare.”’ 

Mr. Smith’s Remarks. 


Mr. Smith, in speaking on the resolution, 
which was adopted, said: ‘* There exists an 
intimate historic connection between the 


Wrie Canal and this Chamber. In 1784 
action was taken by the Charnber, as it ap- 
pears on our minutes, by which the proj- 
ect of the canal was initiated and indorsed. 
Ever since that date this Chamber has 
favored by its action the policy of sustain- 
ing and improving the canal as essential to 
the commercial and financial supremacy of 
this city and State.” 

For the Committee on Foreign Commerce 
and the Revenue Laws, Gustav H. Schwab 
reported its desire to defer a report on the 
directory issued by the Bureau of South 
American Republics, because Director 
Smith was in the South on account of 1ll 
health. 

Letters in regard to the relief of the des- 
titute Cubans were read from Second As- 
sistant Secretary of State Alvey A. Adee 
and Secretary of the Interior Cornelius N. 
Bliss. Mr. Adee’s letter was presented by 
Stephen E. Barton, Second Vice President 
of the American National Red Cross Soci- 
ety. It said that President McKinley had 
decided to organize a central bureau in 
New York City for the collection of money 
and supplies for the sufferers and their 
distribution. On the committee in charge 
the Red Cross Society is to be represented 
by Mr. Barton and Louis Klopsch of The 
Christian Herald. It was left to the Cham- 
ber to name a third member to act as 
Treasurer. President Orr appointed as a 
Committee on Cuban Relief Charles A. 
Schieren, Juan M, Ceballos, and R. A. C., 
Smith. 


The Indianapolis Convention. 


H. A. Hanna, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Indianapolis Monetary 
Convention, which is to reconvene at In- 


dianapolis Jan. 25, sent a letter, inviting the 
Chamber to send five delegates. Mr. Hanna 
told of the unselfish work of the eleven 
Commissioners and said: 

“It is of the utmost importance that the 
work of the commission be taken up for 
consideration and approval in convention, 
and that plans be formulated for further- 
ance of the work undertaken in the original 
convention in the interest of the whole peo- 
ple to eliminate the money question from 
politics, and establish a financial organiza- 
tion that will be stable and adequate to the 
wants and conditions of the country and the 

ople.’’ 

Senn Harsen Rhoades, in moving that six 
delegates be appointed, urged the Chamber 
to support the plan of the commission. 

William E. Dodge seconded the motion, 
and praised the composition and work of 
the Monetary Commission. 

Charles 8. Fairchild, in reviewing the 
work of the convention a year ago, said: 

“Heretofore all men have called them- 
selves sound-money men who were op- 

osed to the free coinage of silver at 16 to 
i Whenever sound-money men have got 
together and have attempted to discuss an 
affirmative proposition, the confusion has 
overtaken them something like that which 
evertook the builders of the Tower of 
Babel. These are not difficult questions, if 
men get right down and give their minds to 
them; if men wiil only feel that they can 
approach them as a would any other 
business propositions. at commission at- 
tempted to do that and it feels now that it 
has given something to the country which 
will be a basis for beneficial affirmative 
currency legislation.”

A. Foster Higgins, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Harbor and Shipping, presented 


a report on its consideration of loss of busi- 
ness formerly coming to this city, and now 
said to be diverted to other Atlantic ports. 
Facts ascertained were fortified by statis- 
tics of exports and imports, and the com- 
mittee’s conclusions’were: 

‘It thus appears that the total percent- 
age of exports from New York has in- 
creased in reality, and the increase in the 
amounts exported from New York repre- 
sents, in 1896, the enormous addition of 
$190,000,000 in value, while the largest in- 
crease at any other port is but a little over 
$50,000,000, but which increase to that port 
is 50 per cent. in twenty years; so that, rel- 
atively, New York has, on the whole, main- 
tained the same supremacy she formerly 
enjoyed, except, perhaps, in certain 
branches,”’ 

The report was accepted, with the thanks 
of the Chamber, The committee will con- 
tinue its investigations.

LEGAL NOTES. 


PROMOTIONS UNDER CIVIL SERVICE RULES, 
—On an examination held by the Civil 
Service Board in March, 1896, of applicants 
among members of the Fire Department for 
promotion to the position of Assistant Fore- 
man, John Mullen received 8244-100 per 
cent., but the board in making up the eli- 
gible list for the appointments, through 
some mistake did not place him on the el- 


igible list. There were ten vacancies in the 
osition of Assistant Foreman, and the 
ire Commissioners made a requisition on 
the Civil Service Commissioners for a list 
from which to make selection. Twelve 
names were certified, but Mullen’s name 
was not among them. Mullen then applied 
for a peremptory writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the Fire Board to promote him. The 
Appellate Division has affirmed an order 
denying the application. Justice Ingraham 
holds, Justice Patterson concurring, that 
the Fire Commissioners had complied with 
the law, and that the persons appointed 
could only be removed as provided by the 
Consolidation act, after charges had been 
preferred against them, The remedy, it was 
held, was against the Civil Service Board 
for correction of the list. The subsequent 
rectification of the list after the appoint- 
ments had become valid. could not have the 
effect of making the appointments void. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt, who gives the 
opinion of the court, concurred in by Jus- 
tices Williams and O’Brien, does not think 
the relator is absolutely remediless, nor 
that by the mistake of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, the persons who were im- 
properly appointed because of such mis- 
take, have an indefeasible title to their po- 
sition. The Court is of opinion that in a 
proper proceeding brought for that purpose, 
their title to the positions could be judicially 
investigated, and if found to be resting 
upon an improper foundation, the holders 
of the positions could be ousted in order 
that a proper appointment might be made;

BUILDINGS ON LANDS TAKEN FOR PARKs.— 
Included in the area of the proposed new 
park in the Twelfth Ward were’ premises 
occupied by one La Maida for the manu- 
facture of macaroni, in which was a sub- 
stantial plant for that purpose. In Septem- 
ber, 1894, be began the erection of another 
building, and it was nearly completed in 
February, 1895. The Commissioners of Es- 
timate and Assessment for acquiring title 
to the property within the area of the park 
were appointed on Nov. 5, 1894. The act 
of 1894 for the laying out of the park pro- 
vided that the Commissioners might allow 
compensation for any building or buildings 
which had been constructed prior to the 
passage of the act. The Commissioners 
in estimating the amount to be paid to La 
Maida fixed the value of the new building 
at $2,500, but held that they were pre- 
cluded under the law from allowing him 
any compensation. The Appellate Division 
now holds on La Maida’s appeal that the 
Commissioners should have awarded him 
the value of the building, as up to the 
2th of February, 1895, the land was his, 
and the Commissioners were under no ob- 
ligation to take it. La Maida was there- 
fore not called upon to refrain from com- 
pleting the structure.

SPEKING DAMAGES FOR DEATH FROM AN 
ExpLosion.—John H. Manning, in his suit 
as administrator against the International 
Navigation Company, claimed damages for 
the killing of his intestate, Walter K. Man- 
ning, by .. explosion on board the steam- 
ship St. Paul. It was alleged that. while 
Manning was in the starboard engine room 
a defective valve box near the athwart ship 
bulkhead in ‘the room exploded, so that he 
was killed by the escaping steam. A mo- 
tion made on behalf of the defendant for a 
bill of particulars as to allegations jn the 
complaint in reference to defective valves 
and an insecure pipe was aenied, and that 
decision has been affirmed by the Appellate 
Division in an opinion by Justice O’Brien, 
Justices Barrett and Rumsey concurring. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt and Justice 
Ingraham dissented.

VALUE OF EASEMENTS.—A considerable 
portion of the land on the north side of 
Ninety-third Street and the west side of 
Amsterdam Avenue which was taken for 


school pu ses was formerly included in 
the ola Bloomingdale Road, and another 
art was within the area of a lane former- 
y running westerly from Bloomingdale 
Road toward the Hudson River. The prop- 
erty of John O. Baker, which was among 
other parcels taken for the school site, 
was bounded on the east by the old Bloom- 
ingdale Road, which was closed about thirty 
years ago. The Commissioners appraised 
the entire value of this property at $17,954, 
and decided that Baker had a_ perpetual 
easement of light, air, and access in the four 
parcels, for which they awarded him 
$13,551, giving to unknown owners $4,403 for 
the fee. Upon objections raised by the heirs 
of Charles Ward Apthorp, in whom the fee 
vested, the Appellate Division has decided 
with the Commissioners that Baker had the 
easement, and was entitled to the award.

made an assignment for creditors to E, H. 


tain stocks belonging to William 
oa which were held subject to a 
lien in favor of the assignor for the pur- 
chase price, less $5,000 paid by Adam§. 
After the assi ent the assignee sold the 
stock and realized upon the sale, over and 
above the amount of the purchase price 
remaining unpaid, $4,212.50. In a suit by 
Adams against Assignee Ball, an injunc- 
tion was granted to restrain the defendant 
who was about the pay to the preferred 
creditors of the assignor the money realized 
from the sale of intiff's stock, it being 
held that such payment tended to render 
the judgment demanded ineffectual. The 
pe Division, in an opinion by Jus- 
tice Williams, has affirmed the injunction 
order, holding it was properly granted, until 
it could be determined in the action whether 
plaintiff was entitled to recover these 
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Registered Trade Mark.

Amounting to $10,500.

MANAGER ACCUSES’ CLERK 


Clark Braden, the Suspected Employe, 
Had Acted as Night Clerk but 
Three Days and Decamped Evi- 
dently at the First Op- 
portunity. 


Clark Braden, night clerk in the American 
Express Company’s office at Forty-eighth 
Street and Madison Avenue, disappeared 
about 5 o’clock yesterday morning, and at 
the same time $5,582 in cash and $5,000 in 
bonds of the Consumers’ Gas’ Company of 
Chicago also vanished. General Manager 
Julier of the company says there is a con- 
nection between the simultaneous disap- 
pearances and that Braden is a thief. 

Braden has been three months with the 
company, although he was employed by it 
thirteen years ago, but left and went to 
Portland. He returned to this city six 
months ago. On Monday last Braden was 
temporarily assigned to night duty in the 
Madison Avenue office, the regular night 
clerk being ill. His previous attention to his 
duties and good character warranted this 
trust placed in him by the company, for the 
place is one of great responsibility, the 
clerk handling all the valuable packages 
designed for shipment over neighboring 
railroads. 

Braden reported for duty on Wednesday 
night, and receipted for the packages turned 
over to him by the day man. Among these 


were the package containing $5,582 in cash 
and the bonds. A number of subordinate 
clerks were in the office; they noticed noth- 
ing unusual. About 5 o’clock Braden left his 
co and went to another part of the build- 
ng. 

At 7 o’clock the messenger who calls for 
the packages intended for shipment in the 
messenger’s safe came to the office. Braden 
was gone, and when, after a search on the 
part of the other clerks and the messenger, 
he could not be found, the messenger re- 
ported the fact to the main office, at 65 
Broadway. Manager Julier at once made 
an investigation, and the cash and the 
bonds were found missing from the office 
safe. A number of other small money 
packages were still in the safe, having evi- 
dently been overlooked by the thief in his 
hurry. 

Manager Julier notified the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency, and Capt. McCluskey ana 
men were sent out in ali directions, but, 
although Braden had only about four hours’ 
start, no trace of him could be found. 
His address in the company’s books was 
188 West Highty-seventh Street, but there 
it was learned that he had moved away 
some time ago, although he had not now- 
fied the manager of his change of address. 
It was finaliy discovered that Braden had 
moved to 23 Abingdon Square, where his 
wife and family were found, so that he also 
deserted them when he went away. 

The numbers. of the missing bonds are 
1,603, 1,827, 2,859, 4,000, and 4,191. They are 
of the par value of $1,000 each, redeemable 
in 1936, and bear interest at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum. A notice to look 
out for them has been sent to banks and 
financial institutions throughout the coun- 
try. 

The company’s officers refuse to state to 
whom the bonds and money belonged, but will 
make good the lossif they are not recovered 
from Braden. braden was bonded in a 
small sum, but not enough to cover the 
company’s loss. The theory has been ad- 
vanced that sneak thieves may have taken 
the packages from the office, and that 
Braden, frightened at the loss, ran away. 
The company, however, does not credit this 
story. 


Jacobus’s Alleged Accomplice Held. 


Thomas Neiland, twenty years old, of 384 
Montgomery Street, Jersey City, was 
arraigned before Police Justice Nevin yes- 
terday charged with being an accomplice 
of young Jacobus, who was arrested in 
Newark a week ago, on a charge of steal- 
ing jewelry and other articles, valued at 
$1,500, from the Adams Express Company, 
by which both men were employed. Neiland 
denied the charge and was held in default 
of $1,000 bail. 


Chicago Police After Braden, 


CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—The Chicago police 
were requested this evening by the Pinker- 
ton Detective Agency to apprehend Clark 
Braden, Jr., the absconding clerk of the 
American Express Company in the New 
York office. The loss suffered by the ex- 
press company through the clerk’s disap- 
pearance is, the Pinkertons allege, $30,000. 
According to the statements made by the 
detective agency, of the amount taken by 
Braden $25,000 was currency, consisting of 
fifty five-hundred-dollar bills, and five one- 
thousand-dollar gold bonds of the Consum- 
ers’ Gas Company of Chicago.
